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OPENING  OF  COLLEGE. 

College  opened  for  the  fall  term  at  ten  o'clock  the  morning  of 
September  7,  and  by  that  evening  the  greater  part  of  the  old  men 
and  the  new  students  had  registered,  although  some  continued  to 
come  in  and  register  for  a  number  of  days. 

The  freshman  class  is  by  far  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
college.  Between  eighty  and  eighty-five  freshmen  have  registered. 
They  are  distributed  as  to  the  courses  they  intend  to  take,  but  the 
greater  part  of  them  are  intending  to  take  up  work  along  the  lines 
of  electrical  and  mechanical  engineering.  Besides  these  freshmen, 
some  twenty  or  more  agricultural  students  have  been  registered. 

The  new  men  are  for  the  most  part  from  New  Hampshire  cities 
and  towns,  though  nearly  each  one  of  the  New  England  states  finds 
a  representative  in  the  freshman  class. 

The  larger  part  of  the  men  entered  college  upon  certificates 
from  their  preparatory  schools ;  consequently  few  took  the  entrance 
examinations. 

The  usual  homesickness,  which  accompanies  the  freshmen  in 
their  early  acquaintance  with  Durham,  was  by  no  means  absent 
this  year,  and  many  of  the  new  men  fell  easy  victims  to  this  form 
of  melancholy.  The  cold  rainstorm,  which  burst  forth  the  morn- 
ing college  opened,  did  in  no  way  make  things  appear  brighter  to 
the  homesick  lads. 

On  the  evening  before  college  opened,  members  of  the  sophomore 
class  posted  the  following  notices  in  conspicuous  places  about  town : 
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FRESHMEN  ATTENTION 

Give  heed  to  the  following  regulations  and  admonitions  given  to  you 

by  your  Superiors  and  Betters,  the 

Class  of  1908 

to  guide  your  imprudent  perigrinations  through  the  labyrinthine 
perplexities  of  scholastic  endeavor  and  to  conceal  the  idiosyncratic 
aufrageousities  of  your  verdancy. 

First — Thou  shalt  not  carry  a  cane. 

Second — Thou  shalt  not  wear  a  stiff  hat,  except  on  Sunday. 

Third — Thou  shalt  not  sport  thy  uniform  outside  the  town  of  Dur- 
ham. 

Fourth — Thou  shalt  not  accompany  co-eds  to  or  from  recitations. 

Fifth — Thou  shalt  not  appear  bare-headed  on  the  public  streets. 

Sixth — Thou  shalt  not  wear  anything  but  New  Hampshire  college 
emblems  on  clothing. 

Seventh — Thou  shalt  always  show  your  respect  and  give  precedence 
to  Ladies,  Faculty  and  Upper  Classmen. 

Furthermore 

It  is  recommended  that  Freshmen  keep  off  the  grass  as  the  sim- 
ilarity of  their  appearance  would  render  them  inconspicuous.  For 
the  prevention  of  homesickness  we  advice  the  Freshmen  to  keep 
their  rattles  constantly  accessible  and  their  milk  bottles  in  service- 
able condition.

Next  morning  some  of  the  posters  bore  traces  of  red  paint,  which 
some  of  the  alert  freshmen  had  administered.  Yet  more  did  not, 
and  the  freshmen  are  well  living  up  to  the  admonitions  contained 
within  the  notices,  but  with  that  grim  resignation  which  says. 
"When  we  are  sophomores,  1910  will  find  some  additional  clauses 
in  their  notices." 

The  newness  of  the  situation  here  has  gradually  worn  off  the 
recent  arrivals  and  after  the  cane  rush,  iu  which  they  did  them- 
selves great  credit,  things  settled  down  and  the  men  have  dropped 
into  the  routine  of  a  year  of  college  work.

CANE  RUSH. 


Freshmen,  24;  Sophomores,  5. 

The  freshmen  won  the  annual  cane  rush,  which  took  place  upon 
the  campus  at  11  p.  m.,  Thursday,  September  8. 

The  freshmen,  coached  by  the  juniors,  gathered  their  numbers 
early  in  the  evening  and  paraded  the  town  amid  vigorous  yells  of 
'"09." 

The  sophomores,  on  the  other  hand,  quietly  assembled  at  the 
Zeta  house  and  waited. 

At  the  appointed  time  both  classes  appeared  upon  the  campus 
and  were  duly  lined  up  on  each  side  of  the  cane,  twenty  paces 
distant. 

As  the  night  was  dark,  the  sophomores  felt  confident  of  a  victory, 
for,  although  they  were  outnumbered  two  to  one,  they  relied  upon 
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the  newcomers  not  knowing-  each  other  and  in  that  way  working-  at 
the  usual  disadvantage.  But,  to  the  surprise  of  all  present,  the 
freshmen  hastily  donned  white  overalls,  which  the  juniors  had  pro- 
vided. This  settled  the  rush,  for,  with  this  means  of  identification, 
the  freshmen  easily  had  their  own  way  because  of  superior  num- 
bers. 

At  the  sound  of  the  revolver,  both  sides  went  for  the  cane.  The 
sophomores  arrived  first  and  fell  in  a  body  over  the  coveted  prize. 

The  rush  was  then  on,  and  with  it  the  usual  uproar  of  fighting 
men  and  cheering  and  coaching  spectators. 

For  about  five  minutes  the  sophomores  held  their  own.  Then, 
when  the  men  were  tired  from  their  exertions,  the  overwhelming 
numbers  of  the  1909  men  began  to  tell.  In  parties  of  two  or  three, 
the  freshmen  went  around  the  pile,  pulling  off  each  man  that  wore 
dark  trousers  and  getting  him  to  one  side,  when  one  or  more  fresh- 
men would  keep  him  out  of  the  rush.  The  game  became  one  of 
elimination.  When,  all  over  the  campus,  two  freshmen  could  keep 
one  soph  away,  there  still  remained  a  lot  of  freshmen  who  had 
nothing  to  do  but  hold  on  to  the  cane.  Thus  it  was  when,  at  the  end 
of  ten  minutes,  the  revolver  again  rang  out,  announcing  the  rush 
to  be  over.  The  men  then  came  off  the  pile  and  the  following  were 
found  to  have  their  hands  on  the  cane :

W.  E.  Hunt  of  the  Eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  has 
charge  of  the  military  department.  He  graduated  in  1899  from 
New  Hampshire  and  since  then  has  served  in  the  army,  graduating 
from  the  Infantry  and  Cavalry  College  at  Fort  Leavenworth  in 
1904.

INTER-FRATERNITY  AGREEMENT. 

This  fall  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  college,  the  various 
fraternal  organizations  are  conducting  their  fall  rushing  season 
in  accordance  with  a  fixed  code  of  rules.  These  rules,  which  are 
as  follows,  were  adopted  last  spring  and  are  being  vigorously  ad- 
hered to : 

Durham,  X.  H.,  May  10,  1905. 

We,  the  undersigned  committees,  acting  for  our  respective  fra- 
ternities, agree  that  before  12  m.  the  first  Tuesday  of  November, 
1905,  no  student  registered  for  the  first  time  after  June  10,  1905, 
shall  be  invited  to  join  our  fraternity  and  that  before  12  m.  the 
following  day  no  student  shall  be  pledged  by  our  fraternity. 

We  agree  to  invite  no  student  to  join  our  fraternity  before  30 
days  after  his  registration  in  college  and  to  pledge  no  student  be- 
fore 31  days  after  his  registration.  Time  of  registration  to  be  con- 
sidered 12  m. 
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No  student  is  to  be  considered  pledged  until  he  wears  his  pledge 
insignia  publicly. 

We  furthermore  agree  to  allow  no  student  registered  for  the  first 
time  after  June  10,  1905,  to  room  or  board  in  our  fraternity  houses 
before  the  first  Thursday  of  November,  1905.

FOOTBALL. 

New  Hampshire,  6;  Rhode  Island,  0. 

New  Hampshire  successfully  opened  her  1905  football  season 
by  winning  an  easy  victory  from  Rhode  Island  State  College  at 
Centra]  Park,  Dover,  September  23. 
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At  the  outset  of  the  game  New  Hampshire  took  the  ball  from 
Rhode  Island  on  a  fumble  and  by  a  series  of  short  line  plays  put  it 
over  the  Rhode  Island  goal  line.    Fuller  kicked  the  goal. 

New  Hampshire  then  kicked  off  to  Rhode  Island.  The  visitors 
then  gained  some  thirty  yards,  the  only  gain  made  by  them  during 
the  game.    New  Hampshire  held  for  downs  as  the  first  half  ended. 

In  the  second  half,  Rhode  Island  kicked  off  to  New  Hampshire. 
New  Hampshire  took  the  ball  to  Rhode  Island's  thirty-yard  line. 
Rhode  Island  blocked  a  drop  kick  and  Stockwell,  the  New  Hamp- 
shire full  back,  punted.  Rhode  Island  got  the  ball  but  failed  to 
make  her  distance.  At  this  point  in  the  game  Captain  Hardy 
thought  the  time  nearly  up  and  Fuller  tried  for  another  goal  from 
the  field,  but  missed  by  a  narrow  margin.  Rhode  Island  then  kicked 
off  to  New  Hampshire  and  the  home  team  took  the  ball  up  to  within 
thirty  yards  of  the  Rhode  Island  goal  as  time  was  called. 

Had  the  halves  been  longer  than  ten-minute  halves,  New  Hamp- 
shire would  certainly  have  scored  far  better,  but  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  Rhode  Island  captain  had  missed  his  train  in  Boston  and 
had  had  to  arrive  late,  thus  delaying  the  game,  the  Rhode  Island 
team  would  play  only  ten-minute  halves. 

The  New  Hampshire  men  put  up  a  splendid  game.  They  kept 
Rhode  Island  on  the  defensive  nearly  the  whole  game  and  with  the 
ball  in  the  visitors'  territory.  At  no  time  did  Rhode  Island  have 
the  ball  within  fifty  yards  of  the  home  goal. 

In  this  game  Campbell,  the  veteran  guard,  was  unable  to  play  be- 
cause of  conditions  in  studies,  but  his  place  was  well  filled  by  Huse. 
Batchelder,  Ingham  and  Fuller  put  up  the  best  work  for  New 
Hampshire.

New  Hampshire  played  the  second  game  on  her  schedule 
Wednesday,  September  27,  with  Bates  at  Central  Park,  Dover. 

Although  she  failed  to  win  the  game  in  score,  she  far  outplayed 
her  opponents,  who,  greatly  excelling  her  in  weight,  were  behind 
in  fast  playing. 

The  game  opened  with  Bates  kicking  off  to  Xew  Hampshire. 
New  Hampshire  got  the  ball  near  her  own  goal  line  and  took  it  to 
the  center  of  the  field.  Here  Bates  held  for  downs.  Bates  then 
gained  twenty  yards,  when  New  Hampshire  held  for  downs.  The 
new  Hampshire  men  then  went  through  the  Bates  line  steadily  for 
good  gains.  This,  and  a  thirty-yard  run  by  Wilkins,  brought  them 
to  Bates'  ten-yard  line.  At  this  point,  when  every  indication  was 
that  New  Hampshire  would  score,  the  time  was  called. 

In  the  second  half  New  Hampshire  kicked  off  to  Bates.  Bates 
advanced  the  ball  into  New  Hampshire  territory  but  lost  it  on  a 
fumble.  With  only  a  few  minutes  to  play,  New  Hampshire  punted. 
Bates  tried  for  a  long  goal  from  the  field  but  failed.  New  Hamp- 
shire got  the  ball  and  the  time  was  called. 

As  soon  as  time  was  up,  two  of  the  Bates  players  rushed  at 
Batchelder,  who  had  the  ball,  and  tried  to  steal  it.  Several  New 
Hampshire  men  met  them  and  for  a  moment  fists  were  used  freely. 
The  police  entered  the  crowd  and  the  Bates  men  withdrew.  While 
nobody  lost  the  game,  the  Bates  men  acted  the  part  of  "poor  losers. "

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  college,  New  Hampshire 
played  Brown,  and  in  a  hard  fought  game  the  team  certainly  did 
itself  great  credit,  by  scoring  on  a  team  averaging  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  pounds  heavier  and  holding  this  team  to  such  a  small  score. 

The  game  was  played  at  Providence,  R.  I.  At  the  opening  Brown 
won  the  toss  and  New  Hampshire  kicked  off  to  them.  Within  six 
minutes  Brown  scored,  making  the  gains  by  short  line  plays.  Brown 
then  kicked  off  to  New  Hampshire  and  the  New  Hampshire  men 
advanced  the  ball  for  some  distance.  Then  came  the  most  exciting 
part  of  the  game.  Wilkins  succeeded  in  getting  around  Brown's 
end.  With  only  the  Brown  quarter  back  between  him  and  a  touch- 
down, Wilkins  went  up  the  field.  Wilkins'  interference  put  out  the 
quarter  back  but  fell  in  front  of  Wilkins.  The  latter  hurdled,  but 
a  cleat  on  his  shoe  catching  on  the  jersey  of  his  own  man  threw 
him.  Here  Brown  held  for  downs  and  again,  by  a  series  of  plays, 
mostly  through  the  line,  scored  a  touchdown,  Avith  a  goal  to  follow. 

In  the  second  half,  Brown  at  once  made  a  touchdown.  New 
Hampshire  then  kicked  off  to  them,  forced  them  to  punt  and,  get- 
ting the  ball  on  her  own  two-yard  line,  New  Hampshire  took  it  the 
entire  length  of  the  field  for  a  touchdown,  in  every  case  making 
distance  in  two  downs.

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FOOTBALL  NOTES  FROM  OTHER  COLLEGES. 

Thompson,  the  big  guard  of  the  Phillips  Andover  eleven  last 
year,  has  entered  Cornell. 

Barry,  Brown's  star  half  back,  is  coaching  the  eleven  at  Bow- 
doin  this  year. 

Hogan  of  Yale  is  coaching  Exeter. 

Jesse  Gage,  one  of  the  tackles  on  the  Dartmouth  College  eleven, 
was  present  at  the  football  practice  on  the  campus,  September  15. 
Football  practice  at  Tufts  College  began  Monday,  September  18, 
under  Coach  Charles  E.  Whelan.  The  make-up  of  the  eleven  is 
practically  the  same  as  last  year,  the  team  losing  only  one  man  by 
graduation. 

Harvard  began  the  season  with  a  squad  of  sixty  men.  The  ma- 
terial on  Soldiers'  field  this  year  is  especially  strong  in  men  trying 
for  positions  back  of  the  line,  but  good  line  material  is  lacking. 
The  development  of  ends  is  another  serious  question  to  be  met  by 
the  Harvard  coaches  this  year. 

The  attendance  at  Yale's  first  practice  was  very  poor,  only  six- 
teen men  showing  up.  Entrance  examinations,  which  were  going 
on  at  that  time,  were  said  to  be  the  cause  of  this.  In  a  recent  game 
Yale  'varsity  was  able  to  score  only  six  points  against  the  second 
team.  The  outlook  for  Yale  this  year  is  not  regarded  as  very  en- 
couraging. 

University  of  Pennsylvania  has  a  second  team  that  averages  two 
hundred  pounds  to  a  man  from  tackle  to  tackle. 

The  football  eleven  of  Ohio  State  University  has  taken  up  Bible 
study  as  "a  physical  relaxation  and  mental  tonic."  It  is  not 
stated  whether  a  version  has  been  procured  for  their  use  which 
reads,  "  If  a  man  smite  thee  on  one  cheek,  soak  him  on  the  other. ' ' — 
Boston  Globe. 


THE  GYMNASIUM. 

At  last  we  are  beginning  to  look  forward  to  the  opening  of  the 
building  that  the  class  of  1902  thought  would  be  a  reality  in  1912. 
Their  college  spirit  was  so  good  that  they  contributed  fifty  dollars 
to  the  gymnasium  fund  on  the  eve  of  graduation  and  promised  to 
pay  fifty  dollars  more  within  six  months.     To  them  belongs  the 
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honor,  therefore,  of  setting  the  foundation  stone  of  the  twenty-five- 
hundred  dollar  fund,  which  showed  the  Legislature  that  there  was  a 
real  demand  for  a  "gym." 

The  gymnasium  will,  according  to  the  latest  reports,  be  available 
for  use  at  the  opening  of  the  coming  winter  term.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  it  would  be  a  splendid  idea  to  have  it  formally  ded- 
icated on  the  17th  of  January  by  having  it  open  for  the  inspection 
of  the  friends  of  the  college  in  the  afternoon  from  3  to  4,  a  'varsity 
basket  ball  game  from  4  to  5,  and  a  hop  in  the  evening. 

The  building  itself  is  to  be  like  all  other  small  gymnasiums.  On 
the  main  floor  the  commandant  is  to  have  his  office  and  recitation 
room.  A  small  room  leading  from  the  "gym"  proper  is  to  be 
fitted  with  wash  bowls,  etc.  On  a  level  with  the  running  track  is 
a  splendidly  lighted  room,  to  be  used,  probably,  as  a  recitation  room. 
The  basement  is  to  have  a  baseball  cage,  an  assembly  room  for  stu- 
dents, a  room  fitted  up  with  shower-bath^,  a  room  for  visiting  teams, 
and  locker  rooms.  A  swimming  tank  is  a  possibility  a  few  years 
from  now.  It  was  originally  intended  to  have  a  bowling  alley,  but 
the  experience  of  other  colleges  has  been  that  a  bowling  alley  does 
not  pay. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Athletic  Association  to  buy  the 
equipment — President  Gibbs,  Professor  Parsons  and  Fuller,  '06 — 
are  now  working  on  it.  They  have  at  present  about  $2,500  to 
spend.  About  $300  is  still  due  the  treasurer  of  the  fund  on  unre- 
deemed pledges.  So,  from  the  equipment  standpoint,  enough  money 
will  be  available  for  our  present  needs. 


ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION  MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  College  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, held  at  Thompson  Hall,  September  18,  it  was  voted  that  the 
faculty  be  asked  to  move  the  afternoon  exercises  one  half  hour  ahead 
of  schedule  time  that  football  practice  might  begin  early.  It  was 
voted  to  ask  for  a  half  holiday  the  day  of  the  Bates  game. 

The  matter  of  conducting  football  celebrations  was  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  class  presidents. 

Mr.  Purrington,  '06,  was  chosen  cheer  leader. 

The  faculty  granted  what  was  asked  of  them. 
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COLLEGE  ORCHESTRA. 

The  orchestra  will  continue  this  year  again  under  the  leadership 
of  E.  J.  Roberts,  '06.  Some  excellent  material  has  been  found 
in  the  present  freshman  class,  which,  with  a  little  development, 
will  make  the  orchestra  far  above  the  standard  of  former  years. 
Prof.  Arthur  Elson  will  have  supervision  of  the  men  and  this 
feature  alone  will  insure  success. 


THE  MANDOLIN  CLUB. 

The  Mandolin  Club  has  held  rehearsals  every  week  since  college 
opened  and  is  making  good  progress.  The  club  has  been  much 
strengthened  by  adding  to  its  numbers  Mr.  Langelier,  '09,  and  hopes 
that  before  this  term  ends  it  will  have  several  more  members.  Any 
man  in  college  playing  a  mandolin  is  urged  to  join  the  club.

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Prof.  Albert  Kingsbury,  formerly  professor  of  mechanical  en- 
gineering at  New  Hampshire,  now  of  the  Westinghouse  Electric 
Company,  was  a  visitor  here  recently. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Coburn  of  Boston,  Mass.,  were  visitors 
here  recently.  Mr.  Coburn  is  secretary  of  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Associations  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  freshman  class,  the  following  class 
officers  were  elected:  President,  L.  D.  Ackerman ;  vice-president, 
C.  B.  Wilkins;  treasurer,  Miss  Marion  Doe;  secretary,  Miss  E.  0. 
Brown. 

This  fall  the  entire  football  squad  has  been  excused  from  drill. 
The  attendance  upon  the  football  field  has  been  compulsory.  This 
has  had  the  effect  of  keeping  three  teams  out  at  practice  regularly, 
rain  or  shine. 

Prof.  C.  H.  Pettee  is  installing  a  large  cement  reservoir,  which  is 
to  furnish  water  for  the  larger  part  of  the  houses  in  Durham.  The 
reservoir  is  fed  directly  by  springs  and  is  of  ample  size  to  supply 
water  in  the  dryest  weather. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  senior  class,  held  shortly  after  the  opening 
of  college,  the  following  officers  were  re-elected:  President,  C.  F. 
Jenness;  vice-president,  A.  M.  Johnson;-  secretary,  E.  G.  Con- 
verse ;  treasurer,  N.  S.  Franklin. 

The  application  of  the  new  eight-hour  rule  on  athletics  brought 
out  the  strenuous  life  among  some  of  the  students,  when  before 
the  Rhode  Island  game  it  was  found  that  about  ten  men  on  the 
squad  were  ineligible  to  play.  Inside  of  a  week  all  the  men  passed 
off  their  conditions. 

During  the  college  year  the  drafting  classes  under  Professor 
Elson  are  to  make  several  trips  of  inspection  to  various  manufac- 
turing plants,  located  in  towns  in  this  part  of  the  state.  The  trips 
in  Dover  have  already  been  arranged  for.  Among  the  places  to  be 
visited  there  are :  Cocheco  Mills,  Cheland,  Grafton  Company,  shoe 
factory,  and  the  I.  B.  Williams  tannery. 

Rev.  Daniel  Evans  of  Cambridge.  Mass.,  spoke  at  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  Sunday  evening,  September  10,  on  the  subject  of 
"The  Education  of  the  Soul  Through  the  Study  of  the  Bible." 
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Mr.  Evans  has  been  prominently  before  the  public  during  the  last 
few  months  as  one  of  the  leading  remonstrants  against  the  accep- 
tance of  money  from  John  D.  Rockefeller  by  the  Congregational 
Missionary  Board.  His  sermon  in  Durham  was  largely  attended 
by  the  members  of  the  student  body. 

At  present  there  is  some  two  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property 
charged  up  to  the  military  department  of  the  college  by  the  United 
States  government,  which  the  department  cannot  account  for.  This 
property  which,  though  of  little  real  value,  will  cost  the  college  two 
hundred  dollars,  if  not  returned,  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  students 
and  former  students.  It  seems  a  shame  that  this  cannot  be  squared 
up.    Certainly  better  use  can  be  made  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Along  the  first  part  of  the  term,  the  student  body  must  have 
caused  several  Standard  Oil  dividends,  for  during  more  than  a 
week  the  electric  lights  about  town  burned  but  a  few  hours. 

At  present  our  chapel  attendance  is  a  difficult  thing  to  take.  The 
monitors  do  their  best,  but  in  spite  of  this  now  and  then  a  mistake 
is  made. 

When  this  occurs  the  "victim," — for  he  always  feels  himself 
that, — goes  before  the  president  for  an  excuse  or  takes  an  extra 
drill,  wearing  a  sour  face,  which  he  does  not  lose  for  days  to  come. 

This  matter  of  undeserved  extra  drills  could  be  greatly  improved 
upon  and  great  light  put  upon  the  chapel  attendance  if  the  moni- 
tors' reports  should  be  posted  once  a  week.

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in,  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

11  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

14  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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A    FOOTBALL    RETROSPECT. 

The  1905  football  season  closed  for  New  Hampshire  with  the 
University  of  Maine  game  at  Orono.  Naturally  every  New  Hamp- 
shire man  has  thought  long,  after  having  hoped  much,  in  regard  to 
the  games  played.  We  began  the  season  auspiciously,  although  we 
had  lost  six  New  Hampshire  men,  Pettee,  Chesley,  Savage,  More- 
ton,  Tinkham  and  Leonard.  When  Captain  Hardy  called  the  can- 
didates out  the  first  night,  33  men  responded.  Since  then  33  men 
have  been  on  the  field  every  night.  Lieutenant  Hunt  was  largely 
responsible  for  this,  in  that  he  excused  from  drill  all  candidates 
for  the  team. 

The  first  game  was  with  Rhode  Island  College,  at  Dover.  The 
team  had  little  chance  to  show  their  superiority  over  the  heavy 
Rhode  Island  team,  because  the  halves  were  only  10  minutes  long. 
We  scored  one  touchdown  and  kept  the  ball  in  Rhode  Island's  ter- 
ritory all  the  time. 

The  second  game  was  with  Bates,  four  days  later.  Although 
the  Bates  team  far  outweighed  New  Hampshire,  we  proved  a  harder 
nut  to  crack  than  they  expected,  with  the  result  that  when  time 
was  called,  neither  side  had  scored.  It  seemed  to  be  the  general 
opinion  of  those  who  follow  New  Hampshire  football  that  no  New 
Hampshire  team  had  ever  given  a  better  account  of  itself.  There 
was  no  particular  star.  The  whole  team  kept  their  spirit  up  to 
Captain  Hardy's  and  played  a  great  game. 

At  Providence,  three  days  later,  we  played  Brown  for  the  first 
time  in  our  history.  Those  who  thought  that  this  game  would  be 
very  easy  for   Brown  were  rather  surprised  to  see  our  light  men 
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play  the  game  of  their  lives  against  the  Brunonians.  Had  it  not 
been  for  the  hardest  kind  of  luck,  we  should  have  scored  one  touch- 
down in  the  first  half  and  Brown  would  have  scored  one.  Unfor- 
tunately, however,  Wilkins  stumbled,  after  the  splendid  work  of 
his  interference  had  given  him  a  clear  field.  In  the  second  half  the 
team  showed  their  best  form  and  carried  the  ball  from  their  own 
one-yard  line  down  the  field  for  a  touchdown.  Their  attack  was 
irresistible.  Straight-line  bucking  by  the  tackles  and  the  backs, 
assisted  by  every  man  on  the  team,  finally  put  New  Hampshire 
within  striking  distance  of  the  goal,  and  Cone  was  driven  over  for 
a  touchdown.  This  touchdown  is  the  best  thing  a  New  Hampshire 
team  has  ever  accomplished.  In  addition,  we  held  Brown  down 
to  three  touchdowns  and  outplayed  them  in  the  second  half. 

This  same  team  went  to  Tufts  the  next  week  and  became 
unnerved,  because  the  officials  gave  them  a  raw  deal.  Tufts, 
desiring  revenge  for  their  defeat  of  last  year,  was  out  to  win  the 
game  at  airy  cost.     Here  is  the  wa}^  they  did  it: 

First,  they  objected  to  having  a  New  Hampshire  graduate  act  as 
referee.     So  we  took  what  they  gave  us. 

Second,  the  Tufts  men  were  artists  in  pushing  the  ball  ahead, 
after  it  was  dead.  This  helped  them  to  make  their  first  touch- 
down. 

Third,  the  umpire's  work  was  equal  to  0. 

Fourth,  a  decision  of  the  referee  declared  the  ball  not  in  play, 
when  a  Tufts  man  was  offside.  A  fair  decision  would  have  penal- 
ized Tufts,  and  we  should  not  have  been  forced  to  make  a  safet}r. 

Last  of  all,  led  on  by  their  captain,  Quarterback  Knowlton,  who 
probably  learned  to  play  football  one  dark  night  in  the  tough  dis- 
trict of  Muckerdom,  they  tried  to  put  Fuller,  Ingham  and  Wilkins 
out  of  the  game  Iry  foul  tactics.  Knowlton  used  the  Jiu  Jitsu  on 
Wilkins'  neck,  after  the  latter  had  been  downed  by  two  Tufts  men. 
It  was  several  minutes  before  he  came  to.  Then,  Ingham  was  kicked 
in  the  head  and  had  to  leave  the  game.  Again,  Knowlton  showed 
his  dirty  tactics,  when  Fuller  broke  through  on  a  forced  kick,  by 
deliberately  kicking  him,  as  he  was  about  to  block  the  punt. 

The  rest  of  the  game  was  a  mere  slugging  match,  and  New 
Hampshire,  instead  of  playing  football,  became  disorganized  and 
played  as  individuals.     The  team  was  to  blame  for  this   phase  of 
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the  game.  Only  four  or  five  times  during  the  game  did  they  show 
the  spirit  evident  in  the  Bates  game.  Their  best  work  was  done, 
after  they  had  lost  the  ball  on  a  fumble,  five  yards  from  the  Tufts 
goal  line.  The  team  became  desperate,  and  the  alumui  on  the  side 
lines  began  to  dance  for  joy,  as  the  New  Hampshire  line,  backed 
up  by  the  secondary  defense,  got  the  jump  on  their  opponents  and 
downed  the  big  fullback  in  his  tracks.  Three  times  they  fought 
like  demons  and  Tufts  was  able  to  retain  the  ball  only  by  a  margin 
of  three  inches.  The  next  time,  however,  the  same  trick  was 
worked  on  New  Hampshire  that  we  have  used  so  successfully  on 
every  team  we  have  met  this  year,  and  the  ball  was  down,  50  yards 
from  the  Tufts  goal  line.  Oar  fellows  then  played  a  defensive 
game  for  the  rest  of  the  half,  and  the  only  consolation  for  the 
alumni  and  the  students  present  was  that  if  we  had  had  a  fair  deal, 
we  might  have  played  football  and  beaten  Tufts. 

The  toboggan  continued  good  enough  for  us  even  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural  College  game.  The  experience  of  loafing 
the  week  before  the  Tufts  game  proved  of  no  avail.  The  team 
was,  however,  given  a  slight  taste  of  work  in  preparation  for  the 
contest  at  Amherst.  Some  of  the  men  lagged  and  were  at  once 
relegated  to  the  second-choice  squad.  Consequently  New  Hamp- 
shire started  the  game  minus  three  of  the  men  who  played  in  the 
Tufts  game.  The  New  Hampshire  line  men  played  high  and 
tackled  around  the  neck.  Massachusetts  charged  low  and  together 
and  knew  the  game.  When  time  was  called  at  the  end  of  the  first 
half,  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  had  scored  15  points. 
Fuller,  according  to  a  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  man, 
was  the  star  of  the  game.  When  Ingham  got  into  the  game  in  the 
second  half,  he  tore  up  the  Massachusetts  line  like  a  fiend.  It  was 
too  late,  however,  and  the  best  that  we  could  do  was  to  play 
splendidly  against  the  heavy  Massachusetts  men  and  keep  them 
from  scoring.  Had  we  played  as  well  during  the  first  half  we 
should  not  be  complaining  now. 

At  Middlebury  the  team  had  an  easy  time  and  was  satisfied  to 
win  the  game  6  to  0  because  of  the  game  with  the  University  of 
Vermont  the  next  da}^.     Accordingly  all  the  subs  played. 

In  the  game  at  Burlington,  Vermont  could  not  carry  the  ball 
consistently,  because  our  men  got  the  jump  on  them.     We  fumbled, 
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however,  too  much,  when  we  were  within  striking  distance  of  their 
goal.  After  the  game,  Vermont  said  we  made  more  impression  on 
their  line  than  Dartmouth.  The  score  at  the  end  of  the  game  was 
0  to  0. 

Orono  gave  us  the  same  story  to  tell  in  regard  to  bracing, 
although  Maine  really  has  a  terrific  line  and  fast  backs.  Fuller 
and  Wilkins  did  great  work,  while  Jenness  played  all  around  his 
200-pound  opponent,  and  Huse  showed  himself  a  comer.  In  the 
second  half  we  braced  and  Maine  could  not  score,  although  they 
had  managed  to  make  three  touchdowns  in  the  first  half. 

With  such  a  record  as  the  above,  somebody  is  to  blame,  for  most 
people  will  admit  that  our  material  was  better  this  year  than  usual. 
Moreover,  the  team  was  well  captained.  Captain  Hardy  tried  to 
give  everybody  a  show  and  had  one  thought  in  mind — victory  for 
New  Hampshire  . 

The  training  table  was  a  factor  in  our  poor  record.    It 

Thaining     was  an  absolute  failure.     Last  year  it  was  satisfactory. 

Table.        Consequently  the  new  manager  and  the  captain  elect 

have  this  responsibility.     If  we  are  to  run  a  training 

table  at  the  price  we  have  been  paying,  we  must  have  a  competent 

steward. 

The  reason  for  our  inability  to  play,  until  the  game 
System,  has  been  lost  is  plain.  The  men  have  lagged  in  prac- 
tice. As  a  result  the  other  team  has  always  scored 
before  we  got  together.  The  men  are  not  to  blame  for  this.  It  is 
the  system.  Our  only  salvation  is  in  speed.  We  had  speedy  men, 
but  the  team  as  a  whole  practised  too  little.  A  team  practising 
one  hour  a  day  for  three  days  in  the  week  will  never  consistently 
win  against  heavier  teams  practising  two  hours  a  day  for  five 
days  in  the  week,  especially  when  the  light  team  has  only  a  lim- 
ited number  of  plays  at  its  disposal.  In  other  words,  our  men  did 
not  get  enough  consistent  coaching  to  give  a  good  account  of  what 
they  could  do. 

Every  college  has  more  or  less  difficulty  in  get- 

Class  Games,     ting  the   best  men  to   compete   for    their  teams. 

This  is  especially  true  in  regard  to  new  students. 

Last   year   it  was   decided   to   have    the    class    games  before  the 

'varsity  season  began,  with  the  hope  that  some  men  might  loom 
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up  whose  ability  would  be  of  value  to  the  regular  team.  This 
thought  stopped  at  intention.  Two  weeks  ago  we  saw  a  great 
game,  in  which  organization  overwhelmed  disorganization.  The 
Freshmen  consented  to  play  the  Sophomores  after  having  had 
two  nights'  practice,  The  result  was  inevitable — victory  for 
the  other  side,  because  of  organization.  Now  there  were  men 
in  the  Freshmen  class  who  might  have  made  it  difficult  for  some 
members  of  their  team  to  have  held  down  their  positions.  As  one 
night,  however,  was  not  long  enough  to  try  them  out,  the  Fresh- 
men team  had  no  opportunity  to  show  their  true  worth.  Pratt 
and  Hubbard  alone  did  conspicuous  work  for  '09.  On  the  Sopho- 
more side  several  men  loomed  up — among  them  French  and 
Waite — whose  possibilities  are  great.  Had  the  Freshman-Sopho- 
more game  been  played  before  the  Rhode  Island  game,  there  is 
little  doubt  that  these  men  would  have  been  taken  onto  the  'varsity 
squad.  This  discloses  another  line  of  thought  for  the  manager  for 
1906.  It  would  be  wise  for  him  to  arrange  an  inter-class  series  of 
games  to  precede  the  first  college  game.  Perhaps  we  could  then 
make  our  college  spirit  equal  to  our  class  spirit.  The  spirit  evi- 
dent in  the  Sophomore  game  would  have  given  the  college  team 
three  more  victories  this  season. 

Manager  Clark  gave  us  this  }rear  the  best 
Home  Games,  schedule  we  have  ever  had.  It  is  good  planning 
to  end  up  the  season  the  last  of  October.  A  sug- 
gestion may,  however,  be  opportune  in  regard  to  playing  games  at 
Dover.  Under  the  present  conditions  it  is  bad  for  the  team  to  be 
obliged  to  return  to  Durham  in  their  football  clothes.  From  the 
financial  point  of  view  we  do  not  make  enough  from  the  Dover 
public  to  ignore  the  desirability  of  building  up  tradition  on  our 
own  campus.  Were  the  home  games  to  be  played  in  Durham,  the 
effect  on  the  student  body  would  be  wholesome.  Further,  it  would 
be  wise  planning  to  draw  up  a  five-year  agreement  with  some  col- 
lege in  our  class  and  play  this  game,  the  last  one  on  our  schedule, 
one  year  at  home  and  the  next  year  away  from  home.  Such  an 
arrangement  would  instil  new  life  into  the  players.  We  should 
have  a  goal  in  view  and  the  result  would  be  that  New  Hampshire 
would  soon  take  the  place  that  is  her's  by  right,  not  among  the 
also  ran,  but  among  the  first.  x. 
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FRESHMAN   CLASS    PICTURE. 

Exeter,  Oct.  24. — Scenes  far  from  pleasant  in  their  nature  were 
enacted  at  the  depot  at  an  early  hour  this  morning,  when  after  an 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  prevent  the  freshman  class  of  Xew  Hampshire 
college  from  having  the  class  picture  taken,  six  sophomores  were 
roughly  handled  and  were  humiliated  by  being  bound  hand  and  foot 
and  dragged  around  town. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  under  classmen  yesterday  noon  it  was  decided  to 
come  to  Exeter  on  the  first  morning  train,  which  reaches  here  at  6.20 
o'clock,  and  have  the  class  photographed  in  a  group.  Complete  secrecy 
was  maintained  yesterday  afternoon  and  last  evening,  but  in  dressing 
this  morning  some  of  the  freshmen  disturbed  upper  classmen,  and  the 
latter  were  quick  to  act. 

The  secret  leaked  out  too  late,  however,  and  when  President  Cone  of 
the  sophomore  class  was  informed  of  the  scheme  the  train  was  already 
pulling  into  the  Durham  depot.  The  freshmen  were  all  waiting  at  or 
running  to  the  depot,  while  not  a  soph,  was  dressed.  A  few  were  able 
to  jump  into  a  pair  of  pants,  throw  on  a  shirt  and  grab  their  shoes  in 
their  hands,  and  of  these  six  caught  the  train,  and  their  attire  attracted 
no  little  attention  in  Exeter  this  morning. 

As  the  train  pulled  out  of  the  station  a  large  body  of  sophomores 
came  running  down  to  the  station,  but  to  the  six  who  were  on  board, 
Charles  F.  Cone  of  Nashua,  Charles  D.  Matthews  of  Portsmouth, 
George  L.  Waite  of  Dunbarton,  James  D.  Cash  of  Massabesic,  John  D. 
O'Connor  of  Portsmouth  and  Carl  B.  Tarbell  of  Milton,  remained  the 
duty  of  upholding  the  unstained  honor  of  1908. 

All  was  in  peace  until  the  train  pulled  into  the  Exeter  station,  and 
then  bedlam  was  let  loose.  The  sophomores  tried  to  prevent  as  many 
freshmen  from  getting  off  the  train  as  possible.  During  the  skirmish 
a  number  of  car  windows  were  broken.  The  six  sophomores  were  no 
match  for  seventy-five  freshmen,  however,  and  they  were  easily  over- 
powered. 

Out  on  the  station  platform  the  sophomores  again  got  into  the  fray. 
Fighting  valiantly,  Cone  and  O'Connor  seemed  a  match  for  more  than 
six  freshmen,  and  had  they  a  following  of  a  dozen  men  equally  as  brave 
as  themselves  it  is  doubtful  if  the  picture  would  have  been  taken  today. 
But  superior  numbers  counted  and  the  sophomores  were  soon  on  their 
backs.  A  delegation  was  then  sent  out  to  look  for  ropes,  and  none 
appearing  the  cords  were  taken  from  the  awning  of  the  grocery  store  of 
Charles  E.  Smith.     Mr.  Smith  was  later  reimbursed  for  his  loss. 

With  the  cords  the  feet  of  each  sophomore  were  tied,  while  their  arms 
were  fastened  behind  their  backs.     Freshmen  then  placed  their  prison- 
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ers  on  their  backs,  and  headed  by  a  few  male  members  on  one  side  of 
the  street  and  the  three  young  ladies  of  the  class  on  the  other  side,  the 
parade  started  down  town.  Conspicuous  features  were  the  number  of 
black  eyes  in  the  crowd. 

Opposite  the  town  hall  Photographer  E.  L.  Cunningham  was  found  in 
waiting.  The  sophomores  were  thrown  to  one  side  while  the  freshmen 
were  photographed  upon  the  green.  The  upper  classmen  were  then 
released. 

The  freshmen  then  set  out  to  see  the  town,  carrying  the  forbidden 
cane  and  wearing  on  the  lapel  of  their  coats  strips  from  the  cord  with 
which  the  sophomores  were  bound.  They  went  about  the  streets  in 
groups,  while  the  sophomores  seemed,  to  say  the  least,  somewhat  dis- 
consolate. At  8  o'clock  two  five-seated  teams  containing  a  large  crowd 
of  sophomores  drove  up  in  front  of  Collins'  drug  store,  but  they  had 
arrived  on  the  scene  fully  an  hour  too  late. — Manchester  Union.

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NEW  LIBRARY  BUILDING  FOR  THE  COLLEGE. 

Through  the  efforts  of  President  Gibbs  the  college  has  been  for- 
tunate in  securing  funds  for  a  library  building. 

These  funds  are  coming  from  several  sources,  but  the  larger  part 
is  to  be  the  gift  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie. 

Sometime  ago  President  Gibbs  received  word  from  Mr.  Carnegie 
to  the  effect  that  the  latter  would  give  the  college,  for  a  library,  as 
much  money  as  the  college  would  raise. 

Efforts  were  at  once  made  to  secure  the  necessary  funds  here, 
and  these  efforts  have  resulted  in  the  securing  a  gift  of  §10,000 
from  the  Hamilton  Smith  estate,  and  810,000  from  the  Durham 
Library  Association. 

To  this  $20,000  Mr.  Carnegie  has  added  an  equal  amount,  thus 
making  -$40,000  which  is  available  for  the  building  itself. 

In  the  line  of  equipment,  the  town  of  Durham  now  has  $11,000 
for  the  books  which  are  to  be  added  to  the  20,000  volumes  which 
are  in  our  present  library. 

This  library  will  be  for  the  use  of  the  college  and  the  citizens 
of  Durham. 

Work  upon  the  building  will  probably  be  started  as  soon  as  the 
frost  leaves  the  ground. 


STUDY  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

Much  has  been  done  the  last  few  years  in  American  colleges  in 
making  a  systematic  study  of  the  Bible.  The  first  steps  toward 
this  were  in  1886,  and  since  then  it  has  steadily  grown,  until  at  the 
present  time  over  a  third  of  the  college  students  in  this  country 
have  taken  it  up. 

A  good  start  lias  been  made  here  at  New  Hampshire,  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Sanderson,  and  it  is  hoped  that  every  stu- 
dent will  take  this  up  as  part  of  his  student  life.

At  a  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  College  Athletic  Associa- 
tion held  October  11,  at  Thompson  Hall,  it  was  voted  to  run  a 
baseball  team  this  coming  spring.  Manager  Noyes  was  authorized 
to  arrange  a  schedule  of  games. 
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PHILOSOPHICAL   CLUB    LECTURES. 

October  19,  Rev.  A.  P.  Bourne  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  spoke  on 
"The  New  Philosophical  Methods."     He  said  in  part: 

"  The  old  academic  discussions  in  philosophy  and  religion  have 
given  place  to  the  new  study  of  science.  This  new  way  takes  the 
world  and  studies  it  as  it  is,  while  the  old  way  was  to  speculate 
on  fundamental  questions  such  as  the  relation  between  the  mate- 
rial and.  spiritual.  The  scientific  method  is  now  brought  to  cover 
the  whole  field  of  philosophy. 

"  The  old  method  began  at  a  fundamental  point  and  worked 
out  a  system  to  cover  the  whole  universe.  The  scientific  begins 
right  where  we  are.  Its  aim  is  to  enlarge  our  view  of  the  uni- 
verse. 

"  The  old  way  was  to  separate  the  intellect  from  the  rest  of  the 
universe.     The  will  is  now  exalted  to  the  highest  position." 

Friday  evening,  October  27,  Rev.  Mr.  Shields  of  South  Boston 
spoke  on  "  Principles  of  Human  Character."  The  main  thought 
of  the  address  was  individuality.     He  said  in  part: 

"Each  individual  thing  is  an  aggregate  of  individuals.  There 
are  no  two  individuals  that  are  identically  the  same.  Each  one 
of  a  dozen  fellows  may  describe  the  object  of  his  affections  in 
exactly  the  same  words,  but  if  one  were  to  suggest  that  the  dozen 
objects  be  brought  together  and  each  fellow  draw  lots  and  take 
the  one  chance  gave  him,  there  would  be  trouble.  So,  although 
the  same  words  are  used  to  describe  certain  objects,  yet  there  are 
differences  which  distinguish  them." 

"Natural  and  Supernatural"  was  the  subject  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Beard's  address,  November  3.     He  said  in  part : 

"  Many  disputes  arise  between  people  of  the  same  views  because 
they  use  different  terms  to  express  those  same  views.  A  broad 
and  accurate  definition  of  the  terms  of  the  subject  is  about  all 
that  is  necessary. 

"  The  natural  is  sometimes  thought  of  as  the  usual ;  the  super- 
natural as  the  unusual.  Again,  the  natural  is  considered  as  the 
material  world  and  the  supernatural  as  the  abode  and  attributes 
of  God. 

"  The  possession  and  use  of  a  will  is  the  distinguishing  feature 
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of  the  supernatural.  Everything  might  be  considered  as  the  nat- 
ural, or  it  might  be  considered  the  supernatural.  Supernatural 
might  be  considered  as  the  cause  and  the  natural  the  effect.  The 
supernatural  is  not  beyond  nature,  but  beyond  our  experience  of 
nature." 


PRESIDENT   GIBBS1    WESTERN   TRIP. 

President  Gibbs  attended  the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  Pi  - 
Edmund  J.  James  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  October  17.  18, 
19.  President  Gibbs  appeared  in  the  double  role  of  a  graduate, 
class  of  "03.  and  as  one  of  the  744  delegates  from  the  leading 
educational  institutions  of  the  country.  It  was  one  of  the  most 
important  educational  gatherings  held  in  the  West,  and  served  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  people  to  the  remarkable  growth  of  the 
state  universities  of  the  West.  In  10  years  the  student  body  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  lias  increased  from  400  to  over  four 
thousand  and   the  faculty  from  40  r  Such   growth   is  phe- 

nomenal. This  is  typical  of  the  development  of  the  Western 
universities.  On  his  way  back.  President  Gibbs  visited  his  old 
home  at  Winchester,  111.,  and   paid  a  visit  to  the  Ohio  State  Uni- 

sity  at    Columbus,    where   he  taught  for  seven    years    In? fore 
coming  to  New  Hampshire. 


DOUBLE  TRACK  THROUGH  DURHAM.

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mages  New  Hampshire  was  penalized  for  off-side  play.  Skies, 
the  official,  gave  honest  decisions  in  regard  to  being  off  side,  but 
he  drew  the  line  so  fine  that  if  even  a  hand  went  beyond  the  ball 
the  offender  was  penalized.  New  Hampshire  crossed  Middlebury's 
goal  line  twice,  but  only  one  touchdown  was  allowed.

[Burlington  Free  Press,  Monday,  October  21.] 

For  40  minutes  of  the  hardest,  cleanest  football  yet  played  on 
Centennial  Field  the  elevens  representing  New  Hampshire  State 
College  and  the  University  of  Vermont  battled  before  a  large 
number  of  shivering  people  Saturday  afternoon,  and  were  unable 
to  make  a  score.  The  game  was  played  with  spirit  and  determina- 
tion, and  was  entirely  free  from  unsportsmanlike  tactics  which 
justly  lays  the  game  open  to  criticism. 

It  was  the  first  athletic  contest  in  which  Vermont  has  engaged 
with  New  Hampshire  State,  and  as  such  reflects  great  credit  on 
the  men  from  over  the  line,  for  the  game  played  by  the  New 
Hampshire  team  was  not  only  gentlemanly,  but  so  far  surpassed 
Vermont's  play  in  energy  that  the  visitors  can  claim  a  victory  in 
spirit  even  though  they  were  unable  to  make  a  score. 
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Vermont's  poor  play. 

Vermont's  failure  to  score  was  due  to  a  decided  slump  in  the 
playing  of  the  team,  which  belied  the  fact  that  the  eleven  had 
previously  held  Dartmouth  to  12  points  and  touchdowned  twice 
against  Wesleyan.  During  the  short  time  the  green  and  gold 
had  the  privilege  of  attempting  to  advance  the  ball  the  team  dis- 
played a  weakness  of  attack  which  was  disheartening  to  its  sup- 
porters. 

No  less  than  five  times  was  Vermont  forced  to  punt.  In  the 
first  half  she  gained  30  yards  through  the  line.  Line  plays  in  the 
last  half  netted  but  five  yards.  During  the  whole  game  ends 
were  run  for  only  48  yards.  The  fake  kick  was  the  only  trick 
attempted,  and  that  was  far  from  a  success. 

Vermont's  weak  line. 

On  the  defense  Vermont  also  showed  weakness,  which  was  even 
more  noticeable  than  her  poor  offensive  work.  The  line  was  like 
paper  with  holes  in  it,  through  which  the  New  Hampshire  backs 
plunged  continually  for  good  gains.  This  weakness  yielded 
N.  H.  S.  nearly  125  yards.  The  better  work  of  the  ends  and  that 
of  the  defensive  backs  was  not  sufficient  to  offset  the  weakness  of 
the  line.  The  loss  of  Bingham,  Grow  and  Smith  was  all  too 
noticeable. 

new  Hampshire's  strong  play. 

Pitted  against  Vermont's  weakness  was  a  team  but  a  few  pounds 
heavier.  The  visitors  played  the  game  for  all  there  was  in  it  and 
used  team  work  every  minute  of  the  time.  New  Hampshire  gained 
more  than  double  the  yards  Vermont  could  make,  and  did  it  with 
an  ease  which  grew  more  apparent  as  the  game  progressed.  Their 
line  was  full  of  life,  the  backs  worked  together,  the  ends  were  fast 
at  all  times,  and  all  this  combined  made  up  a  football  machine 
which  played  clock-work  ball.  But  for  a  fumble  and  a  little  mis- 
judgment  by  its  quarterback  New  Hampshire  might  have  made  a 
touchdown. 

INDIVIDUAL   PLAY. 

As  to  individual  play  Watkins,  Gerrish  and  Woodward  played 
the  best  game  for  their  team.  Woodie  made  the  longest  end  run 
of  the  game  and  Watkins  did  his  best  to  withstand  the  onslaughts 
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of  the  opposing  backs  after  the  paper  line  had  been  torn  apart. 
For  New  Hampshire,  each  back  did  his  full  share  of  the  gaining, 
while  Franklin,  Fuller  and  Jenness  did  good  defensive  word. 

THE   FIRST    HALF. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  first  half  Vermont  lost  its  only  clear 
chance  of  scoring.  On  the  first  down,  after  the  kick  off,  New 
Hampshire  fumbled  and  Vermont,  by  line  gains  by  Darling,  Ward 
and  Woodward,  pushed  the  ball  to  New  Hampshire's  ten-yard 
line.  Woodie's  fake  kick  was  a  Waterloo  and  lost  five  yards  and 
the  ball. 

By  line  bucks  and  a  seven-yard  end  run,  the  visitors  advanced 
the  ball  45  yards  and  then  lost  it  near  the  middle  of  the  field  as 
the  result  of  a  quarterback  run  which  Batchelder  forgot  to  carry 
out  far  enough  past  the  end. 

After  Gerrish  ran  end  for  seven,  Woodie  lost  two,  Darling  made 
three  and  then  Woodie  punted  to  Franklin  on  N.  H.  S.'s  35-yard 
line.  Ward  tackled  for  a  five-yard  loss  and  Stock  well  punted  30 
yards  to  Gerrish,  who  lost  three  on  the  next  down.  Vermont 
made  first  down  once  and  again  Woodie  punted. 

New  Hampshire  made  but  one  first  down  and  Vermont  gained 
the  ball  in  the  middle  of  the  field.  Watkins  could  not  gain  around 
end  and  Huse  gained  the  ball  on  a  fumble.  After  the  next  down 
time  was  called  with  the  ball  in  New  Hampshire's  hands  just 
within  Vermont's  territory. 

THE   SECOND   HALF. 

In  the  second  half  New  Hampshire  nearly  made  a  touchdown. 
Vermont  rushed  the  ball  forward  for  a  few  minutes,  but  were 
thrown  back  for  losses  twice,  and  Woodie  punted  to  Hardy  on 
the  28-yard  line.  Three  times  by  line  bucks  New  Hampshire 
made  first  down  and  then  was  forced  to  punt. 

Vermont  could  not  gain  and  the  ball  was  punted  back  to  the 
30-yard  line.  If  Vermont  could  have  held  New  Hampshire  for 
downs  after  these  punts  into  her  territory  and  then  advanced  the 
ball,  a  touchdown  could  have  been  made.  But  New  Hampshire 
could  not  be  held  and  then  began  the  visitors'  magnificent  march 
down  the  field. 
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By  straight  line  bucks  and  skin  tackles,  in  which  Stockwell, 
Cone  and  Wilkins  played  the  chief  part,  the  visitors  rushed  the 
ball  from  their  18-yard  line  to  Vermont's  16-yard  line. 

There  were  but  a  few  moments  to  play.  The  success  of  New 
Hampshire's  do  or  die  advance  was  spoiled  by  a  quarterback  fum- 
ble. Vermont  forced  the  ball  back  to  her  21-yard  line,  when  time 
was  called.

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IN  OTHER  COLLEGES. 

The  new  Kappa  Sigma  House  at  Bowdoin  is  practically  com- 
pleted.

The  trustees  of  Union  College,  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  have  decided 
to  raise  $100,000  to  go  with  the  8100,000  offered  by  Andrew  Car- 
negie for  a  new  engineering  building. 

Jiu  Jitsu  and  Japanese  athletes  generally  are  now  included  in 
the  gymnasium  work  offered  at  Stanford,  open  only  to  students 
who  have  done  two  years  of  regular  gym.  work. 

The  government  authorities  at  Carlisle  school  appreciate  the 
influence  that  their  women  students  have  upon  their  football  team. 
They  allow  the  members  of  the  squad  to  invite  at  the  expense  of 
the  school  their  co-ed  friends  to  all  the  games  played  away  from 
home. 

According  to  an  order,  just  issued  by  Captain  Barbour,  com- 
mandant of  the  cadets  at  Cornell,  no  man  will  be  eligible  to  grad- 
uation unless  he  can  swim.  The  order  reads  as  follows  :  "  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  United  States  refuses  to  graduate  from  West 
Point  or  Annapolis  men  who  are  unable  to  swim,  no  Cornell  stu- 
dent will  be  credited  with  a  passing  mark  for  the  spring  term's 
drill  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  swimming." 

President  Pritchett  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy, recently  spoke  on  the  subject  of  hazing.  He  said:  "  Certain 
it  is  that  the  spirit  that  induces  hazing  is  no  part  of  Technology 
spirit.  It  can  have  no  place  in  the  spirit  of  good-fellowship  and 
mutual  helpfulness  that  is  the  keynote  of  the  Technology  spirit. 
Whatever  in  the  way  of  tradition  may  grow  out  of  hazing  cannot  be 
good  tradition.  Testing  a  man's  worth  and  hazing  are  very  differ- 
ent matters.  The  sooner  Freshmen  will  grow  out  of  it  the  sooner 
Sophomores  repudiate  it,  the  better  we  shall  feel.  We  need  none 
of  it  here." 
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It  has  been  often  said  and  printed  that  college  athletes  tend  to 
die  early  having  developed  the  physical  man  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  begins  to  deteriorate  with  the  cessation  of  regular  exercise, 
which  is  liable  to  follow  on  leaving  college.  Prof.  Franklin  B. 
Dexter,  librarian  of  Yale,  has  collected  the  records  of  701  Yale 
men  from  football,  baseball  crew  and  track  during  the  years  1855 
to  1904.  Only  51  of  the  761  have  died.  Track  work  shows  up 
unfavorably  compared  with  other  forms  of  athletics.  Professor 
Dexter  says  :  "  I  have  been  assured  by  a  life  insurance  expert  that 
college  athletes,  barring  the  track  men,  show  a  better  average  ex- 
pectation of  life  than  their  non-athletic  classmates,  and  much  better 
than  the  general  average  of  insured  lives/'

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e^ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

Suggested  by  the  football  game  on  the  campus  between  the  alumni 
and  the  Varsity  on  November  18,  and  the  keen  interest  taken  in 
that  contest,  comes  the  thought,  Why  not  have  it  an  annual  affair  f 
Or,  better  yet,  Why  not  have  a  day  or  an  evening  in  the  fall  term 
set  aside  and  announced  each  year  when  alumni,  ex-students,  friends 
and  loyal  supporters  of  our  alma  mater  may  return  to  Durham  and 
sing  New  Hampshire's  praises  loud  and  long?  Sure  enough,  why 
not?  The  spirit  of  all  old  students  to  be  on  hand  for  the  alumni 
game  above  mentioned  was  a  delightful  surprise  to  all  concerned. 
No  extended  announcement  was  made  in  advance,  for  fear  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  winners  of  their  "N.  H. 's"  on  the  gridiron  would 
find  it  impossible  to  be  on  hand  on  the  date  set,  yet  at  the  happy 
suggestion  of  an  ex-student  and  former  captain  of  the  football  team, 
a  few  telegrams  and  some  thirty  or  forty  letters  brought  about  the 
return  of  many  who  had  not  returned  for  long  periods  and  the 
small  score  and  account  of  the  game  in  another  column  shows  the 
line-up  and  the  story,  not  to  mention  the  pleased  expression  on  the 
football  manager's  face  at  the  gate  receipts. 

According  to  the  present  catalogue,  there  are  130  graduates  of 
New  Hampshire  College  living  or  in  business  within  100  miles  of 
Durham,  and  about  one  hundred  others  who  either  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  institution  at  one  time  or  another,  not  to  mention 
scores  of  our  friends  living  in  the  same  radius.  But  we  need  not 
limit  our  calculations  to  so  small  an  area  contiguous  to  the  college, 
for  with  our  present  easy  communication,  scores  outside  it  would  be 
glad  to  return  for  such  an  occasion  as  has  been  suggested.     At  Com- 
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mencement  we  always  see  a  good  percentage  of  these  present,  but 
how  much  more  interest  would  be  taken  and  how  much  more  closely 
our  graduates  and  friends  would  not  only  come  in  touch  but  keep 
in  touch  with  the  advancement  of  the  college  if  we  had  another 
assembling. 

Call  it  New  Hampshire  Night,  if  you  please,  or  by  any  other  ap- 
propriate designation,  but  let  us  have  such  an  annual  affair  and  let 
the  fall  term  of  1906  usher  it  in.  As  regards  the  date,  it  might  be 
well  to  consult  the  football  schedule,  especially  if  our  manager  is 
able,  as  we  all  confidently  expect  he  will  be,  to  negotiate  a  two  or 
a  three-year  agreement  with  one  of  the  state  universities  of  New 
England,  and  then  have  such  game  on  the  field  here,  not  in  Dover; 
the  alumni  and  friends  to  be  drawn  not  only  by  this  home  game, 
but  by  the  exercises  of  the  night  before,  i.  e.,  of  our  New  Hampshire 
Night.  Or,  if  thought  best,  have  such  a  night  in  connection  with 
an  annual  football  game,  to  be  part  of  the  'varsity  schedule,  in 
which  the  graduates  show  the  later  classes  that  they  (the  students), 
do  not  know  all  the  fine  points  of  the  game.  As  regards  the  pro- 
gramme, speaking  by  prominent  alumni,  old  'varsity  players,  etc., 
with  music  by  glee  or  mandolin  clubs,  college  orchestra  or  by  the 
college  band,  which  we  hope  to  have  before  the  fall  term,  enlivened 
by  hearty  cheers  for  our  alma  mater,  would  give  variety  and  zest. 
But  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  brief  article  to  go  into  the  details 
of  the  programme ;  such  incidentals  will  be  considered  at  the  proper 
time.  Rather  is  this  article  to  suggest  to  the  readers  of  The 
Monthly  this  matter  as  entirely  feasible,  most  assuredly  so,  and 
only  needing  to  put  it  into  operation  and  make  it  the  decided  suc- 
cess it  deserves  to  be,  the  vigorous  and  energetic  agitation  and  sup- 
port of  our  loyal  sons  and  daughters.  Not  alone  the  support  of 
our  graduates;  we  must  include  the  student  body,  ever  ready  to 
aid  and  assist  in  everything  for  the  advancement  of  old  New 
Hampshire. 

To  those  who  were  not  present  at  the  alumni  football  game,  we 
wish  to  cite  a  fact  favorably  commented  upon  by  all  present,  viz. : 
the  unprecedented  good  feeling  shown  between  the  grads  and  'var- 
sity. Delighted  were  the  grads  to  be  back  and  the  pleasure  was 
no  less  manifested  by  the  'varsity.  The  students  and  alumni  of 
this  college  always  work  in  harmony  and  always  have  done  so.  The 
hearty  and  individual  support  of  our  large  and  yearly  increasing 
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student  body  can  surely  be  counted  for  such  a  gala  night  to  extend 
the  name  and  fame  of  New  Hampshire  College  and  enthuse  all  who 
attend. 

This,  as  stated  above,  is  but  a  suggestion,  and  The  Monthly 
seems  to  be  the  best  method  of  disseminating  it.  Would  it  not  be  a 
good  plan  to  let  it  be  known  through  this  same  medium  what  your 
ideas  on  this  subject  are,  alumnus,  alumna,  ex-student  or  reader  of 
these  pages?  The  Monthly  would  be  glad  to  publish  any  sug- 
gestions or  details  regarding  the  matter,  with  a  view  of  interesting 
everybody  and  ensure  the  success  of  the  idea. 

It  occurs  to  the  writer,  however,  that  there  is  one  thing  in  par- 
ticular to  be  borne  in  mind  regarding  such  a  proposition,  and  that 
is  this:  the  mere  announcement  or  suggestion  is  valueless  and  will 
produce  no  results  unless  followed  up.  In  addition  to  agitation  in 
these  columns,  is  this  not  a  subject  for  the  alumni  meeting  at  its 
banquet  in  Boston  December  28  ?     By  all  means. 

xVnother  thing,  the  old  students,  graduates  and  ex-students  most 
interested  in  the  institution  and  most  closely  in  touch  with  her 
because  of  their  frequent  visits,  are  members  of  the  fraternities  or 
societies,  and  it  is  through  these  organizations  that  the  success  or 
failure  of  a  New  Hampshire  Night  would  very  largely  depend,  as 
far  as  the  number  of  alumni  present  are  concerned.

We  suggested 
above  the  means  of  securing  his  return.  The  others,  and  they  are 
in  the  majority,  we  must  also  see  and  renew  acquaintances.  We 
want  you  to  come  next  fall.  If  you  have  been  attending  Commence- 
ment, come  again  in  the  fall,  twice  a  year  for  those  who  are  living 
in  this  state  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  will  give  you  twice  as  much 
interest  in  your  alma  mater.

FOOTBALL. 
'Varsity,  12;  Alumni,  5. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  November  18,  the  game  of  the 
season  was  played.  It  was  the  game  to  which  alumni  and  student 
body  had  looked  forward  ever  since  it  had  been  planned.  Those 
who  expected  a  good  game  were  not  disappointed,  for  during  both 
halves  battle  royal  held  sway  and  alumni  and  'varsity  fought  every 
inch  desperately. 

The  fun  and  excitement  began  when  the  game  started  and  ended 
only  when  the  timers'  whistles  blew  at  the  end  of  the  game.  The 
referee  had  his  hands  full,  diving  into  the  pile,  pulling  off  players 
and  getting  between  clinches  of  boys  of  the  old  days  and  those  of 
the  present.  The  umpire's  task  was  an  easy  one,  for  no  fouls  were 
committed  and  the  rules  were  so  modified  as  to  overlook  the  few 
cases  of  holding  or  minor  fouls  which  may  have  occurred. 

Spectacular  plays  abounded  in  plenty  and  among  the  too  numer- 
ous to  mention  executed  by  the  'varsity  was  the  "double-criss-cross 
buck."  The  most  hair-raising  run  of  the  game  was  that  of  85 
yards  for  a  touchdown,  made  by  "Bunny"  Parsons.  It  was  made 
from  the  kick-off  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  half.  Parsons, 
aided  by  splendid  interference,  secured  the  ball  and,  by  dodging 
cleverly  the  waiting  'varsity  men,  ran  almost  the  length  of  the 
field  for  the  alumni's  only  touchdown. 

The  most  spectacular  work  outside  of  the  playing  on  the  gridiron 
was  the  sideline  work  of  Hunt  and  Professor  Hancock.     These  two 
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gentlemen  ably  acted  as  linesmen  and  demonstrated  clearly  the  dif- 
ferent ways  of  working  the  lines  in  pulling  up  slack,  edging  up  a 
bit  and  various  other  schemes.  Aided  by  splendid  interference  and 
help  of  Hunt,  Hancock  would  make  a  two-inch  run  and  a  moment 
later  Hunt  would  equal  the  feat  by  a  brilliant  line-buck  for  two 
more.  The  plays,  presumably  because  of  adverse  weather  condi- 
tions, were  always  executed  in  the  direction  opposite  to  which  the 
alumni  were  heading. 

The  'varsity  scored  twice  in  the  first  half,  but  could  not  score 
in  the  second.  The  alumni  scored  their  only  touchdown  on  Par- 
sons' long  run,  although  the  chances  for  another  were  bright  at  a 
good  many  points  in  the  game. 

For  the  alumni,  Parsons,  Wright  and  Marsh  were  star  men, 
although  the  general  work  of  all  the  players  was  the  secret  of  their 
success.  For  the  'varsity,  all  played  well  and  no  stars  could  be 
picked. 

The  alumni,  both  players  and  spectators,  greatly  enjoyed  the  con- 
test, in  spite  of  the  cold  wind  blowing  across  the  campus.  The 
occasion  served  to  strengthen  the  bonds  between  alumni  and  stu- 
dents and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  it  may  be  an  annual  feature, 
so  that  the  alumni  may  be  kept  in  closer  touch  and  be  more  familiar 
with  the  happenings  at  the  college.

THE  XEW  DRAWING  WORK. 

A  small  college  possesses  advantages  as  well  as  drawbacks  when 
compared  with  a  larger  institution.  In  many  courses  lack  of  equip- 
ment handicaps  the  smaller  college ;  crowded  laboratories,  or  limited 
outfit  of  machines  may  prevent  them  from  giving  the  complete  prac- 
tical training  that  larger  and  richer  colleges  offer.     But  drawing 
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labors  under  no  such  disabilities.  Armed  only  with  a  pencil  or  a 
piece  of  charcoal  (let  it  be  assumed  that  he  does  not  need  an  eraser), 
the  aspiring  Michael  Angelo  of  today  can  draw  casts  and  sketches 
that  would  certainly  have  made  the  old  masters  blush,  for  various 
reasons.  The  ambitious  young  engineer,  too,  equipped  with  T-square 
and  triangles  that  show  strange  powers  of  migration,  needs  only  a 
little  desk  room  to  throw  off  designs  of  gear-wheels,  lathes,  govern- 
ors, valves, — even  mills  and  storehouses. 

The  aim  of  the  present  changes  in  the  drawing  department  is  to 
bring  the  work  into  closer  relation  with  the  different  courses  given 
by  the  college.  Naturally,  the  engineering  work  must  come  first, 
the  machine  drawing  and  design  being  an  important  part  of  that 
work. 

Under  the  new  dispensation,  but  one  term  is  given  the  freshmen 
to  get  familiar  with  his  materials  and  instruments.  The  problem 
drawing,  the  free-hand  lettering,  the  tinting  and  inking  are  included 
in  this,  also  some  simple  working  drawing,  with  tracing  and  blue- 
print. Then  comes  trouble  in  the  shape  of  object-drawing.  By 
the  end  of  the  winter  term  the  freshmen  are  expected  to  know 
how  to  draw  by  the  three  different  systems  of  projection,  isometric 
and  perspective. 

The  sheep  and  the  goats  are  then  separated  and  the  engineers 
plunge  into  the  wilderness  of  descriptive  geometry,  better  known 
as  "Descrip."  This  lasts  for  two  terms  and  ends  with  practical 
applications  to  bridge-beams,  rafters,  piping  and  other  practical 
problems. 

For  non-engineers,  the  third  term  will  be  largely  free-hand, — 
specimens  of  plant  and  animal  forms  for  the  agricultural  men, 
apparatus  for  the  chemists,  and  certain  general  work  for  all.  The 
chemists  receive,  also,  a  term  of  machine  drawing  in  their  second 
year. 

After  some  mechanism  drawing,  the  engineers  devote  themselves 
wholly  to  machine  drawing  and  machine  design.  The  difference 
between  these  two  marks  the  distinction  between  the  draftsman  and 
the  designer  who  employs  him.  The  former  makes  detail  and 
assembly  drawings  of  machines,  the  latter  supplies  the  knowledge 
that  shapes  and  proportions  them  for  strength  and  safety.  Some 
of  this  designing  can  be  done  in  the  junior  year,  notably  the  valve 
gear  problems,  but  the  larger  part  (150  hours)  comes  in  the  senior 
year,  as  it  demands  a  knowledge  of  applied  mechanics.

The  mill  engineering  work,  like  the  machine  design,  includes 
figuring  as  well  as  drawing.  Strength  and  deflection  of  floor  beams 
and  planks,  compression  of  columns  under  regular  and  irregular 
(eccentric)  loads,  pressure  on  brick-work  and  foundations  must  all 
be  taken  into  account  before  the  plans  of  the  building  can  be 
approved. 

Then  comes  the  planning  of  a  cotton  mill  of  given  spindle  capac- 
ity, finding  the  number  of  machines  necessary,  from  pickers  through 
to  warpers ;  calculating  the  draft  factors  for  a  given  grade  of  yarn ; 
drawing  plan  and  elevations  to  show  location  of  machines,  shafting, 
hangers,  columns,  bays  and  other  details;  and  calculating  the  power 
required. 

The  general  course  drawing  consists  largely  of  free-hand  work. 
Charcoal,  pencil  sketches  of  casts  and  other  objects,  and  some  out- 
door sketching  in  the  spring  are  included  in  the  Sophomore  year. 
The  juniors  take  up  a  systematic  study  of  ornament, — bands,  panels, 
rosettes,  flower  and  fruit  designs,  lions  and  other  animal  ornaments, 
gargoyles,  columns,  capitals  and  so  on.  These  are  then  combined 
into  architectural  form  for  window  designs,  doors,  porticos  and 
various  parts  of  buildings.  A  more  definite  course  of  architec- 
tural design  is  being  laid  out  for  the  seniors. 

This  is  the  present  state  of  the  drawing  department.  What  the 
future  will  bring,  no  one  can  tell;  but  when  we  all  look  forward  to 
a  college  with  new  buildings  studding  the  campus  and  hundreds  of 
students  clamoring  for  admission,  why  should  we  not  also  dream  of 
new  courses  and  new  degrees?

PHILOSOPHIC  CLUB. 

November  17  and  December  8  are  the  dates  on  which  occurred 
the  two  best  lectures  of  this  course. 

Kev.  Wilbert  L.  Anderson  of  Exeter  spoke  on  "The  Application 
of  Evolution  to  Man, ' '  November  17.  He  said,  in  part :  ' '  Much  as 
we  might  wish  it  otherwise,  the  fact  remains  that  even  among  men 
the  strongest  alone  survive  and  the  weak  perish.  The  population 
is  necessarily  limited  by  the  food  supply  and  the  strongest  phy- 
sically and  intellectually  get  what  there  is.  Since  the  strongest 
alone  survive  and  have  offspring,  the  race  must  grow  stronger. ' ? 

' '  Queen  Elizabeth, ' '  a  historical  address,  was  given  by  Dr.  George 
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Lewis  of  South  Berwick,  Me.,  December  8.  He  said,  in  part :  "This 
country  has  made  rapid  progress  in  the  last  fifty  years  along  all 
lines,  especially  commercially,  politically,  educationally  and  morally. 
We  are  apt  to  think  that  ours  in  an  exceptional  era,  but  history 
shows  that  other  periods  have  given  fully  as  marked  advancement. 
The  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  was  such  a  period. 

"Four  men  stand  out  in  that  period.  The  first  was  Columbus. 
He,  in  effect,  doubled  the  size  of  the  world.  The  second  was  Caper- 
nicus,  who  developed  astronomy.  Although  this  did  not  increase 
man's  food  supply,  as  did  Columbus'  discovery,  yet  it  increased  his 
mental  food  supply  and  the  greatness  of  men  is  their  thoughts. 
Gutenberg,  the  third,  invented  the  printing  press  and  made  educa- 
tion common.  The  last  was  Martin  Luther,  who  lifted  the  yoke  of 
ecclesiastical  bondage.  He  established  the  principle  that  man's 
brain  was  given  him  to  use  and  not  merely  to  assent  to  other  people's 
thoughts. 

' '  Queen  Elizabeth  came  to  the  throne  during  this  unsettled  trans- 
itional period  when  it  was  almost  a  hopeless  task  to  try  to  rule. 
Henry  VIII,  her  father,  although  a  bad  man,  was  a  great  king.  He 
broke  away  from  the  leading  strings  of  Rome.  His  son,  Edward, 
succeeded  him,  but  being  only  10  years  of  age  the  stress  of  the  times 
and  his  responsibilities  as  ruler  killed  him  after  six  years  of  gov- 
erning. Mary,  Henry's  oldest  daughter,  was  crowned.  She  was  a 
devoted  Catholic  and  swung  the  kingdom  back  under  the  sway  of 
the  pope. 

"Elizabeth  came  to  the  throne  at  the  age  of  25.  She  was  one 
of  the  greatest  rulers  England  ever  had.  She  allied  herself  with 
neither  side,  but  used  both  for  the  advancement  of  England.  Eng- 
land was  her  spouse  and  she  could  have  devoted  herself  to  no  man 
more  truly.  As  a  queen  she  was  great  and  strong,  but  as  a  woman 
she  was  soft  and  weak.  She  was  like  the  holy  palm  of  the  tropics, 
which  has  alternate  layers  of  hard,  dark  wood  and  soft,  corky  wood. 
She  would  free  herself  from  the  pope's  power,  but  bitterly  assert 
that  she  was  handsomer  than  her  cousin,  Mary.  She  would  hold 
off  the  rulers  of  Europe,  but  simper  and  giggle  before  the  dnde, 
Dudley. 

"We  Americans  think  the  country  is  for  the  people.  Queen 
Elizabeth  thought  the  people  were  for  the  country.  She  was  ready 
to  sacrifice   anyone,   even  her  cousin,  Mary  Queen  of  Scots,   for 
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England's  sake.     The    conclusion    is    that    Elizabeth  was  a  great 
queen,  but  a  weak  and  silly  woman. ' ' 


TRACK  TEAM  PROSPECTS. 

As  the  season  for  track  team  training'  approaches  with  the  com- 
pletion of  a  new  gymnasium,  the  possibilities  that  New  Hampshire 
will  put  a  ' varsity  track  team  into  the  field  this  year  are  exceed- 
ingly strong.  Nothing  has  ever  been  done  in  this  line  before,  out- 
side of  inter-class  meets,  but  never  has  a  year  passed  but  what  some 
individual  star  has  shown  up. 

The  sentiment  of  the  majority  is  greatly  in  favor  of  a  track  team. 
As  for  material,  there  are  some  very  good  men  in  the  upper  classes, 
but  the  bulk  of  the  material  is  in  the  entering  class.  In  a  recent 
canvass  of  the  freshman  class  several  good  men  have  been  found, 
many  of  whom  have  represented  their  preparatory  schools.  Many 
of  the  men  have  expressed  their  desire  to  get  to  work  and  are  anx- 
iously awaiting  the  opening  of  the  "gym."  With  such  spirit 
among  the  men  there  will  be  no  question  as  to  the  success  of  the 
team,  if  we  undertake  to  run  one.

At  a  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  College  Athletic  Association 
held  November  29,  at  Thompson  Hall,  L.  D.  Batchelder,  '09,  was 
elected  manager,  and  J.  T.  Croghan,  '08,  assistant  manager,  of  the 
football  team  for  1906;  F.  W.  Randall,  '07,  was  elected  assistant 
manager  of  the  basket  ball  team  and  G.  D.  Neville,  '08,  assistant 
manager  of  the  baseball  team  for  the  coming  season. 

By  a  special  vote  of  the  association,  Johnson,  '06,  was  awarded 
his  letters  for  faithful  service  on  the  football  field.  Johnson  missed 
but  one  practice  on  the  football  field  since  entering  college

"We  are  sincerely  sorry 
that  such  a  wise  rule  should  be  disregarded  by  any  member  of  the 
college,  and  hope  that  the  example  made  of  the  first  offender  will 
be  a  sufficient  warning  to  any  others  who  would  attempt  to  disre- 
gard said  rule. 
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CHEMICAL  LECTURES. 

Doctor  Cameron,  the  well-known  physical  chemist,  who  is  at  pres- 
ent in  charge  of  the  laboratory  of  the  bureau  of  soils  at  Washing- 
ton, was  the  guest  of  members  of  the  faculty  during  the  week  of 
December  10.  Doctor  Cameron,  during  his  visit  here,  gave  some 
interesting  lectures  to  the  chemical  students  and  to  the  classes  in 
soil  physics.

The  mid-winter  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  College  Alumni 
Association  will  be  held  December  28  at  the  American  House, 
Boston.  Among  the  speakers  of  the  evening  will  be  H.  L.  Bout- 
well,  '81 ;  President  W.  D.  Gibbs ;  C.  W.  Stone,  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  E.  H.  Watson,  '86.  It  is  expected  that  there 
will  be  an  unusuallv  large  attendance  at  this  meeting. 


PROGRESS  ON  THE  CARNEGIE  LIBRARY. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  of  the  town  of  Durham,  held  Novem- 
ber 23,  it  was  voted  to  annul  the  existing  contract  between  the  Dur- 
ham Public  Library  and  the  Durham  Library  Association.  The 
directors  of  the  Durham  Public  Library  were  authorized  to  enter 
into  a  new  contract  with  the  college.  Henry  Cleveland  Perkins, 
trustee  of  the  Hamilton  Smith  estate  and  the  Durham  Library  Asso- 
ciation, looking  toward  the  consolidation  of  the  Durham  libraries. 

This  action  practically  assures  the  consummation  of  the  plan  by 
which  a  $40,000  library  building  will  be  erected  near  Thompson 
Hall.  In  this  will  be  housed  the  books  of  the  College  Library,  the 
Library  Association  and  the  town. 
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The  income  from  the  funds  of  the  Durham  Library  Association 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  consolidated  library,  which  will  be  man- 
aged by  the  college.  All  citizens  of  Durham  will  have  the  privi- 
eges  of  the  library  without  expense,  since  all  of  the  maintenance 
expenses  will  be  borne  by  the  college.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr. 
Perkins  and  the  townspeople  in  bringing  about  this  closer  union  of 
the  college  and  town. 


PHILOSOPHIC  LECTURES. 

Prof.  E.  R.  Groves  is  giving  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  ''Funda- 
mentals of  Christianity. ' '  These  lectures  are  being  given  every 
Wednesdav  afternoon  at  four  o'clock. 


NEW  ASSISTANT  IN  ELECTRICAL  ENGINEERING. 

Mr.  S.  T.  Adams  has  taken  up  the  work  in  the  Department  of 
Physics  and  Electrical  Engineering  which  was  carried  on  by  Mr. 
Wenner,  now  of  the  Physics  Department  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Mr.  Adams,  during  his  course  as  a  student  in  the  de- 
partment, showed  considerable  skill  in  the  building  and  handling 
of  apparatus  and  machinery  of  all  kinds  and  the  position  to  which 
he  has  been  called  is  one  in  which  the  efficiency  of  the  Electrical 
Engineering  Department  may  be  thoroughly  tested. 

The  student  body  congratulate  Mr.  Adams  in  his  work,  as  they 
are  able  thus  far  to  judge  it,  and  feel  that  he  wil1  reflect  credit  upon 
the  institution,  both  by  his  untiring  efforts  and  his  knowledge  of 
his  subject. 

MILITARY  BALL  FOR  NEXT  TERM. 

At  a  mass  meeting  of  the  student  body,  held  December  7,  the 
subject  of  running  a  military  ball  at  the  dedication  of  the  new 
gymnasium  was  brought  up  and  discussed.  Such  a  ball  was  viewed 
very  favorably  by  the  student  body  and  it  was  decided  to  run  the 
ball.  A  committee  for  making  the  necessary  arrangements  was 
appointed.  As  yet  no  details  as  to  the  affair  are  known,  but  it  is 
certain  that  this  ball  will  be  a  great  success. 
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THE  MILITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  military  department,  under  the  direction  of  Lieut.  "W.  E. 
Hunt,  is  doing  better  work  than  ever.  The  course  in  military 
science  will  be  changed  somewhat,  and  besides  the  study  of  the 
infantry  drill  regulations  the  following  subjects  will  be  taken  up :

EDITORIAL 


HONESTY  IN  SMALL  THINGS  ABOUT  COLLEGE. 

Recently,  the  attention  of  the  student  body  has  been  called  to 
the  fact  that  possibly  a  case  of  cribbing  had  taken  place  and,  while 
such  was  stated  to  be  doubtful,  a  wise  word  was  spoken  as  to  the 
attitude,  or  what  the  student  attitude,  in  such  affairs  should  be. 

Certainly  every  member  of  the  student  body  would  deplore  the 
fact,  should  it  be  shown  to  be  a  fact,  that  cribbing  has  been  done 
and  we  may  well  feel  proud  that  our  student  body  has  been  free 
from  this  evil.  But  while  we  may  feel  proud  that  this  particular 
dishonest  conduct  is  not  being  carried  on  in  the  institution,  there 
are  happening  every  day  minor  cases  of  dishonesty  which  meet  with 
little  or  no  disapproval  by  the  students;  possibly  because  they  are 
not  given  the  thought,  but  in  any  case  they  are  not  looked  upon 
as  they  should  be. 

In  this  connection  comes  the  "stealing  of  time"  which  belongs 
to  others.  Few  of  us  realize  that  we  are  doing  this  often,  yet  such 
is  true.     How  many  times  men  are  deprived  of  their  time  by  others 
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"calling"  on  them,  when  the  called-upon  needs  every  moment  of 
his  time  in  earnest  work.  His  visitors  are  to  blame  for  not  ascer- 
taining whether  he  is  at  liberty  in  such  cases,  and  he,  too,  is  to 
blame  for  not  letting  them  know  of  the  fact,  if  he  is  busy. 

How  many  times  the  "rough-house,"  singing  or  general  good 
time  in  the  next  room,  by  disturbing  some  one,  is  "stealing  the 
time"  of  some  man  who  needs  it.  His  time  is  being  taken,  but 
those  who  do  take  it  do  not  feel  aware  of  it.  How  many  times 
men  are  late  in  keeping  appointments;  meetings  of  every  sort  are 
constantly  being  delayed  by  some  one  or  two,  who  by  their  delay 
"steal  the  time"  of  those  who  have  met  their  appointment  as  they 
should.  All  of  these  are  little  thought  of  in  the  light  of  taking 
something  that  does  not  belong  to  us,  yet  it  amounts  to  that. 

Then,  too,  is  the  taking  of  certain  kinds  of  property,  which  meets 
with  only  too  little  disapproval  on  the  part  of  the  students  in  gen- 
eral. If  someone  takes  property  belonging  to  the  military  depart- 
ment, har.dly  a  thought  is  given  to  the  matter.  Private  use  of  the 
Athletic  Association  property  is  little  scorned,  yet  offenders  in  this 
line  are  daily  found.  Notice  these  things;  each  one,  if  he  will  but 
pause  a  moment,  will  realize  that  they  should  be  given  more  atten- 
tion. When  you  realize,  see  to  it  that  you  do  not  feel  guilty  of 
these  little  things — thoughtless  dishonesty. 


A  WORD  AS  TO  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  HERE. 

In  most  of  the  American  colleges  the  conditions  are  such  that 
crowded  quarters  compel  the  closest  watch  over  sanitary  conditions 
about  the  college  and  no  detail  in  this  respect  is  overlooked. 

In  Durham  things  are  not  such  that  this  rigid  observation  is 
necessary,  yet  a  reasonable  amount  of  care  has  to  be  taken  in  order 
to  keep  healthful  conditions.  Recently,  a  case  of  neglect  in  this 
matter  was  brought  up,  when  a  sewer  broke  out  into  a  walk  which 
some  thirty  students  used  at  least  four  times  each  day ;  yet  this  was 
left  uncared  for  for  an  entire  week,  even  though  a  member  of  the 
board  of  health  had  been  notified  as  soon  as  the  break  occurred. 

With  such  conditions  existing,  it  is  the  duty  of  each  student  to 
use  all  possible  care  and  diligence  in  keeping  as  far  as  possible 
things  so  that  such  unhealthful  conditions  cannot  arise,  and  to  see 
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if  they  do  arise,  that  the  matter  is  brought  strongly  to  the  attention 
of  the  proper  authorities. 


Our  football  team  this  fall  was  probably  the  lightest  in  New 
England  playing  college  football.  It  has  a  record,  though,  that  it 
may  well  feel  proud  of. 


New  Hampshire,  Harvard,  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  Dart- 
mouth were  the  onlv  teams  to  score  on  Brown  this  fall. 


One  of  our  honored  seniors  recently  had  to  take  a  drill  because 
of  failure  to  see  a  notice  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  at  Thompson 
Hall.  This  leads  us  to  remark  that  the  student  body  would  well 
appreciate  it  if  notices  were  posted  a  little  more  in  advance  of  the 
time  when  things  are  to  take  place,  and  if  they  were  taken  down 
when  these  things  are  over.  At  the  present  day  there  are  notices 
over  a  month  old  still  on  that  board,  so  that  when  a  new  notice  is 
posted,  if  it  be  small,  it  is  often  unseen.

Professor  Sanderson,  in  his  entomological  work,  reports  that  the 
gypsy  moth  has  been  found  in  49  localities  between  Seabrook  and 
Portsmouth. 

The  cadet  battalion  had  its  first  inspection  on  November  9.  Ser- 
geant Woodman  was  presented  with  the  medal  which  he  won  at  the 
prize  drill  on  June  last. 
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A  new  course  in  "co-ed  giggling"  has  been  established  (faculty 
do  n't  know  of  it),  and  regular  recitations  take  place  in  the  Thomp- 
son Hall  reference  rooms. 

Basket  ball  practice  began  in  Thompson  Hall  on  the  twentieth. 
Only  15  reported,  but  since  then  the  squad  has  increased  in  size  by 
the  addition  of  several  good  men. 

Prof.  F.  W.  Rane  has  been  elected  master ;  Professor  Taylor,  over- 
seer; Professor  Morse,  chaplain;  and  Miss  Davis,  lady  assistant 
steward  of  Scannel  Grange  of  Durham. 

Mr.  Wenner,  assistant  in  electrical  engineering,  has  resigned  his 
position  with  the  college  and  has  accepted  the  position  as  instructor 
of  physics  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Flint,  ex- '06,  spent  Sunday.  November  19,  in  Durham.  At  the 
present  time  Mr.  Flint  is  engaged  in  work  of  extermination  of  the 
brown-tail  moth  throughout  New  Hampshire. 

The  petition  which  the  students  signed  and  placed  before  the 
faculty,  asking  for  the  Friday  and  Saturday  after  Thanksgiving 
as  vacation,  failed  in  its  mission.     Thursday  was  the  only  day  given. 

Professor  Rane  attended  meetings  with  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture recently  at  East  Rochester  and  Farmington.  He  discussed 
the  subjects  of  "Orchard  Management"  and  "Forestry"  at  each 
place. 

Professor  Parsons  is  attending'  a  special  set  of  six  lectures  given 
by  Prof.  AYilhelm  Ostwold  of  the  University  of  Leipsig,  Germany. 
The  lectures  are  being  given  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. 

Mr.  Pulsifer,  formerly  Professor  Parsons'  assistant  in  chemistry, 
is  now  located  in  the  copper  mines  in  Douglas,  Ariz.  In  a  letter 
recently  received  from  him  he  speaks  in  the  most  enthusiastic  way 
of  his  work. 

The  drill  hour  was  changed  the  first  of  last  month  from  3.30 
o'clock  to  12,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  student  body.  Be- 
ginning with  December  1  it  was  discontinued  and  won't  be  resumed 
until  the  new  gym  is  finished. 

President  and  Mrs.  Gibbs,  Professor  Taylor,  Professor  Sanderson, 
Prof,  and  Mrs.  F.  AY.  Morse  and  Prof,  and  Mrs.  F.  AY.  Rane  re- 
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cently  attended  a  meeting  of  the  American  Colleges  and  Experiment 
Stations,  held  at  Washington. 

The  forestry  department  has  the  promise  of  some  lectures  by  an 
expert  in  the  forestry  service  before  this  winter's  class  in  forestry 
sometime  during  February.  Professor  Rane  made  arrangements 
for  the  same  when  in  Washington. 

The  two  open  dates  of  the  basket  ball  schedule  which  appeared 
in  our  last  issue  have  been  filled.  They  are :  Saturday,  March  3, 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  at  Amherst ;  Saturday,  March 
10,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  at  Durham. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Commandant  Hunt,  it  now  looks  as  if  the 
college  would  soon  have  a  band.  A  large  number  of  the  students 
are  able  to  play  the  necessary  instruments  and  the  organization  of 
such  a  band  will  probably  be  but  a  short  time  off. 

A  number  of  the  chemical  students  are  making  analyses  of  the 
drinking  water  about  town.  These  analyses  are  both  of  interest  to 
the  students  and  to  the  owners  of  the  water  supplies.  The  analyses 
so  far  indicate  that  the  water  in  Durham  is  very  good. 

The  horticultural  department  of  the  agricultural  branch  of  the 
college  has  made  a  recent  improvement  in  its  buildings.  The  pot- 
ting shed  at  the  end  of  the  former  greenhouse  has  been  changed 
into  an  ice-house.  From  this  the  refrigerators  in  the  horticultural 
department  will  be  filled. 

Although  no  regular  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  freshman 
class  toward  awarding  class  numerals,  the  following  men  who 
played  in  the  class  football  game  will  be  allowed  to  wear  them : 
Pratt,  Igo,  Chase,  Lougee,  Kimball,  Hammond,  Hubbard,  Snow, 
Wilkins,  Pettingill  and  Morrill. 

The  temporary  grading  work  about  the  new  gymnasium  was  com- 
pleted just  in  time  before  the  freeze  up.  With  a  fine  large  cannon 
placed  in  the  center  of  the  circle  made  by  the  driveway  in  front, 
things  would  look  rather  imposing  and  in  keeping  with  the  right 
idea  of  adornment  for  such  a  building. 

Huse,  '08,  A.  M.  Batchelder,  '08,  Murchie,  '07,  and  Godfrey,  '09, 
played  on  the  Concord  High  School  alumni  eleven,  which  was  de- 
feated by  the  school  team  on  Thanksgiving  morning  by  the  score 
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of  6  to  5.  These  New  Hampshire  men  played  a  star  game,  but  their 
efforts  were  made  unavailing  because  of  constant  fumbling  on  the 
part  of  other  players.

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  each 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

Mrs.  Smith's  late  husband,  Mr.  Hamilton  Smith,  was  the  founder 
of  the  Valentine  Smith  scholarships. 


COLLEGE    CLUB    ORGANIZED. 

After  chapel  exercises,  January  10,  President  Gibbs  announced 
that  the  board  of  trustees  had  turned  over  the  large  hall  on  the 
second  story  of  the  new  gymnasium,  to  the  student  body  and  that, 
should  the  students  so  desire,  this  hall  might  be  used  for  club 
purposes. 

He  suggested  that,  should  the  classes  desire  to  run  such  a  club, 
they  appoint  representatives  to  organize  the  same. 

There  was  but  one  opinion  on  this  subject,  and  the  following 
were  chosen  as  the  committee  :  Professor  Whoriskey  from  the 
faculty;  C.  F.  Jenness,  '06,  F.  D.  Lane,  '07,  G.  L.  Waite,  '08,  C  B. 
Wilkins ;  '09,  and  R.  S.  Sawyer  and  M.  Frink,  '06  and  '07  of  the 
two-year  school. 

President  Gibbs  was  chosen  chairman  of  the  committee  with 
F.  D.  Lane  as  secretary. 

This  committee  appointed  a  sub-committee  of  Professor  Whor- 
iskey, C.  F.  Jenness  and  C.  B.  Wilkins  which  drew  up  the  follow- 
ing constitution  which  has  been  adopted  : 

ARTICLE    I. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  New  Hampshire  College 
Club. 

ARTICLE    II. 

The  object  of  this  club  shall  be  to  promote  the  social  welfare  of 
the  student  body. 
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ARTICLE    III. 

Section  1.  Any  male  student  of  the  college  is  eligible  to  mem- 
bership by  signing  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  paying  the 
annual  fee. 

Sect.  2.  Graduates  of  any  of  the  college  courses  and  former 
students  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  leaving  college  shall  be 
considered  honorary  members. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  club  shall  consist  of  a  president, 
a  vice-president,  a  secretary,  a  treasurer  and  an  executive  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  have  been  elected. 

Sect.    2.    The  election  of    officers  shall  be   held   at  the  annual 
meeting  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  May  of  each  year, 
(a)  All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

Sect.  3.  The  president  shall  be  a  member  of  the  senior  class. 

Sect.  4.  The  executive  committee  shall  consist  of  the  presi- 
dent, ex-officio,  one  member  of  the  junior  class  and  one  member  of 
the  faculty. 

ARTICLE    V. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  club. 

Sect.  2.  The  vice-president  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  presi- 
dent, preside  at  the  meetings. 

Sect.  3.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record 
of  all  business  transacted  at  the  meetings. 

Sect.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  due  the  club 
and  shall  pay  all  bills  endorsed  by  the  executive  committee.  He 
shall  file  and  preserve  all  vouchers  and  receipts  relating  to  his 
office  and  present  a  written  report  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  5.  The  treasurer  shall  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of 
fees  and  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  work  five  dollars 
per  year. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

The  executive  committee  shall  formulate  all  rules,  audit  the 
treasurer's  accounts  and  have  charge  of  all  business  pertaining  to 
the  club. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  shall  be  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

Sect.   2.  This  fee  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  November  first. 

Sect.  3.  A  member  with  outstanding  dues  after  November  first 
forfeits  thereby  membership  and  can  be  readmitted  only  by  paying 
his  dues  and  on  unanimous  vote  of  the  executive  committee.

CHEMICAL   LECTURE. 

January  18  the  members  of  the  college  were  particularly  fortu- 
nate in  being  able  to  listen  to  a  lecture  by  Prof.  Wilder  D.  Ban- 
croft, professor  of  physical  chemistry  at  Cornell  University,  and 
president  of  the  American  Chemical  Society. 

Dr.  Bancroft  took  for  his  subject,  "  Modern  Methods  of  Chemi- 
cal Analysis,"  which  he  discussed  from  the  standpoint  of  physical 
chemistry. 

His  lecture  was  illustrated  with  numerous  lantern  slides.  He 
made  his  work  in  alloy  analysis  vivid  by  samples  of  alloys  which 
had  been  used  in  various  tests.

The  New  Hampshire  College  Alumni  held  their  annual  dinner 
at  the  American  House,  Boston,  February  *2,  1906.  There  were 
present  40  alumni  and  their  guests,  which  makes  the  largest  rep- 
resentation of  any  year.  The  principal  speakers  of  the  evening 
were  Mr.  H.  L.  Boutwell.  '«2,  and  Pres.  W.  D.  Gibbs.  Mr. 
Boutwell  spoke  very  interestingly  on  industrial  progress.  He 
referred  to  such  works  as  the  Boston  Elevated  and  the  skyscrapers 
as  monuments  of  industrial  progress  and  brought  out  the  neces- 
sity of  laying  the  good  foundation  for  such  works.  This  was  used 
to  illustrate  the  importance  of  making  good  our  opportunities 
while  in  college. 

President  Gibbs  gave  a  very  pleasing  account  of  the  progress 
made  at  the  college  during  the  past;  year,  pointing  out  that  the 
registration  of  new  students  had  reached  the  one  hundred  mark. 
He  spoke  at  some  length  on  the  problems  which  confront  the 
administration  of  the  college  and  the  good  feeling  which  was 
manifested  by  the  students,  alumni,  facult}r,  trustees  and  the 
people  of  the  State. 

After  short  talks  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Hood,  '80,  and  Rev.  M.  F. 
Hardy.  '74.  who  was  the  oldest  graduate  present,  the  meeting  went 
into  business  session.  A  committee  to  revise  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  association  was  provided  and  is  to  report  at  the 
June  meeting.  The  executive  committee  was  instructed  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  securing  of  two  alumni 
trustees  in  place  of  one,  the  second  not  to  be  limited  to  residence 
in  the  State.  Mr.  Everard  Whittemore,  '77,  was  chosen  to  obtain 
funds  to  aid  in  furnishing  the  College  Club  room  in  the  new  gym- 
nasium. The  classes  having  the  largest  numbers  present  were  '97 
and  '98.

THROUGH  the  generosity  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith  of  Durham,  the 
sum  of  $10,000  has  been  given  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  to  establish  the  Valentine  Smith 
scholarships  under  these  conditions  : 

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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THE    REVISION    OF    THE    FOOTBALL    RULES. 

The  revision  of  the  football  rules  is  a  subject  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  majority  of  colleges,  as  football  is  the  most  important 
branch  of  college  athletics.  A  review  of  the  present  situation, 
the  causes  leading  to  the  same  and  the  resultant  changes  may  be 
considered  timely.  The  aim  of  this  article  is  not  to  attack  or 
defend  football,  but  simply  to  state  existing  conditions,  their  causes 
and  the  remedies  proposed.  To  make  plain  the  manner  in  which 
evasions  of  the  spirit  of  the  rules  have  been  introduced  it  will  be 
necessary  to  cover  briefly  the  development  of  the  American  game 
from  the  Rugby  or  English  o'anie. 

The  history  of  the  American  game  begins  with  the  match  be- 
tween Harvard  and  McGill  University  in  1874.  Two  years  later 
Yale  and  Harvard  met  in  a  form  of  the  Rugby  game,  with  fifteen 
men  in  each  team.  A  wrangle  soon  ensued  as  to  whether  eleven 
or  fifteen  men  should  comprise  a  team,  Vale  advocating  the 
smaller  team.  This  prevented  any  game  in  1877  but  relations 
were  established  in  1878  and  have  beeen  continuous  since,  except- 
ing during  189b'-*97.  The  first  season  of  play  in  this  country 
developed  a  definite  manner  of  putting  the  ball  in  play,  supersed- 
ing the  Rugby  method  of  allowing  this  to  be  determined  by 
chance. 

The  next  and  most  important  deviation  from  the  original  rules 
was  the  interpretation  of  "off  side"  play.  The  English  idea  was 
that  any  man  between  the  ball  and  the  opponents'  goal  was  de- 
barred  from  interfering   in  any  way  with  the  opposing  side.      The 
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American  interpretation  allowed  the  use  of  the  body  as  a  check 
to  -charging"  by  the  opposing  forwards.  This  soon  was  expanded 
to  include  runners  preceding  the  man  with  the  hall.  Gradually 
a  use  of  the  arms  in  the  line  was  sanctioned  and  this  has  been 
expanded  into  the  present  methods. 

Under  these  successive  changes  the  style  of  play  changed  from 
the  running  and  kicking  game  to  the  running  game  with  a  kick 
as  a  last  resort.  The  distance  rule,  requiring  a  certain  gain  or 
loss  on  a  delinite  number  of  downs,  was  introduced  in  1882.  This 
rule  was  intended  to  prevent  an  inferior  team  from  securing  and 
retaining  the  ball  throughout  an  entire  period,  thus  rendering  it 
impossible  for  the  opposing  team  to  score. 

The  running  game  made  light,  quick  dodging  runners,  the  desir- 
able material  for  the  team  and  during  this  period  the  men  of  this 
type  were  the  chief  ground  gainers.  Lamar  of  Princeton  was 
perhaps  the  most  brilliant  of  the  "backs'*  under  this  style  of  play 
and  his  run  of  105  yards,  for  a  touchdown,  in  the  Yale-Princeton 
game  in  1885  has  never  been  surpassed. 

With  the  advent  of  Bull  at  Yale  in  1885,  the  kicking  game 
came  into  favor  again  and  Yale  won  several  games  by  clever  goals 
from  the  field  by  this  famous  kicking  "back."  About  1890  the 
adoption  of  line  plunges  as  the  normal  means  of  gaining  ground 
and  men  capable  of  enduring  repeated  shock,  of  which  type 
Unmans  and  Butterworth  were  fine  specimens,  were  the  chief 
dependence  of  the  team.  Then  gradually  the  forming  of  the 
backs  in  mass  formation  was  followed  by  bringing  heavy  linesmen 
back  to  buck  the  opposing  tackles.  Since  the  "guards  back*" 
play  was  introduced  by  Pennsylvania,  the  development  of  the 
game  has  been  towards  heavy  teams  for  pushing  play  rather  than 
light  teams  for  a  fast-running  game. 

These  gradual  changes  were  accompanied  by  a  corresponding 
change  in  the  sentiment  of  the  respective  colleges.  Feeling  ran 
high  and  in  time  the  object  of  the  yearly  games  was  not  football 
for  sport  but  to  win  regardless  of  sacrifice  of  ideals.  This  led  to 
graduate  coaching  and  this,  in  turn,  to  professional  coaches.  These 
men  devoted  their  entire  attention  during  the  season  to  develop- 
ing various  plays  designed   to   surprise   the  opponents   and   to  aid 
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these  strategists  the  rules  were  twisted  and  warped  to  fit  these 
different  styles  of  play.  The  players'  equipment  change  from  the 
simple  needs  of  the  Rugby  game  to  the  complex  armor  of  the 
modern  football  warrior.  The  contrast  between  the  English  play- 
ers of  today,  with  their  bare  arms  and  knees,  and  the  hooded, 
padded  exponent  of  the  American  game  is  a  striking  example  of 
the  lines  along  which  the  game  has  deviated. 

The  weak  points  of  the  system  thus  developed  are  first,  the 
playing  of  the  game  for  the  gaining  of  victory  at  any  cost,  with 
its  attendant  evil  of  professional  coaches,  second,  the  developing 
of  the  spirit  of  evading  the  rules,  thus  requiring  officials  to  judge 
not  points  of  play,  as  in  other  games,  but  rather  the  limits  of 
roughness,  brutality,  and  unfair  strategy.  These  officials  have  not 
been  able  to  obtain  the  results  required  and  the  consequent  rough- 
ness has  been  the  means  of  bringing  the  game  into  disrepute. 

The  first  of  these  causes  is  fostered  by  the  spirit  of  commercial- 
ism peculiar  to  American  institutions.  The  primary  test  applied 
to  men  and  measures,  work  or  play,  is  visible  results.  The  ques- 
tion asked  is  "  did  the  team  win  "  ?  regardless  of  fair  play  or  foul. 
This  spirit  is  not  peculiar  to  football  but  is  rampant  in  every  phase 
of  our  affairs  today.  The  alumni  and  undergraduates  of  our  col- 
leges demand  winning  teams  and  this  desire  to  win  at  any  cost  is 
responsible  for  the  condition  of  affairs  that  now  exists  in  football. 

The  many  injuries  to  players  during  the  season  of  1905  caused 
public  sentiment  to  oppose  the  continuation  of  the  game  under  the 
existing  rules.  The  few  minor  changes  recommended  by  the 
"  Rules  Committee  "  were  unsatisfactory  and  a  committee  repre- 
sentative of  the  smaller  colleges  was  appointed  to  revise  the  rules 
without  regard  to  the  action  of  the  u  Rules  Committee  "  of  the 
•k  Intercollegiate  Association."  After  some  delay  the  two  commit- 
tees consolidated,  and  have  adopted  these  changes : 

HOLDING. 

Definition  of  Holding. — Players  of  the  side  that  have  possession 
of  the  ball  shall  not  hold,  block  or  otherwise  obstruct  the  oppo- 
nents except  with  the  body.  Holding  or  unlawful  obstruction 
includes:      (1)  Grappling  opponent  with  the  hands.     (2)  Placing 
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lie    hands  upon    an    opponent    to   push  him  away  from   the    play. 
3)  Circling   in    any  degree    any    part    of    the   opponent    with   the

arms.      (4)  Any  use  of  the  arms  to  lift  an  opponent  in  blocking. 

The  only  allowable  use  of  the  arms  in  blocking  or  obstructing 
an  opponent  shall  be  with  the  arms  close  to  the  body. 

A  player  running  with  the  ball  may  ward  oft*  an  opponent  with 
the  hands. 

The  penalty  for  holding  shall  be  a  loss  of  15  yards. 

HURDLING. 

Hurdling  in  the  open  field  is  prohibited.  Such  hurdling  consists 
of  jumping  over  an  opponent  when  the  latter  is  still  on  his  feet. 

Hurdling  through  the  line  is  prohibited. 

Hurdling  the  line  is  jumping  or  attempting  to  jump  over  a 
player  on  the  line  of  scrimmage  with  the  feet  or  knees  foremost 
within  the  distance  of  live  yards  on  either  side  of  the  point  where 
the  ball  is  put  in  play. 

TRIPPING. 

Tripping  shall  be  defined  as  obstructing  a  player  below  his 
knees  witli  the  foot  of  an  opponent  or  his  leg  below  the  knees. 

CHARGING. 

Rule  9  in  the  old  rules,  which  is  now  ambiguous  because  of  the 
neutral  zone  established  between  the  rush  lines  in  a  scrimmage,  is 
eliminated,  and  rule  15  is  modified  by  the  substitution  for  the  word 
"charging"  wherever  it  appears  in  the  rule  or  elsewhere,  the 
words  " Starting  forward  beyond  the  restricting  line." 

FAIR    CATCH. 

A  fair  catch  shall  consist  in  catching  the  ball  after  it  has  been 
kicked  by  one  of  the  opponents  before  it  touches  the  ground  or  in 
similarly  catching  a  "punt  out  **  of  the  catcher's  own  side,  pro- 
vided the  player  making  the  catch  has"  signaled  his  intention  of 
making  a  fair  catch  by  raising  his  hand  clearly  above  his  head  and 
takes  not  more  than  two  steps  after  making  the  catch. 

It  is  not  fair  catch  if  the  ball  after  the  kick  is  touched  by  another 
player  of   cither  side 'before  the  catch. 

Opponents  who  are  offside  shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  a 
player  who  has  air  opportunity  for  making  a  fair  catch,  nor  .shall 
the    player   be    thrown    to    the  ground  after  such  a  catch    is    made 
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unless  he  lias  advanced  more  than  two  steps  after  making  the 
catch. 

The  point  where  the  catch  is  actually  made  shall  be  the  mark 
and  the  side  making  the  catch  may  put  the  ball  in  play  from  that 
point  either  by  a  free  kick  or  by  a  scrimmage. 

The  referee  shall  decide  whether  a  fair  catch  is  made  and  as  to 
whether  there  is  interference  with  a  fair  catch  ;  also  regarding  the 
throwing  of  the  catcher. 

PENALTY. 

If  the  award  of  a  distance  penalty  against  a  team  defending  its 
own  goal  line  would  carry  the  ball  across  the  goal  line,  the  offensive 
team  shall  be  given  the  ball  on  the  one-yard.  Subsequent  penal- 
ties against  the  defending  team  before  the  ball  changes  hands  shall 
be  awarded  by  giving  one-half  the  distance  between  where  the  ball 
is  put  in  play  and  the  goal  line. 

"ON    SIDE." 

When  a  ball  lias  been  kicked,  any  player  of  the  kicking  team 
shall  be  "on  side"  as  soon  as  the  ball  touches  the  ground. 

In  case  of  the  ball  touching  the  ground  after  a  kick,  it  shall  not 
be  kicked  from  its  position  on  the  ground  or  while  bounding,  by 
any  player  of  either  side. 

OUT    OF    BOUNDS. 

If  a  kick  or  a  forward  pass  goes  outside  of  bounds  before  cross- 
ing the  opponents'  goal  line  it  shall  belong  to  the  opponents  at  the 
point  where  it  crossed  the  sideline.  If,  however,  it  strikes  any 
player  who  is  "  on  side  "  and  then  goes  outside  bounds,  it  shall 
belong  to  the  player  who  first  obtains  possession  of  it. 

LENGTH    OF    GAME. 

Rule  12  (A),  which  treats  of  the  length  of  the  game,  was 
amended  to  read  :  "The  length  of  the  game  shall  be  (50  minutes, 
divided  into  two  halves  of  30  minutes  each,  exclusive  of  time 
taken  out.  There  shall  be  an  intermission  of  10  minutes  between 
the  halves."" 

FORWARD    PASS. 

(a)  One  forward  pass  may  be  made  on  a  play,  provided  the  ball 
does  not  touch  the  ground  before  being  touched  by  a  player  on 
such   a    pass.      Should   the   ball    touch    the    ground  without   being 
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touched  by  a  player  on  either  side,  it  shall  go  to  the  opponents  on 
the  spot  from  which  the  pass  was  made. 

(b)  No  player  on  the  offense  who  was  on  the  line  of  scrimmage 
when  the  ball  was  put  in  play  may  receive  a  forward  pass  except 
the  two  men  on  the  ends  of  that  line.  Any  player  who  was  behind 
the  line  of  scrimmage  when  the  ball  was  put  in  play  may  receive 
a  forward  pass. 

(c)  A  direct  lob  over  the  line  within  a  space  of  five  yards  on 
either  side  of  the  centre  shall  be  unlawful. 

GAIN     IN    THREE    DOWNS. 

Rule  2  (a),  amended :  If  in  three  consecutive  downs  (unless 
the  ball  crosses  the  goal  line)  a  team  has  not  advanced  the  ball  ten 
yards  it  shall  go  to  the  opponents  on  the  spot  of  the  fourth  down. 

Disqualification  is  made  penalty  for  striking  with  the  hand  or 
using  the  knee  to  stop  runner.  The  ball  is  dead  when  any  part  of 
the  runner  carrying  it,  except  his  hands  and  feet,  shall  touch  the 
ground  while  he  is  in  the  grasp  of  an  opponent.  The  captain  of 
either  team  may  call  time  three  times  in  either  half  for  any  reason 
whatever,  but  thereafter  his  team  shall  be  penalized  two  yards 
each  time  it  is  necessary  to  call  time  except  to  substitute  a  fresh 
player.      (Designed  to  prevent  playing  an  injured  player.) 

These  are  the  changes  made  up  to  this  time  but  the  elimination 
of  the  mass  play  has  been  practically  decided  upon  and  will  prob- 
ably be  codified  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee.  The  com- 
mittee also  has  suggested  a  plan  for  a  central  board  of  officials 
with  power  to  remove  names  of  incompetent  officials  from  the  list 
of  approved  officials.  To  establish  a  scale  of  fees  for  officials, 
applying  to  four  classes. 

These  changes  are  radical  and  should  affect  the  style  of  play 
materially.  The  extent  of  their  influence  cannot  be  fully  deter- 
mined until  their  trial  in  the  field,  but  there  can  be  no  question, 
that  the  mere  enforcement  of  the  portions  concerning  brutality 
will  materially  benefit  the  game.  The  opportunity  offered  for 
individual  play,  especially  in  the  back  field,  should  tend  to  make 
the  game  better  from  the  spectators'  point  of  view.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  changes  will  be  successful  in  making  the  game  lit 
for  a  college  sport,  as  it  would  be  a  pity  that  this  game,  so  typical 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  ideal,  should  be  killed  by  the  parasites  that 
have  attacked  it. 
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OPENING  OF  COLLEGE  CLUB. 

The  apartments  of  the  new  College  Club  were  dedicated  Mon- 
day evening,  February  19,  by  a  smoke  talk.  About  one  hundred 
members  were  present,  and  after  all  the  pipes  were  going  and  the 
air  of  the  room  had  reached  its  proper  density,  C.  F.  Jenness, 
president  of  the  club,  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  introduced 
President  Gibbs. 

Mr.  Gibbs  took  for  his  subject,  "  Some  Ideals  of  College  Life," 
and  his  talk  was  about  three  of  these  ideals,  scholarship,  athletics 
and  social  life.  He  said  that  in  a  few  instances  too  much  import- 
ance was  laid  upon  scholarship,  and  at  other  times  too  little  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  it.  A  man  will  find,  that,  in  hunting  for  a 
position,  his  scholarship  while  in  college  will  count  for  much. 
An  employer,  in  sending  to  the  faculty  for  information  as  to  the 
student's  life  while  there,  would  want  to  know  how  he  stood  in 
his  studies,  and  whether  he  could  apply  himself  to  his  work  or 
not.  A  student  may  be  able  to  skim  along  and  do  just  enough  to 
get  passing  mark,  but  it  will  be  harder  for  him  to  find  a  good, 
paying  position  than  if  he  had  obtained  a  higher  standing  in 
scholarship. 

Another  ideal  emphasized  was  that  of  athletics.  A  man  who  is 
strong  in  body  is  likely  to  be  strong  in  mind.  Students  should 
not  enter  into  athletics  with  the  sole  purpose  of  "  making  the 
team,"  but  with  an  eye  for  their  physical  and  mental  gain.  ( hie 
of  the  great  lessons  taught  by  college  athletics  is  fairness  and  a 
square  deal  to  every  man.  The  stronger  a  man  is,  physically,  the 
more  able  he  is  in  after  life  to  get  down  to  hard  work,  to  stand 
longer  hours,  if  necessary,  and  to  put  his  whole  soul  and  body 
into  the  work  in  order  to  gain  success  for  himself  in  his  profession. 

The  third  ideal  of  college  life  spoken  of  was  that  of  social  life. 
President  Gibbs  said  that  the  man  who  succeeds  is  the  man  who 
gets  out  and  mingles  with  his  fellow  men,  not  men  who  stay  apart 
shut  up  in  themselves,  or  the  men  who  make  their  social  calls  at 
unpropitious  times,  but  men  who  not  only  get  out  among  other 
men,  but  those  who  manage  to  do  it  without  interfering  with  then 
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own  or  the  other  man's  business  hours.  Such  men  will  never 
stand  in  want  of  friends. 

Alter  this  extremely  helpful  talk  the  games  were  started,  and 
the  rest  of  the  evening  spent  in  playing  pool  and  cards,  and  in  a 
general  good  time. 

The  club  room  occupies  the  large  hall  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  gymnasium,  and  is  handsomely  finished  in  dark  wood  and 
molding,  and  dark  paper  covers  the  walls,  while  the  ceiling  is 
tinted.  The  furniture  consists  of  a  pool  and  a  billiard  table,  both 
put  in  by  .Jewell  &  Company  of  Boston,  several  card  tables,  and 
numerous  comfortable  mission  chairs,  including  three  or  four 
rockers  and  Morris  chairs.  Cushioned  window  seats  occupy  the 
two  turret  windows,  and  several  pictures  are  hung  from  the  walls. 
The  room  is  lighted  by  electricity  from  the  college  plant. 


NEW   GYMNASIUM   EQUIPPED. 

Since  our  last  issue,  the  new  gymnasium  has  been  fully  equipped. 
Representatives  of  the  firm  of  A.  (i.  Spaulding  <x  Son  made  a  stay 
of  about  a  week  in  town,  while  unboxing  and  setting  up  the  appara- 
tus to  be  ttsed  by  the  students.  The  building  is  equipped,  as  far 
as  the  apparatus  is  concerned,  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  any  other 
like  building  in  the  State. 

At  an  expense  of  about  $1,500,  the  following  apparatus  was 
purchased  and  is  now  ready  for  use:  Six  wall  chest  weights:  one 
quarter-circle  chest  weight:  one  wrist  roller:  one  vaulting  horse; 
one  vaulting  buck;  one  grasshopper  spring  board:  eight  mat- 
tresses; one  pole  vaulting  board;  two  vaulting  standards:  two 
14-foot  spruce  vaulting  poles:  12  pine  cross  bars:  one  set  of  par- 
allel bars;  one  hitch  and  kick:  two  jump  boards ;  one  horizontal 
bar:  one  set  of  suspended  parallel  bars:  two  pairs  of  flying  rings: 
one  six-ring  set  of  travelling  rings:  two  knotted  climbing  ropes  : 
one  20-foot  horizontal  ladder:  two  punching  bags,  with  Moline 
platforms:  two  pairs  of  boxing  gloves;  75  pairs  of  two-pound 
dumb-bells,  with  racks:  75  pairs  of  two-pound  Indian  clubs,  with 
racks:   50    ash    bar-bells,    with    holders:    100    -14-foot    wands,  with 
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racks:  one  pair  of  basket-ball  goals;  three  medicine  balls,  with 
holders;  an  indoor  baseball  outfit;  one  12-pound  iron  practice 
hammer;  one  12-pound  indoor  shot,  and  one  Olympic  discus. 
These,  with  the  two  vaulting  horses,  two  sets  of  parallel  bars, 
and  two  jump  boards  already  possessed  by  the  college  give  every 
student  a  chance  to  develop  himself  physically.  The  office  equip- 
ment for  anthropometric  measurements  consists  of :  One  sliding 
measure:  one  pair  of  calipers;  one  stethoscope;  one  Jones'  scale; 
one  wet  spirometer ;  one  height  tester,  and  one  six-foot  steel  tape. 

The  building  is  equipped  throughout  with  electric  lights  and 
gas  jets,  the  gymnasium  floor  being  lighted  by  four  large  arc 
lights.  All  the  windows  in  the  gymnasium  are  protected  from 
breaking  by  strong  iron  screens,  and  the  floor  of  the  running  track 
is  covered  with  a  rubber  pad.  In  the  basement,  the  new  lockers 
have  been  put  in,  and  are  very  satisfactory.  They  are  all-iron 
lockers,  with  screen  doors,  and  locked  by  keys  rather  than  by  com- 
binations. The  students"  shower  bath  gives  opportunity  for  five 
sprays,  while  the  faculty  locker  room  is  fitted  with  two  showers. 

The  students  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  new  quarters 
and  its  equipment,  and  should  use  it  properly  and  with  all  due 
regard  to  the  rights  of  others. 


POSSIBILITY  OF  NEW  TRAINING   QUARTERS. 

The  student  trade  in  Dover  has  gradually  increased  until,  this 
year,  it  has  amounted  to  between  eight  and  ten  thousand  dollars. 
This  fact  has  been  derived  by  Prof.  A.  F.  Xesbit  from  statistics 
offered  by  the  student  body.  Boston  merchants  are  soliciting 
this  trade,  and  have  even  gone  so  far  as  to  offer  free  transportation 
to  students  as  an  incentive  to  trade  in  Boston. 

Professor  Nesbit  has  suggested  to  the  Dover  Board  of  Trade 
that  the  only  way  Dover  merchants  can  successfully  compete  with 
the  Boston  merchants  is  for  them  to  be  represented  in  town.  In 
order  to  do  this,  Professor  Nesbit  proposed  that  if  the  Dover  busi- 
ness men  would  put  up  a  building,  with  training  quarters  for  60 
men   and   headquarters  for  coaches,   the  college   will   furnish  the- 
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site,  which,  under  other  circumstances,  would  be  almost  impossible 
to  obtain,  and  give  the  use  of  any  portion  of  the  building  to  the 
Dover  merchants  for  business  purposes.  This  proposition  is  meet- 
ing with  considerable  favor  among  Dover  business  men,  as  they 
feel  that    New  Hampshire  trade  is  too  valuable  to  lose  in  any  way. 


NEW   INSTRUCTOR  IN  CHEMISTRY. 

The  position  of  instructor  in  chemistry  recently  resigned  by 
A.  K.  Rose  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  Charles  James.  Mr.  James 
studied  chemistry  at  the  University  of  London  under  Professor 
Ramsay,  the  discoverer  of  Argon  and  Helion.  He  is  an  associate 
member  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  of  London,  and  has  done 
research  work  especially  on  the  rare  earths.  The  Monthly 
extends  a  hearty  greeting  to  him  in  his  new  work. 


MEETING  OF  THE  COLLEGE  CLUB. 

A  meeting  of  the  College  Club  was  called  after  chapel  on  Fri- 
day, March   2,  and  the  following  amendments  to  the  constitution 

were  adopted : 

Article  3. 

Section  1.  All  male  students  of  the  college,  upon  signing  the 
constitution  and  upon  paying  the  annual  fee,  shall  become  active 
members  of  the  College  Club,  and  as  such  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  and  have  the  full  privileges  of  the  club. 

Sect.  2.  All  members  of  the  faculty  and  resident  graduates, 
upon  signing  the  constitution  and  upon  paying  the  annual  fee, 
shall  become  associate  members  of  the  College  Club,  and  as  such 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  club  rooms. 

Sect.  3.  All  graduates  of  the  college  and  ex-students  in  good 
standing  shall  be  considered  as  honorary  members. 


REGISTRATION   DAY. 

In  accordance  with  recent  action  taken  by  the  faculty,  the  first 
day  of  each  term  is  to  be  considered  as  "registration  day,"  and 
registration  will  be  the  only  college  work  to  take  place  on  that  day. 
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W.  EL  A.  INFORMAL. 

A  very  pleasant  and  successful  dancing  party  was  given  by  the 
W.  H.  A.  Society,  which  is  composed  of  the  young  lady  members 
of  the  college,  at  Thompson  Hall,  on  Saturday  evening,  March  3. 

The  dance  orders  were  very  artistically  decorated,  and  consisted 
of  14  pleasing  numbers. 

A  very  large  number  of  young  ladies  from  out  of  town  were 
entertained  during  the  evening. 

Refreshments  were  served  during  intermission.  The  music  for 
the  occasion  was  furnished  by  the  college  orchestra. 


PHILOSOPHIC1    CLUB. 

The  last  two  lectures  of  the  Philosophy  Club  course  were  very 
good,  and  were  followed  by  good  discussions. 

February  16,  Prof.  J.  E.  Klock  of  the  State  Normal  School 
spoke  on  the  development  of  the  will.  He  began  with  the  child 
at  birth,  and  spoke  of  its  development  up  through  all  the  grades. 
His  talk  was  based,  a  good  part,  on  Herbart's  theories. 

February  23  the  Rev.  Ward  Clarke  of  Dover  spoke  on  "  Philo- 
sophic Theory  versus  Experience."  He  showed  that  theory  and 
experience  must  go  along  together.  He  also  took  a  decided  stand 
for  the  idealistic  philosophy  and  against  the  materialistic. 


COURSE    IN    AUTOMOBILES    TO    BE    INTRODUCED. 

New  Hampshire  College, 

Dept.  of  Physics  and  Elect.  Eng. 

Durham,  N.  H.,  February  19,  1906. 

"At  the  opening  of  the  spring  term,  March  27th,  it  is  our  inten- 
tion to  offer  a  course  of  study  to  our  students,  that  shall  acquaint 
them  with  the  theory,  construction  and  operation  of  automobile 
engines,  and  the  care  and  management  of  automobiles. 

"  This  shall  include  electric,  gas  and  steam  automobiles ;  and 
the  larger  portion  of  the  time  shall  be  devoted  to  the  theory  and 
action  of  the  various  cycle  horizontal  and  vertical  types  of  gas 
engines,  representative  types  of  carburetors,  igniting  apparatus, 
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cooling  apparatus,  transmission  gear,  bearings,  bearing  adjustment, 
oils,  oiling,  the  various  types  of  tires,  etc.,  and  actual  work  in  the 
management,  repair  and  care  of  machines. 

"Apart  from  the  time  devoted  to  the  actual  handling  of  such 
machines  as  our  friends  may  place  at  our  command,  it  is  expected 
that  the  course  here  outlined  shall  be  covered  in  twenty  class  exer- 
cises, and  shall  be  given  under  the  direction  of  this  department. 

"  The  increasing  demand  for  chauffeurs  who  have  had  such  a 
training  as  we  hope  to  give  has  brought  the  matter  to  our  atten- 
tion in  a  way  that  may  result  in  placing  before  our  students,  dur- 
ing vacation  seasons,  an  employment  both  pleasant  and  profitable. 
In  fact,  some  of  our  students  have  been  acting  as  chauffeurs  with- 
out having  had  any  special  training  such  as  we  contemplate  giv- 
ing. 

"  For  the  present  it  is  not  intended  to  take  up  the  design  of 
automobiles,  but  simply  adhere  to  such  a  schedule  as  previously 
described." 

New   Hampshire  College, 

Dept.  of  Physics  and  Elect.   Eng.

lk  The  indications,  at  present,  are  such  as  to  lead  us  to  believe 
that  a  number  of  our  students  may  be  called  upon  to  act  as  chauf- 
feurs during  the  coming  summer  vacation.  Acting  in  this  capac- 
ity they  may  be  able  to  materially  assist  themselves  in  paying 
their  way  through  college. 

"  It  is  the  intention  of  this  college  to  offer  to  our  students  dur- 
ing the  coming  spring  term, — beginning  March  27th,  a  course  of 
about  twenty  exercises, — lectures  and  recitations,  covering  the 
theory,  operation  and  management  of  the  various  types  of  gas, 
steam  and  electric  engines  used  in  automobiles,  and  also  the  care 
and  handling  of  the  automobile  itself.  This  preliminary  training 
which  we  shall  provide  may  result  in  our  men  becoming  familiar 
to  some  extent  with  the  automobile,  and  enable  them  to  give  good 
returns  wherever  their  services  may  be  needed. 

"This  course  of  training  shall  be  given  by  an  instructor  who  is 
both  an  engineer  and  mechanic,  and  who  has  had  experience  in 
handling  automobiles.  No  efforts  shall  be  spared  to  make  this 
course  as  thorough  as  possible  both  in  the  class  room  and  on  the 
road  with  such  machines  as  may  be  available  for  illustrative  work. 

"Our  students  undoubtedly  would  prefer  continuous  work  dur- 
ing the  summer  vacation  rather  than  work  at  intervals.  It  is  our 
hope   to    have   a   list  of  students   so    qualified  for  the    position   of 
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chauffeur  that  upon  short  notice  we  may  send  you  men  to  take  up 
the  work,  and  necessitate  on  your  part  a  minimum  amount  of 
delay. 

"  It  is  understood,  however,  that  our  men  shall  be  such  as  we 
shall  be  ready  to  recommend  as  to  ability  and  willingness  to  work, 
and  as  to  character. 

"  I  trust  to  hear  from  you  at  an  early  date  as  to  your  probable 
needs  during  the  coming  summer,  and  should  we  be  able  to  assist 
you  or  your  friends  in  finding  good  men,  my  services  are  available. 

"This  work  shall  be  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  this 
department." 

The  above  portions  of  letters  are  self-explanatory. 

The  department  of  electrical  engineering  is  to  install  this  course 
in  automobile  work  ;  is  to  have  automobiles  here  for  the  students 
to  work  upon. 

This  not  only  will  fit  our  men  for  profitable  employment  during 
the  summer,  but  will  probably  bring  several  special  students  here 
who  care  to  take  up  the  practical  side  of  that  work. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  Professor  Xesbit  for  his  efforts 
in  placing  such  a  course  before  our  men.

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  senior  class  the  following  were 
chosen  as  speakers  for  Class  Day :  Class  President  C.  F.  Jenness 
will  deliver  "Address  of  Welcome;"  W.  F.  Purrington,  "Class 
History;"  E.  L.  Converse,  " Address  to  Undergraduates,"  and 
J.  D.  Clark,  "Class  Will."  W.  C.  Campbell  is  to  be  class  mar- 
shal. 


FORESTRY    LECTURE. 

A  very  instructing  lecture  was  given  before  the  students  of  the 
agricultural  course  by  C.  F.  Lyford,  United  States  forester  for 
Xew  England,  on  Wednesday  evening,  February  28.  The  sub- 
ject of  the  lecture  was  "  Mensuration  of  Forests.*"  On  Thursday 
Mr.  Lyford  went  with  the  class  in  forestry  to  the  college  woods, 
where  he  gave  them  practical  demonstrations  in  selection,  thinning

and  valuation  survey  of  forests.  Mr.  Lyford,  who  has  lately  been 
occupied  in  examining  the  forests  of  New  Hampshire,  said  that 
the  New  Hampshire  College  woods  contain  the  heaviest  growth  of 
pine  timber  in  the  state.  One  acre  which  was  surveyed  was  found 
to  contain  90,000  board  feet  of  lumber. 


MINSTREL  SHOW   FOR  COMMENCEMENT   WEEK. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Glee  Club  held  February  12,  it  was  decided 
that  the  club  should  give  a  minstrel  show  on  the  Tuesday  evening 
of  commencement  week. 

The  club  lias  at  present  about  one  hundred  dollars  in  its  treas- 
ury, and  this  sum  is  to  be  drawn  upon  to  secure  the  services  of  a 
professional  trainer  for  the  club.

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AWARDING  LETTERS  TO  MANAGERS. 

The  matter  of  awarding  letters  to  managers  of  New  Hampshire 
athletic  teams,  was  some  time  ago  brought  before  the  athletic  asso- 
ciation, reported  in  the  February  issue  of  the  Monthly. 

At  the  time  this  was  brought  up  a  committee  consisting  of 
Jenness,  '06,  Hardy,  '06,  and  Franklin,  '06,  was  appointed  to  write 
to  the  athletic  associations  of  other  New  England  colleges,  and  in 
accordance  with  information  received  to  propose  an  amendment  to 
the  constitution  of  our  association. 

Communications  from  other  colleges  show  that  at  the  following 
colleges  athletic  team  managers  are  awarded  their  letters  the  same 
as  players  on  the  teams :  Yale,  Harvard,  Middlebury,  Worcester 
Poly  tech.,  Amherst,  Massachusetts  Agricultural,  Bowdoin,  Wes- 
leyan,  Springfield  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Training  School,  Trinity,  Rhode 
Island,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Boston  College, 
Holy  Cross. 

The  following  award  letters  but  distinguish  them  from  the  letters 
awarded  players :  Norwich  University,  Dartmouth,  Bates,  Maine, 
Colby. 

The  following  award  nothing  to  their  managers:  Connecticut 
Agricultural  College,  Boston  University. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  this  matter  have  decided  to  propose 
the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire 
College  Athletic  Association  : 

Article  XVIII,  Section  6,  shall  read : 

"  Thirteen  members  and  the  manager  of  the  football  team,  eleven 
members  and  the  manager  of  the  baseball  team,  and  seven  mem- 
bers and  the  manager  of  the  basket  ball  team  may  be  awarded  the 
letters  each  year." 

"  This  clause  may  be  made  retroactive  at  the  discretion  of  the 
executive  committee." 


BASKET    BALL    REVIEW. 

At  the  close  of  our  1905  basket  ball  season,  which  up  to  date 
was  the  most  successful  season  New  Hampshire  has  ever  known, 
the  prospects  for  the  coming  season  were  the  best. 
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With  these  prospects  in  view,  Manager  Swain  commenced  to 
arrange  this  year's  schedule.  His  policy  was  to  arrange  games 
with  as  many  of  the  New  England  colleges  as  possible,  and  to 
leave  out  the  athletic  associations. 

The  fact  that  there  does  not  seem  to  be  the  same  standards  of 
honor  between  colleges  in  filling  and  playing  their  basket  ball 
schedules  as  to  similar  transactions  in  their  footfall  and  baseball 
departments  is  to  be  lamented.  Notwithstanding  this.  Manager 
Swain,  by  persistent  effort  arranged,  without  doubt,  the  best 
basket  ball  schedule  ever  gotten  out  at  Xew  Hampshire. 

Practice  commenced  soon  after  the  football  season  closed,  and 
under  Captain  Hardy's  efficient  training  Sawyer  and  Hellville 
were  developed  to  take  the  places  of  Weeks  and  Flint  of  the 
preceding  year's  team.  Captain  Hardy  and  Fuller  had  repre- 
sented the  team  for  three  years,  Johnson  had  played  the  preceding- 
year,  and  with  the  development  of  Sawyer  and  IJellville  the  pros- 
pects for  a  strong  team  were  never  better. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  season,  with  Boston  University,  (  one 
substituted  for  Captain  Hardy,  who  was  ill.  The  strength  of  the 
team  is  well  shown  by  the  score  of  24-6  in  our  favor.  Our  next 
game,  one  of  the  best  of  the  season,  with  Tufts,  resulted  in  a  score 
of  24-19  in  favor  of  Xew  Hampshire. 

The  next  game,  played  with  only  three  nights  of  practice  in  the 
new  Gym.,  was  lost  to  Worcester  Tech. 

Mr.  Gion  of  Portsmouth  was  at  this  time  engaged  as  coach  for 
the  rest  of  the  season.  Under  his  efficient  coaching  the  team 
quickly  adapted  itself  to  the  new  hall.  Mr.  Gion  is  captain  of  the 
Portsmouth  professional  team,  and  his  work  enables  him  to  spend 
the  afternoon  at  the  college.  He  developed  several  new  men  who 
should  shine  next  year. 

Our  first  game  with  the  University  of  Maine  was  cancelled  on 
account  of  the  military  ball.  Boston  Cniversity  cancelled  their 
second  game  with  us. 

On  February  lb  New  Hampshire  was  defeated  by  Ashland 
Athletic  Club.  23-21,  at  the  Ashland  2x4  hall. 

Our  next  game  was  with  the  Cniversity  of  Maine.  Captain 
Hardy  and  Fuller,  the  veterans,  were  out  of  the  game.      The  team 
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— Cone,  Kennedy,  Johnson,  Tucker  and  Barnes — played  a  fast 
game,  but  missed  the  spirit  and  endurance  of  the  old  men.  Mail  it- 
won  the  game,  22-10. 

Our  next  two  games  were  cancelled  by  Massachusetts  Agricul- 
tural College  and  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 

Manager  Swain  secured  a  game  with  Rhode  Island  State  for 
March  2.  The  score  was  26-20,  in  favor  of  the  visitors.  This 
completed  the  season  for  the  first  team. 

The  second  team,  out  of  the  four  games  originally  scheduled. 
played  one,  with  Manchester  High,  the  others  being  cancelled  by 
our  opponents.  The  team  lost  one  game  to  Manchester  High 
School,  one  to  Dover,  and  won  the  last  game  from  Dover. 

Can  we  call  this  season  a  success?  The  prevailing  opinion  is 
that  we  cannot.  Where,  then,  is  the  difficulty?  Our  prospects 
at  first  were  never  brighter  in  the  way  of  material.  Much  credit 
is  due  Manager  Swain  for  the  fine  schedule  which  he  arranged. 

The  trouble,  it  seems,  is  right  here,  in  the  student  body.  The 
team  has  not  been  supported  financially  by  the  college.  Only  2<> 
season  tickets  were  sold  in  the  freshman  class.  I  Jut  this  has  had 
another  effect,  and,  perhaps,  more  serious  than  the  first.  The 
team  has  not  been  enthusiastically  encouraged  by  the  cheering  of 
the  united  student  body.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a  team 
will  not  be  disposed,  under  these  conditions,  to  put  its  best  efforts 
into  the  game,  not  only  its  style  of  playing,  but  also  in  the  way  of 
training. 

By  reviewing  the  season  we  can  see  why  we  have  lost.  With 
this  experience,  and  the  large  amount  of  material  in  development, 
we  can  certainly  expect  for  next  year  a  brilliant  season.

NEW   FACULTY  RULES. 

The  following  rules  were  adopted  by  the  faculty  February  5 : 

u  No  student  shall  be  permitted  to  make  changes  in  courses 
elected  by  him,  after  one  week  from  the  time  of  his  registration  in 
each  term,  except  by  vote  of  the  faculty,  and  upon  the  payment  of 
one  dollar." 


The  Wharton  school  of  finance  and  economy.  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  has  decided  to  introduce  the  honor  system,  in  that 
department.  It  will  be  applicable  to  all  classes,  and  if  successful 
in  the  Wharton  school  will  probably  be  extended  to  the  other 
departments  of  the  college. 


In  comparing  the  Dartmouth  and  New  Hampshire  catalogues 
the  interesting  fact  is  brought  out  that  we  have  more  students 
from  within  the   State  in  our  freshman  class  than  has  Dartmouth. 
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Recently  two  articles  about  the  college  appeared  in  the  news- 
papers, and  these  articles  have  caused  some  comment  both  in  town 
a"nd  about  the  State. 

The  one  which  has  been  much  discussed  in  town  was  that  a 
basket  ball  team  made  up  of  freshmen,  played  a  high  school  team, 
were  defeated,  and  the  public  informed  through  the  Boston  Herald 
that  the  Xew  Hampshire  College  team  had  been  defeated  by  this 
high  school. 

These  freshmen  were  not  to  blame  for  this  mistake,  yet  they 
could  have  been  more  insistent  in  having  it  definitely  known  that 
they  were  merely  an  unorganized  team. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  such  a  thing  has  happened,  and  it 
should  not  happen  again,  as  it  probably  never  will,  for  what  has 
been  said  on  this  matter  will  cause  any  students  of  the  college,  play- 
ing on  such  team,  to  be  positive  that  all  seeing  the  game  clearly 
understand  what  the  players  on  the  team  represent. 

The  other  article  which  has  caused  comment  about  the  state  was 
that  our  students  broke  up  a  dog  show  in  town.  This  news  has 
caused  our  faculty  to  be  censured. 

That  the  students  attended  the  show,  and  that  they  created  some 
noise  is  not  to  be  denied.  Our  critics  fail  to  see  that  what  hap- 
pens here  to  a  slight  degree,  is  what  is  happening  to  a  much  more 
marked  degree  in  every  other  college. 

That  boys  will  be  boys,  that  New  Hampshire  stndents  are  boys 
as  are  boys  in  other  places,  cannot  be  contradicted.  That  they  are 
malicious  or  mean  in  their  actions  can  be,  for  certainly  no  mem- 
bers of  our  student  body  are  capable  of  the  things  they  have  some- 
times been  credited  with.  They  are  self-respecting  men,  who  have 
respect  for  the  good  name  of  the  college,  and  those  who  feel  called 
upon  to  criticise  our  faculty  for  student  action,  would    do  well   if 
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they  see  what  is  taking  place  in  other  colleges,  see  what  our  fac- 
ulty is  doing,  and  change  their  criticism  to  a  few  words  of  com- 
mendation. 


PUBLIC   USE  OF  TOBACCO. 

Among  the  many  so-called  "  evils "  of  college  social  life,  the 
tobacco  habit  occupies  a  prominent  place.  The  regulation  of  this 
habit  must  of  necessity  lie  in  the  power  of  the  individual  who 
comes  under  its  influence,  and  yet  a  certain  amount  of  restriction 
is  right  and  necessary. 

The  faculty,  in  their  discussion  of  the  subject,  interpreted  this 
restriction  to  mean  that  students  receiving  scholarships  shall  not 
use  tobacco  on  the  streets  or  in  public  places.  This  ruling  makes 
it  necessary  for  certain  students  to  use  it  either  in  their  own  rooms 
or  in  the  apartments  of  a  friend. 

At  the  present  time  fully  seven ty-five  per  cent,  of  the  college 
students  use  tobacco,  and  many  of  these  students  use  their  study 
rooms  as  sleeping  rooms  in  consequence  of  which  they  study  and 
sleep  in  a  more  or  less  smoke  laden  atmosphere. 

The  rooms  of  the  remaining  twenty-five  per  cent,  are  by  no 
means  exempt  from  tobacco  smoke,  because  of  the  fact  that  "  smok- 
ing out "  parties  have  always  been  more  or  less  popular,  especially 
where  students  objected  to  smoking  in  their  rooms. 

With  these  conditions  looking  us  in  the  face  would  it  not  be 
more  healthful  to  allow  smoking  in  the  open  air,  as  is  done  in  other 
colleges? 

The  club  room  it  is  true  affords  a  place  for  students  to  smoke  in 
the  evening,  but  this  betters  conditions  only  to  a  slight  extent,  as 
many  students  find  it  inconvenient  to  travel  so  far  for  a  simple 
smoke  during  study  hours. 

However,  it  seems  inconsistent  to  permit  it  in  the  club  room, 
and  to  restrain  it  in  the  open  air,  if  the  prime  object  is  to  reduce 
the  evil  effects  of  the  habit.

"That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  each 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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DEAN  PETTEE'S    LETTER  TO  THE  MANCHESTER 

MIRROR. 

The  numerous  candidates  for  the  office  of  governor  in  New 
Hampshire  have  started  their  active  campaigns  early  this  year. 
Recently  some  of  them  and  their  friends  have  been  using  the  New 
Hampshire  College  as  a  football  in  their  eagerness  to  exploit  their 
own  and  their  opponents  actions.  On  the  whole  this  has  probably 
been  a  good  advertisement  all  around,  but  the  Manchester  Mirror 
got  so  tangled  up  in  its  facts  that  Professor  Pettee  wrote  the  fol- 
lowing letter  to  its  editor  to  straighten  matters  out.  As  it  con- 
tains many  interesting  facts  about  the  college,  we  publish  it  in  full. 

Editor  Manchester  Mirror,  Manchester,  N.  H. : 

The  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic 
Arts  is  not  in  politics.  It  doubtless  has  on  its  board  of  trustees 
gold  and  silver  Democrats  and  Republican  supporters  of  all  of  the 
several  gentlemen  who  are  at  present  prominent  candidates  for  the 
office  of  governor  of  our  commonwealth.  These  trustees  are  all 
enthusiastic  supporters  of  the  college  and  give  their  best  effort 
while  in  attendance  at  meetings  and  elsewhere  for  the  advance- 
ment of  its  interests. 

Many  of  these  and  other  friends  of  this  institution  await  with 
eagerness  editorials  from  the  trenchant  pen  of  the  senior  editor  of 
the  Mirror,  and  this  whether  they  sympathize  with  the  author's 
view  or  are  looking  for  amusement.  In  either  case  they  expect  to 
make  liberal  discount  from  the  views  presented  because  their 
attraction  always  lies  in  their  radicalism. 
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After  making  all  reasonable  discounts,  however,  the  recent  edi- 
torials in  your  valuable  paper  dealing  with  the  finances  of  the  New 
Hampshire  College  are  funny  enough  to  be  preserved  in  the  au- 
thors favorite  collection  of  "  things  that  ain't  so."  He  has  evi- 
dently made  a  serious  mistake  in  going  to  the  clerk  of  the  state 
board  of  equalization  for  information  on  a  subject  of  which  that 
person  officially  knows  nothing. 

If  he  had  consulted  the  last  very  able  report  of  the  state  treas- 
urer who  handles  the  Thompson  securities  he  might  have  found 
that  with  any  fair  system  of  credit  for  use  of  money  actually  re- 
ceived by  the  state,  the  Benjamin  Thompson  trust  fund  is  and 
always  will  be  more  than  self  sustaining :  that  if  interest  on  in- 
come and  matured  securities  is  reckoned  at  four  per  cent.,  the  excess 
to  1904  amounts  to  about  858,000,  or  nearly  enough  to  balance  the 
value  of  the  Benjamin  Thompson  state  trust  fund,  the  only  finan- 
cial obligation  imposed  upon  the  state  by  Benjamin  Thompson  as 
a  condition  of  the  acceptance  of  Ins  money.  It  is  therefore  plain 
that  the  state  has  a  good  bargain  on  its  hands,  if  it  has  any  use  for 
the  kind  of  institution  Benjamin  Thompson  founded. 

Again  if  the  senior  editor  had  requested  information  from  some 
of  his  friends  on  the  board  of  trustees,  or  from  the  authorities  of 
the  college,  as  to  the  expense  to  the  state  and  the  nation  of  edu- 
cating a  boy  for  a  year,  omitting  the  cost  of  the  plant,  the  mistake 
would  not  have  been  made  of  including  such  items  as  $15,000 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  money,  not  a  dollar  of  which  can 
be  used  for  college  expenses,  or  the  gross  income  from  sale  of  col- 
lege farm  produce  and  butter  made  from  milk  received  from  many 
nearby  farmers,  amounting  in  a  year  to  approximately  $1 4,000;  or 
the  item  of  money  borrowed,  about  $10,000,  offset  byjin  equal  sum 
on  other  side  of  account ;  or  $4,000  worth  of  matured  securities 
found  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  account  as  reinvestments,  or  in- 
surance on  president's  house,  $4,000,  paid  out  as  investment  in 
new  house. 

Neither  would  he  find  it  quite  fair  to  divide  the  total  expense 
for  twelve  years  among  the  graduates  to  get  the  expense  of  edu- 
cating one  student,  when  for  the  first  three  years  there  were  only 
eight  graduates  (those  left  of  the  old  students  at  Hanover),  and 
when  all  classes  had  to  be  run  at  same  expense  as  if  they  were 
larger. 
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Neither  is  it  just  not  to  take  account  of  the  considerable  number 
of  students  spending  from  one  to  three  years  here  and  not  gradu- 
ating. The  actual  cost  per  student  the  present  }Tear,  excluding 
cost  of  plant  and  what  the  students  pay  themselves,  amounts  to 
approximately  $230,  of  which  the  United  States  pays  1150,  the 
state  #64,  and  income  from  invested  funds,  $16.  This  is  consid- 
erably less  than  the  $700  figured  out  in  one  way,  and  the  $957  in 
another  in  the  before  mentioned  articles.  Moreover,  the  average 
annual  cost  per  student  in  cash,  for  board,  room,  clothes,  and  other 
necessary  articles  may  be  conservatively  estimated  at  $250,  making 
a  total  cost  of  $480  instead  $1,228. 

It  might  be  added  that  the  comparatively  small  sum  of  $64  per 
student,  mentioned  above,  is  what  the  state  is  putting  in  to  help 
out  during  the  years  we  are  waiting  for  the  Thompson  fund  to 
accumulate. 

But  it  will  doubtless  be  said,  on  the  other  hand,  that  these  fig- 
ures do  not  include  buildings,  and  that  a  large  sum  has  been  put 
in  by  the  state  for  the  plant.  Granted.  It  amounts  at  the  pres- 
ent time  to  about  $230,000,  and  no  one  can  point  out  any  similar 
expenditure  by  the  state  where  more  has  been  received  for  the 
money  expended,  or  a  plant  produced  better  adapted  to  its  pur- 
poses. Neither  the  money  received  from  the  United  States  nor 
that  from  the  Thompson  fund  can  ever  be  used  for  buildings  or 
repairs.  Therefore,  it  is  up  to  the  state  and  the  friends  of  the 
college  to  supply  this  need. 

I  naturally  shrink  from  opening  up  the  buried  past  of  a  previous 
administration,  but  this  much  may  in  justice  be  said.  No  severe 
criticism  is  due  an  administration  which,  starting  at  the  bottom, 
with  all  sorts  of  apparently  indispensable  wants,  found  itself  at 
the  end  of  each  year  for  nearly  a  decade  a  little  farther  behind  in 
its  bills  until  the  total  deficiency  amounted  to  some  $15,000. 
Harvard,  or  Dartmouth,  or  the  Institute  of  Technology  might  run 
behind  a  much  larger  amount  in  a  single  year,  and  it  would  be  a 
mark  of  progress,  a  necessary  result  of  conditions,  a  spur  to  the 
friends  of  the  institution  to  close  up  the  gap,  etc.  Personally,  I 
prefer  our  present  policy  of  paying  as  we  go,  but  I  would  not 
criticise  others. 

I  have  just  been  reading  Charles  Edward  Russell's  interesting 
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description  of  the  government  of  Switzerland,  the  most  enlight- 
ened, the  most  democratic,  the  best  governed  country  in  the  world. 
With  an  area  and  population  approximately  the  same  as  Massa- 
chusetts and  New  Hampshire  together,  she  spends  $11,000,000 
annually  upon  her  schools ;  she  supports  six  great  universities, 
one  college,  one  Federal  polytechnicum  and  several  other  lesser 
polytechnic  schools.  There  are  290  trade  schools,  218  housekeep- 
ing schools,  many  agricultural  schools,  etc.  Moreover,  she  has 
developed  under  great  difficulties  what  is  probably  today  the  best 
system  of  country  roads  in  the  world.  The  Swiss  are  thrifty  and 
careful  in  expenditure,  but  they  are  sure  that  nothing  is  gained 
by  stinting  either  their  schools  or  their  roads.  They  have  learned 
long  since  that  future  freedom  is  a  function  ©f  present  intelli- 
gence and  character.  They  speak  German  in  one  section  of  the 
country,  in  another  French,  in  another  Italian ;  but  all  are  Swiss, 
enthusiastic  Swiss,  and  there  is  practically  no  emigration  from  the 
land. 

For  many  years,  through  discouraging  days  of  small  results,  I 
have  stood  by  and  watched  the  slow  but  steady  growth  of  the  New 
Hampshire  College,  always  confident  of  final  success  because  I 
could  see,  what  the  Swiss  have  long  since  found  out  for  them- 
selves, that  a  successful  free  state  can  only-  insure  its  future  by 
resting  that  future  upon  an  intelligent  electorate  trained  techni- 
cally for  their  general  callings  in  life.  In  short,  I  have  seen  that 
New  Hampshire  must  support  technical  education  or  fall  out  of 
the  race.  Hence  there  would  be  a  place  and  an  important  one  for 
the  New  Hampshire  College.  That  prophecy  is  now  being  ful- 
filled. This  very  year  we  find  practically  the  same  number  of 
new  students  from  New  Hampshire  in  this  institution  as  at  Dart- 
mouth. In  a  few  years'  time  we  shall  surpass  the  total  at  Dart- 
mouth from  New  Hampshire,  not,  in  the  main,  by  competition, 
but  by  developing  a  following  among  those  who  need  a  technical 
education. 

Already  we  feel  the  impulse  in  that  direction.  We  hear  the 
young  men  from  the  farms  discussing  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of 
the  prizes  given  by  the  Dairymen's  Association  at  their  December 
meeting  were  won  by  men  who  received  their  training  at  the  New 
Hampshire  College.     We   hear  a  discussion  about  a  certain  able 
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chemist,   occupying  a   most  responsible   state  position,  called   to 

another  state  at  a  large  advance  in  salary,  and  the  answer  com^s 

clear :  k<  He   graduated   at   the   New  Hampshire   College.      They 

have  a  dandy  course  in  chemistry  there,  and  I  am  going  to  take 

it."     We  find  it  is  coming  to  be  understood  that  the  graduates 

in   electrical  and    mechanical   engineering    have   no    difficulty   in 

getting  situations  that  lead  in  a  few  years  to  responsible  positions, 

because  the  New  Hampshire  boys  are  not  afraid  of  work. 

We  find  that  the  girls  are  beginning  to  realize  that,  as  soon  as 

a  dormitory  is  completed  for  their  use,  extra  educational  facilities 

will  be  at  their  disposal  especially  to  fit  them  for  teaching  the 

sciences,  mathematics,  etc.,  in  our  high  schools   and   academies. 

As  the  numbers  increase  the  pressure  all  along  the  line  becomes 

greater,  new  buildings  must  be  built,  additional  instructors  secured, 

more  apparatus  and  machinery  purchased.     All  this  means  money 

and  yet  more  money,  for  technical   education  costs  more  than  any 

other.      Under  the   circumstances,  we  are  indeed  fortunate  that 

Benjamin  Thompson  had  the  foresight  and  wisdom  to  give  to  the 

state  that  which  will,  after   1910,  furnish  an  annual   income  of 

nearly  $32,000  for  the  carrying  on   of  this   absolutely  essential 

work.

THE    AUTOMOBILE    COURSE. 

Enrolled  for  the  course  of  lectures  on  the  automobile  are  some 
eighty  students.  The  delay  in  starting  the  course  at  the  beginning 
of  the  term  was  due  to  the  fact  that  experiments  were  first  made 
with  a  reflectorscope  to  accompany  the  stereopticon  lantern  in  use 
in  the  physics  lecture  room. 

By  the  use  of  this  attachment  it  is  possible  to  quickly  throw 
on  the  screen  enlarged  views  of  any  opaque  object,  picture  in  a 
book,  line  drawing,  or  photograph.  The  time  devoted  to  lecture 
work  is  very  much  shortened  by  this  addition  to  the  lantern. 

Mr.  Wentworth  of  Dover,  the  agent  for  the  Olds  motor,  has 
agreed  to  furnish,  on  very  liberal  terms,  three  or  four  cars  of  dif- 
ferent makes  for  student  instruction  in  taking  off  and  putting  on 
tires,  study  of  transmission  mechanisms,  filling  of  water  and  fuel 
tanks,  oiling,  cleaning,  etc.  The  cars  are  to  be  located  in  the  hose 
room  of  Conant  Hall  and  in  this  room  the  rear  trucks  of  the  cars 
may  be  raised  from  the  floor  in  order  to  study  the  speed  variations 
and  the  behavior  of  the  parts  of  the  machine. 

It  is  intended  to  use  these  cars  on  the  road,  taking  three  or  four 
students  on  each  trip  of  an  hour  or  more  with  each  car  and  give 
some  experience  in  steering  under  different  speeds,  turning  round, 
backing,  etc. 
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MINSTREL   SHOW. 

The  first  rehearsal  for  the  minstrel  show  which  is  to  be  given 
the  Tuesday  night  of  commencement  week,  took  place  April  5. 
Mr.  George  Hickey  of  Nashua  was  present  as  the  trainer  of  the 
show  and  the  results  of  the  early  work  were  encouraging.  Mr. 
Hickey  has  had  a  large  experience  in  arranging  and  training  such 
entertainments,  and  his  efforts  upon  the  large  amount  of  talent 
which  there  is  in  college  cannot  fail  to  bring  forth  "  a  howling 
success." 


MASS   MEETING. 

A  mass  meeting  of  the  student  body  was  held  after  chapel 
Wednesday  noon,  April  4.  The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  see 
if  the  student  body  would  volunteer  to  make  good  any  deficit  in 
baseball,  as  it  appeared  that  such  a  deficit  was  sure  to  come. 

Each  class  voted  to  pay  its  proportional  part  of  any  deficit 
incurred. 


COLLEGE    BAND. 

The  band,  which  has  recently  been  formed,  is  practising  regu- 
larly each  week  under  the  direction  of  Arthur  F.  Nevers  of  Con- 
cord, bandmaster  of  the  Second  Regiment,  N.  H.  N.  G.  The  organi- 
zation already  has  a  membership  of  over  twenty,  many  of  whom 
have  had  experience  in  different  bands  of  the  state.  It  is  hoped 
to  have  the  band  in  excellent  shape  by  commencement. 


"KRAG"  RIFLES  FOR  THE  MILITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  war  department,  upon  recommendation  of  the  chief  of  ordi- 
nance of  the  United  States  Army  and  approved  by  the  secretary 
of  war,  has  informed  President  Gibbs  that  it  will  replace  the  old 
Springfield,  cadet,  breech-loading  rifles,  calibre  45,  now  in  posses- 
sion of  the  battalion,  with  the  United  States  magazine  rifles,  cali- 
bre 30,  model  1898.  The  rifles  will  probably  be  received  about 
the  end  of  the  college  year. 
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CEMENT   TESTING   APPARATUS. 

A  complete  apparatus  for  the  testing  of  Portland  cement  which 
is  now  in  process  of  construction  in  the  college  shops  will  soon  be 
completed  and  installed  in  the  mechanical  laboratory.  This  appa- 
ratus is  being  built  according  to  the  latest  recommendations  of  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers.

BASKET   BALL. 
Freshmen,  15;  Sophomores,  9. 

The  basket-ball  season  at  New  Hampshire  closed  March  10,  when 
the  most  exciting  game  yet  played  in  the  gymnasium  was  played 
by  the  teams  representing  the  freshmen  and  sophomore  classes. 

This  game  for  some  time  had  been  a  source  of  popular  discus- 
sion. Early  in  the  season  the  showing  made  by  men  in  the  fresh- 
man class  seemed  to  point  conclusively  that  the  1909  men  would 
have  an  easy  victory.     As  the  season  went  on  the  sophomores'  out- 
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look  began  to  be  brighter,  and  when  a  few  days  before  the  game 
came  off,  Coach  Gion  stated  that  he  thought  the  sophomores  would 
win,  every  one  in  college  looked  for  the  hardest-fought  game  seen 
here  for  some  time. 

At  the  outset  of  the  game  the  sophomores  took  a  lead  of  two 
baskets  which  they  maintained  throughout  the  early  part  of  the 
first  half.  The  sophomores  were  playing  their  best  game  while 
with  the  freshmen  there  was  room  for  improvement  and  they  did 
improve,  getting  in  better  work  at  basket  throwing  and  showing 
better  team  work. 

The  freshmen  in  their  work  clearly  demonstrated  what  they  had 
learned  by  a  23-0  defeat  at  football — that  the  winning  team  is  the 
team  whose  men  have  spent  a  season  in  practice  for  the  'varsity. 
The  sophomores  had  forgotten  what  gained  them  the  game  on  the 
gridiron. 

The  first  half  ended  with  the  score  8  to  6  in  favor  of  the  1909 
team. 

In  the  second  half  the  game  continued  in  the  same  spirited  way. 
The  sophomores  failed  to  get  a  basket  while  the  freshmen  threw 
three.  The  sophomores  scored  three  times  on  fouls  and  the  fresh- 
men once,  and  when  time  was  called  the  score  stood  15  to  9  in 
favor  of  what  some  of  the  sophomore  players  afterwards  said,  "  the 
best  team." 

Great  credit  is  due  the  officials  in  this  game,  for  amid  the  din  of 
horns  and  the  shouts  from  the  running  track  they  had  all  they 
could  do  to  run  the  contest;

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AWARDING   THE    BASKET-BALL    LETTERS. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Association  was  called  April 
6,  to  consider  the  matter  of  awarding  the  "  B  N  H  b  "  to  five 
or  to  ten  players  this  season. 

It  has  been  the  usual  custom  to  award  the  letters  to  seven  men 
but  this  year  the  circumstances  were  somewhat  peculiar. 

Five  men,  Hardy  (Capt.),  Fuller,  Johnson,  Cone  and  Barnes 
had  won  their  letters  beyond  any  doubt. 

Five  more,  J.  W.  Tucker,  Kennedy,  Belleville,  Sawyer  and  Ham- 
mond had  played  in  different  games,  and  it  so  happened  that  they 
were  in  games  almost  equal  lengths  of  time,  so  that  if  seven  men 
were  to  be  given  letters  it  was  impossible  to  decide  what  two  of 
the  last-named  five  should  be  the  ones  to  get  the  award. 

In  view  of  this,  Captain  Hardy  and  Manager  Swain  would  rec- 
ommend, not  seven  names,  but  either  five  or  ten. 

They  favored  awarding  ten,  and  the  Association  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  suspended  the  clause  in  the  constitution  relating 
to  the  awarding  of  letters  and  gave  the  "  B  N  H  B  "  to  E.  D- 
Hardy  (Capt.).  C.  T.  Fuller,  A.  M.  Johnson,  C.  F.  Cone,  S.  K. 
Barnes,  J.  W.  Tucker,  W.  E.  Belleville,  R.  B.  Hammond,  R.  S. 
Sawyer  and  D.  C.  Kennedy. 


At  the  31st  annual  convention  of  the  Intercollegiate  Association 
of  Amateur  Athletes  of  America,  held  February  24  at  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Hotel,  New  York,  the  records  of  Arthur  Duffy  were  thrown 
out,  and  it  was  voted  to  amend  the  collegiate  records  so  that  there 
be  no  mention  therein  of  the  name  or  the  performances  of  the 
sprint  king.

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  members  of  the  Monthly

Mr.  Sanderson  has  been  obliged  to  give  up  his 
college  studies  for  sometime.  Although  on  the  board  only  three 
months,  Mr.  Sanderson  showed  himself  to  be  one  of  its  most  en- 
thusiastic and  hardest  working  members,  in  short  he  was  "  a  man 
too  good  to  lose."  All  who  know  him  trust  that  he  may  not  be 
away  from  us  long. 


PASSING   OFF   AS   COLLEGE   STUDENTS. 

At  the  end  of  the  winter  term,  the  men  of  the  ten  weeks'  school, 
commonly  known  as  "cheesers,"  went  to  Dover  and  had  a  group 
picture  taken.  On  this  picture  they  caused  to  be  placed  the  let- 
ters N.  H.,  '06. 

Whether  this  marking  the  picture  thus  was  done  in  the  belief 
that  these  men  were  the  class  of  1906  of  New  Hampshire  College, 
or  whether  they  clearly  knew  that  they  were  not  this,  but  wished 
to  pass  off  as  such,  we  cannot  say ;  but  one  understanding  the 
status  of  these  men  can  have  but  one  of  these  two  beliefs,  and 
those  seeing  this,  picture  and  not  being  acquainted  with  the  cir- 
cumstances, may  possibly  believe  that  these  men  are  our  class  of 
1906. 

This  leads  us  to  say  a  word  as  to  the  rating  of  men  who  come 
here  and  take  work  in  schools  connected  with  the  college. 

There  are  but  one  set  of  students  who  have  any  right  to  con- 
sider themselves  COLLEGE  students  of  New  Hampshire  College. 

Those  are  students  taking  four-year  courses  in  electrical,  me- 
chanical, or  chemical  engineering,  agriculture  or  general  science, — 
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students  who  have  completed  a  four  years'  course,  or  its  equiva- 
lent, in  a  secondary  school  and  who  are  here  taking  college  work. 

With  the  college  there  are  connected  two  schools,  one  a  two- 
year  school,  and  the  other  a  ten  weeks'  school.  For  entrance  to 
the  first  it  is  necessary  to  have  completed  but  a  common  grammar 
school  course.  For  entrance  to  the  second  not  even  this  require- 
ment is  necessary.  The  work  of  these  schools  is  largely  technical, 
it  is  in  no  way  college  work,  and  students  of  these  schools  cannot 
in  any  way  be  considered  as  college  students. 

Do  students  in  these  schools  attempt  to  pass  off  as  college  stu- 
dents ?  This  we  cannot  say.  What  we  can  say  is  that  the  public 
often  take  them  to  be  such,  and  it  frequently  happens  that  people 
in  the  State  make  such  remarks  as  "  New  Hampshire  College  can- 
not be  much  of  a  place  for  so-and-so  is  going  there  and  he  could 
not  even  get  through  the  high  school  here." 

Why  this  misunderstanding  exists — and  it  does  exist  to  a  large 
extent — it  is  difficult  to  say.  That  no  good  comes  to  the  college 
through  such  misunderstanding  is  obvious,  and  as  our  college  stu- 
dents are  proud  of  the  fact  that  they  are  New  Hampshire  College 
students,  our  students  in  these  attached  schools  should  be  proud 
of  the  fact  that  they  are  members  of  these  schools.  They  should 
claim  to  be  that,  desire  to  be  known  as  that,  and  for  the  sake  of 
the  college  to  which  their  schools  are  attached,  they  should  see 
that  they  are  not  taken  for  college  students. 

Had  our  recent  ten  weeks'  students  done  this  they  never  would 
have  had  their  picture  marked  N.  H.,  '06. 


PLAYING  GAMES  IN  DURHAM,  NOT  IN  DOVER. 

In  looking  over  the  baseball  schedule  for  this  spring  we  see  that 
all  the  home-games  are  to  be  played  in  Durham  instead  of  Dover. 
This  is  certainly  a  wise  move. 

In  glancing  over  the  expenses  and  gate  receipts  of  the  past  two 
football  seasons  we  cannot  see  where  there  is  any  advantage  in 
playing  games  in  Dover.  The  largest  amount  ever  taken  at  the 
gate  in  Dover  was  fifty  dollars.  The  expenses  for  the  games  dur- 
ing the  seasons  in  Dover  averaged  tvventy-five  dollars  apiece  (be- 
sides guarantees),  this  amount  including  work  in  laying  out  the 
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field,  advertising,  car  fares,  etc.  If  the  games  were  played  in  Dur- 
ham the  student  body  would  be  able  to  save  money,  not  counting 
the  accommodations  of  the  gymnasium. 

The  cost  to  a  student  going  to  a  game  in  Dover  is  sixty -one 
cents.  Now  for  an  example  let  us  assume  that  two  hundred  stu- 
dents attend  the  game.  Each  student  pays  thirty-six  cents  for  car 
fare,  or  for  two  hundred,  seventy-two  dollars.  Now  add  to  this  the 
admission  to  the  game  which  for  two  hundred  people  is  fifty  dol- 
lars, making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars. 
There  is  seventy-two  dollars  that  would  help  the  athletic  associa- 
tion out,  but  the  railroad  gets  it. 

Sixty  cents  would  be  more  than  one,  perhaps,  would  feel  like 
paying  to  see  our  athletic  games  on  our  own  campus,  yet  he  goes 
to  Dover  and  practically  pays  the  same  amount.  If  the  admission 
were  raised  a  little  more  and  the  games  played  at  home,  the  stu- 
dents would  be  able  to  save  money  and  the  expenses  could  be  cut 
down.

Mr.  Rogers  of  the  Johnson  Seed  Potato  Company  of  Maine  gave 
a  very  interesting  lecture  on  w  Potato  Growing,"  before  the  Horti- 
cultural Club,  at  its  last  meeting,  April  5. 

Mr.  L.  R.  Jones,  professor  of  botany,  University  of  Vermont, 
spent  the  day  recently  with  Professor  Rane,  in  consultation  regard- 
ing some  proposed  forestry  experiments  in  Vermont. 

The  plans  of  the  new  library  building  have  arrived  from  a 
Washington,  D.  C,  architect.  The  exterior  plan  represents  a 
building  which  promises  to  be  one  of  the  best  on  the  campus. 

The  College  Club  room  has  been  connected  to  the  Newmarket 
Light  and  Power  system  for  the  spring  and  summer  months,  since 
it  is  impracticable  for  the  college  plant  to  furnish  lights  during 
this  time. 

The  members  of  the  local  chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  gave  a  very 
pleasant  house  party  at  the  chapter  house,  the  evening  of  April  6- 
Dancing  was  enjoyed  from  eight  to  eleven  o'clock.  Refreshments 
were  served  during  the  evening. 

Professor  Read  has  just  finished  a  design  of  a  Pitot  tube  which 
is  to  be  constructed  in  the  college  shops  and  used  in  the  mechani- 
cal laboratory  for  the  measurement  of  large  flows  of  water  where 
weir  and  floats  are  impracticable. 

Much  trouble  was  caused  by  the  bursting  of  one  main  steam 
pipe  near  Conant  Hall  on  April  3.     The  break  was  fixed  tempo- 
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rarily,  and  by  special  permission  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  a 
temporary  pipe  was  also  laid  under  its  rails.  This  pipe  can  be  used 
in  case  of  necessity. 

The  rifle  range  has  been  repaired  and  moved  so  that  ranges  up 
to  500  yards  can  be  used.  Marksman  courses  which  are  prescribed 
for  the  United  States  Army  will  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible 
and  marksman  badges  will  be  given  to  those  having  the  highest 
scores  in  each  class. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  president  of  the  senior  class  has, 
owing  to  the  religious  belief  of  his  parents,  never  taken  part  in 
the  military  work  of  the  college,  the  senior  class  has  asked  the 
faculty  for  permission  to  go  to  baccalaureate  sermon  without  the 
customary  military  escort. 

Gowen  and  Franklin  of  the  senior  class  took  advantage  of  the 
college  laboratories,  during  the  spring  recess,  for  thesis  work. 
Their  work  consists  of  the  design  and  construction  of  a  Rowland 
frequency  transformer  which,  when  completed,  will  be  a  great  addi- 
tion to  the  electrical  laboratory. 

Some  very  interesting  thesis  work  is  being  carried  on  by  Hardy 
and  Swain  of  the  senior  class,  at  the  college  lighting  plant.  They 
are  making  tests  which  will  determine  the  cost  of  electric  lighting 
at  New  Hampshire  College.  Several  all-night  runs  are  to  be  made. 
The  results  of  their  work  will  be  of  much  value  to  the  college. 

A  meeting  of  the  board  of  control  was  held,  April  6,  to  consider 
the  Adams  bill  which  was  recently  passed  in  Congress.  This  bill 
means  that  for  the  rest  of  the  year  $5,000  extra  will  be  available 
for  experimental  use  at  the  experiment  station  and  an  increase  of 
$2,000  a  year  until  the  present  annual  appropriation  of  $15,000  is 
doubled  to  $30,000. 

Professor  Rane  delivered  a  lecture  on  "  Forestry  for  New  Eng- 
land "  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  State  board  of  agri- 
culture and  the  local  grange  at  Framingham,  Mass.,  on  March  2<>. 
Mr.  D.  E.  Stone,  N.  H.,  '89,  and  A.  H.  Wood,  N.  H.,  '85, 
attended  the  meeting.  These  two  men  are  partners  in  the  milling 
and  grain  business  in  Framingham  and  making  a  marked  success. 
Mr.  Stone  is  master  of  the  local  grange.

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FROM   OTHER   COLLEGES. 

Professor  Emerson  of  Amherst  has  been  appointed  geologist  of 
the  United  States  geological  survey. 

Dartmouth's  football  deficit  this  year  was  $  1,000.  It  is  alleged 
that  this  deficit  is  due  to  lax  and  careless,  although  honest,  man- 
agement. 

Ohio  colleges  have  decided  to  adopt  the  three-year  football 
rule,  and  have  agreed  to  close  the  season  the  Saturday  before 
Thanksgiving. 

The  Athletic  Association  at  Brown,  has  decided  in  favor  of 
summer  baseball.  It  has  also  decided  that  graduate  students  and 
freshmen  are  ineligible  for  athletic  teams. 

Dr.  Kan  Ish  Asakavva,  a  graduate  of  Yale  and  known  as  the 
most  famous  Japanese  student  of  history  who  has  ever  come  to 
this  country,  has  been  given  a  chair  at  that  university. 

The  faculty  at  Tufts  has  voted  to  raise  the  requirements  for  the 
engineering  department,  making  them  the  same  as  those  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Boston  College  course  of  College  of  Letters. 

Dean  Holgate  of  North  Western  University  has  announced  that 
the  University  has  abolished  for  five  years  all  intercollegiate  ath- 
letics. The  debts  of  the  Athletic  Association,  amounting  to 
$12,000,  will  be  assumed  by  the  university. 

Announcement  has  been  made  from  the  office  of  President  Elliot 
of  Harvard  of  arrangements  which  will  virtually  do  away  with  the 
present  Lawrence  Scientific  School  as  one  of  the  departments  of 
the  university  and  will  establish  a  graduate  school  of  applied 
science. 

Columbia  University  is  planning  to  have  a  large  athletic  field 
on  the  North  River  front.  Around  the  field  will  be  covered 
grand  stands  seating  35,000  people.  This  field  will  cost  about 
$1,000,000,  and  is  to  be  the  first  step  toward  free  games  between 
colleges,  as  that  is  a  feature  favored  by  Columbia's  faculty. 

Prof.  Wilhelm  Ostwald  of  the  University  of  Leipsic,  who 
recently  delivered  a  course  of  lectures   on  "  Physical  Chemistry," 
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at  Harvard,  is  reported  in  the  Leipsie  Neueste  Nachrichten,  as  say- 
ing, among  other  things,  with  regard  to  American  student  life : 
u  The  personal  interest  of  the  students  next  to  their  studies,  is 
concentrated  alone  on  sport,  which  draws  their  attention  altogether 
from  intellectual  or  esthetic  pursuits.  Football,  before  all,  is  loved 
uncommonly,  and  it  is  practised  in  such  fashion  that  academic  and 
State  authorities  are  near  to  forbidding  it  altogether.  In  the 
course  of  a  single  semester,  19  students  fell  victims  to  enraged, 
brutal  handling.  At  all  the  American  universities  are  open 
amphitheatres,  in  which  many  thousands  of  spectators  view  the 
periodic  football  battles."  Inability  to  see  the  other  man's  view- 
point is  one  of  the  great  failings  of  the  human  race.  An  Amer- 
ican would  view  with  disgust  the  duel  valued  so  highly  by  the 
German  student.  Fundamentally,  however,  both  stand  for  the 
same  ideal,  the  elevation  of  the  spiritual  at  the  expense  of. the 
physical.

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?>ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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CEMENT  TESTING  IN  THE  COLLEGE  LABORATORIES. 

The  rapid  growth  of  cement  concrete  as  a  material  in  the  con- 
struction of  foundations  and  various  building  purposes  has  rend- 
ered a  knowledge  of  cement  and  the  testing  of  the  same  almost  a 
necessity  to  every  engineer.  With  this  need  of  the  young  engineer 
in  view,  the  mechanical  engineering  department  has  installed  a 
testing  apparatus  capable  of  making  complete  tests  in  accordance 
with  the  standards  recently  adopted  by  the  joint  committees  of 
the  various  engineering  societies.  The  machine  for  the  tension 
tests,  built  in  the  college  shops,  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
testing  laboratories.  The  building  and  installing  of  this  apparatus 
shows  the  close  watch  the  mechanical  engineering  department 
keep  upon  current  engineering  progress  and  the  care  exercised  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  practical  needs  of  the  engineering  student. 

The  method  of  testing  cement,  in  brief,  is  as  follows :  Speci- 
mens of  standard  shape  and  dimensions  are  subjected  to  tensile 
stress  in  the  machine,  by  the  slow  separation  of  jaws  which  grip 
the  specimen,  The  stress  applied  can  be  measured  by  a  scale 
beam.  Thus  the  pull  necessary  to  rupture  the  specimen  is  ascer- 
tained. In  addition  to  tensile  strength,  the  specific  gravity  and 
chemical  composition  are  determined  and  also  the  time  required 
for  initial  set  or  hardening.  The  test  for  set  is  made  by  trying 
the  penetration  by  weighted  rods  at  various  times  to  find  the  time 
when  the  specimen  has  become  sufficiently  hardened  that  the 
needle  or  weighted  rod  does  not  penetrate  the  mass.  The  specific 
gravity  and  chemical  composition  test  reveal  the  presence  of  any 
impurities  and  adultrants. 
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The  value  of  tests  depends  largely  upon  the  care  taken  in 
moulding  the  specimens  from  cement  pastes  or  mortars  mixed 
under  standard  conditions.  The  sand  used,  the  amount  of  water, 
the  method  of  mixing  and  the  storage  of  the  test  pieces  are  of  the 
utmost  importance  as  a  slight  variation  in  any  of  these  factors 
may  influence  the  behavior  of  the  specimen  very  much. 

Another  thing  to  be  considered  is  the  collection  of  samples  for 
inspection.  The  usual  method  is  to  take  a  sample  from  one  in 
every  ten  barrels,  or  the  equivalent  in  sacks,  by  means  of  a 
sampling  iron,  thus  taking  an  average  of  the  contents  of  the 
package.  The  systematic  sampling  and  testing  of  cement  is  care- 
fully carried  out  on  engineering  work  today  and  is  apt  to  be 
encountered  by  the  young  engineer  early  in  practice,  and  the 
training  received  in  college  will  be  veiy  valuable  in  such  cases. 


THE   MOVEMENT   FOR   CIVIC    BETTERMENT. 

As  loyal  Americans,  we  are  proud  of  the  great  and  just  prin- 
ciples for  which  our  country  stands  and  for  adherance  to  which  it 
has  gained  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all  the  world.  We  have 
lately  attained  still  greater  fame  through  the  kindly  offices  of  our 
federal  government  in  securing  a  renewal  of  peaceful  relations 
between  two  great  foreign  powers,  but  there  is  lurking  in  the 
hearts  of  some  of  the  American  people  today  a  certain  dangerous 
spirit  in  regard  to  our  own  public  affairs.  I  refer  to  the  careless- 
ness of  some  respectable  citizens  regarding  matters  of  local  good 
government  and  our  general  welfare.  This  respectable  citizen 
appears,  on  the  whole,  to  be  sufficiently  interested  in  national 
politics,  but  he  is  more  or  less  indifferent  to  the  affairs  of  his  town 
and  of  his  State. 

Whatever  may  be  the  mechanism  of  government,  the  real  power 
behind  it  all  is  public  opinion.  If  public  opinion  is  dormant  the 
government  will  be  inefficient;  if  it  is  active  it  can  show  itself  as 
one  of  the  most  powerful  forces  of  our  American  life.  On  the 
opinion  of  excellent  authorities,  municipal  government  in  many 
of  our  cities  must  be  considered  as  poor  in  comparison  with  the 
excellent  administration   of  some  of  the  great  cities   of  Europe. 
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We,  as  Americans,  regret  that  such  conditions  exist,  but  gladly 
hail  a  new  and  vigorous  effort  being  made  to  check  and  to  correct 
existing  evils. 

With  the  idea  of  working  through  the  influence  of  college 
graduates,  a  movement  has  been  started  this  year  to  establish 
Civic  Betterment  clubs  in  our  colleges  and  universities.  This 
movement  has  met  with  favor  among  college  men,  and  it  has  been 
sealed  with  the  approval  of  President  Roosevelt  and  the  members 
of  his  cabinet.  It  aims  to  secure  its  ends  by  a  policy  of  coopera- 
tion, education,  fair  play,  and  a  better  understanding  between  all 
classes  and  conditions  of  men.  Before  we  can  have  a  model  muni- 
cipal government,  there  must  be  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  on 
the  part  of  the  average  citizen,  a  destruction  of  graft  and  of  the 
"  boss  "  system,  and  less  interference  by  the  State  in  matters  of 
local  government.  As  this  movement  has  a  large  educational 
factor  in  it,  it  should  appeal  in  a  special  way  to  college  men. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  review  some  of  the  work  now  in 
progress  for  civic  betterment.  »  Much  has  been  done  along  differ- 
ent lines  and  the  results  are  very  encouraging.  Take  as  an 
example  the  school  system  of  New  York  City.  The  schools  are 
doing  much  more  than  carrying  on  the  regular  school  work  at  the 
usual  hours.  The  buildings  are  used  throughout  the  year,  for 
night  schools  for  those  who  work  during  the  day,  for  teaching  the 
English  language  to  a  great  foreign  population,  to  show  them 
practical  methods  in  the  mechanical  arts  and  to  provide  free 
lectures  for  the  working  classes.  The  buildings  serve  as  places 
of  recreation  and  as  study  rooms  during  the  summer.  Superin- 
tendent Maxwell  of  the  New  York  schools  has  stated  his  aim  to 
be,  "  To  teach  the  children  their  duties  as  American  citizens  and 
to  show  them  their  proper  rights  as  factors  in  the  government  of 
the  commonwealth."  Work,  like  that  in  New  York,  is  being 
carried  on  in  other  cities,  and  this  teaching  of  the  principles  of 
good  government  will  make  itself  manifest  in  the  results  of  years 
to  come. 

Boston  has  tried  some  interesting  experiments  in  municipal 
government,  and  with  marked  success  along  some  lines.  Under 
our  system  of  party  politics  it  has  been  found  difficult  at  times  to 
secure  the  election,  or  even  the  nomination,  of  the  most  desirable 
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men  to  positions  of  trust  in  the  public  service.  To  obviate  this 
difficulty  Boston  has  tried  the  experiment  of  selecting  men  by 
appointment,  these  men  to  serve  without  pay.  The  work  required 
of  them  is  not  so  great  as  to  interfere  with  their  own  business 
affairs  and  they  have  gladly  rendered  their  services.  This  system 
lias  worked  especially  well  in  the  management  of  the  city 
charities. 

Another  reform  seems  to  be  needed  in  the  matter  of  local  elec- 
tions, and  that  is,  that  they  should  be  more  non-partisan  in 
character.  As  a  means  to  this  end  it  has  been  proposed  by 
ex-Mayor  Quincy  of  Boston  that,  "The  law  should  provide  for 
a  joint  caucus  of  all  parties  .  .  .  forbid  the  use  of  the  names 
of  the  national  political  parties  on  the  official  ticket  or  in  the 
campaign,  and  provide  for  the  arrangement  of  the  names  on  the 
ticket  in  alphabetical  order  and  not  by  parties.".  In  the  light  of 
recent  reforms  in  several  cities,  this  idea  of  non-partisan  elections 
appears  to  be  gaining  ground.  Party  politics  and  party  elections 
have  long  held  sway  and  they  have  their  advantages ;  but  when 
we  come  to  city  and  town  elections  we  are  dealing  with  different 
questions.  In  local  affairs  we  should  limit  ourselves  to  the  ques 
tion,  "  What  man,  irrespective  of  party,  will  best  serve  the  inter- 
ests and  the  needs  of  the  community?"  Men  of  honest  convic- 
tions have  shown  what  they  could  do  in  reforming  affairs  in 
Philadelphia,  Jersey  City,  New  York  and  Pittsburg,  and  it  is  time 
that  other  cities  should  be  added  to  the  list. 

While  college  men  as  undergraduates  may  not  be  intimately 
concerned  in  public  affairs,  yet  they  should  take  an  interest  in 
them  and  be  ready  to  act  intelligently  whenever  the  time  comes 
or  the  occasion  requires.  May  New  Hampshire  men  fall  in  line 
with  the  best  people  of  this  country  in  promoting  a  more  general 
interest  in  public  affairs  and  in  securing  for  themselves  and  for 
others  the  benefits  of  Civic  Betterment.

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OUR   NEW   LIBRARY. 

On  May  2  the  library  building  committee — President  Gibbs, 
Mr.  Tallant  and  Mr.  Brown,  together  with  Major  Randlett  and 
Professor  Pettee — met  to  look  over  the  site  for  the  new  library. 
After  much  consideration,  a  site  was  proposed  in  the  McDaniel 
field,  near  Thompson  Hall  and  nearly  in  line  with  Morrill  Hall. 
From  here  there  is  a  natural  slope  to  the  road,  requiring  little 
grading  for  the  finished  landscape.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  it  is  the 
best  location  upon  the  campus.  The  only  objection  which  can  be 
offered  is  the  cost  of  excavation,  the  land  being  very  ledgy. 

The  finished  plans  for  the  library  have  not  as  yet  been  received. 
The  senior  class  in  agriculture  have,  however,  ploted  the  land 
according  to  sketches  presented  by  the  architects,  Messrs.  Totten 
&  Rogers  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

These  plans  call  for  a  building  76  feet  at  the  front  by  64  feet 
back,  with  a  stack  room  in  the  rear  31  feet  square.  A  colonial 
style  of  architecture,  built  of  brick,  witli  granite  trimmings  and  a 
slate  roof  has  been  decided  upon. 

The  basement  contains  a  stock  room,  lavatories,  duplicate,  pack- 
ing and  janitors  rooms. 

On  the  first  floor  there  are  stack,  reference,  delivery,  catalogue, 
children's  and  reading  rooms,  with  two  offices  for  the  librarian 
and  assistants. 

On  the  second  floor  there  is  a  gallery  over  the  delivery  room* 
and  around  this  are  situated  study,  historical  and  seminary  rooms. 

The  building,  as  suggested,  is  very  similar  to  the  new  Public 
Library  in  Dover.     It  is,  however,  to  be  somewhat  larger. 


DARTMOUTH    AND    NEW    HAMPSHIRE    RESIDUARY 
LEGATEES  OF    MRS.   SMITH. 

Dover,  May  5. — Dartmouth  and  the  New  Hampshire  State 
colleges  are  residuary  legatees  under  the  will  of  Mrs.  Alice  Smith, 
widow  of  Hamilton  Smith,  which  has  been  filed  for  probate  in  the 
probate  court  for  Suffolk  County. 

To  her  daughter,  Edith  Angela  Congreve,  she  gives   §250,000, 
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this  legacy  to  have  precedence  over  all  others.  Mrs.  Congreve  is 
also  given  all  the  real  estate  in  Durham.  A  further  sum  of 
♦$100,000  is  given  her  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  house ; 
also  all  the  furniture,  household  effects,  horses,  carriages,  jewelry, 
plate,  etc. 

To  her  niece,  Alice  Margharita  Carter,  she  gives  '$20,000.  To 
her  sisters,  Mrs.  Anna  H.  Carter  and  Mrs.  Cora  Ogden,  $50,000 
is  left  in  trust,  the  share  of  each  at  their  death  to  go  to  their 
children.  To  her  sister,  Caroline  Louise  Heckling,  115,000  is 
given  outright;  also  $40,000  in  trust,  to  be  used  as  indicated  in  a 
letter  accompanying  the  will.  To  several  nieces,  nephews  and 
cousins  there  are  legacies  ranging  from  $1,000  to  $10,000. 

Phillips  Memorial  Homeopathic  Hospital  of  Bromley,  Kent, 
Eng.,  is  given  $1,000.  Then  there  are  legacies  of  $1,000  each  to 
the  coachman  and  cook,  and  $7,500  to  Matilda  Werniger,  nurse. 

Shirley  Onderdonk  of  New  York,  a  son-in-law,  is  given  $5,000. 
To  the  executors  $20,000  is  given  in  trust  for  the  education  of 
certain  nephews  and  nieces. 

All  the  residue  of  the  estate  Mrs.  Smith  leaves  to  her  daughter, 
Edith  A.  Congreve,  for  her  use  during  life.  At  her  death  $50,000 
is  to  go  to  the  heirs,  and  the  remainder  in  equal  shares  to  the 
trustees  of  Dartmouth  College  at  Hanover  and  to  the  trustees  of 
the  New  Hampshire  State  College  at  Durham. 

Mrs.  Smith's  estate  amounted  to  more  than  $600,000.

THE   BETTER   FARMING   SPECIAL. 

Through  the  influence  of  Herbert  Myrick  of  Springfield,  Mass., 
well  known  as  the  president  of  the  Orange  Judd  Publishing  Co., 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  was  induced  to  run  the  so-called 
"  Better  Farming  Special."  This  train  was  furnished  without 
expense  by  that  great  system,  while  the  fitting  up  of  the  various 
exhibits,  and  the  instruction  given,  was  furnished  by  the  various 
agricultural  departments  of  colleges  of  the  States  through  which 
the  train  passed. 

The  special  was  made  up  of  three  passenger  cars  and  one  com- 
bination car.  In  these  were  displays  showing  every  phase  of  crop 
production,  horticulture,  animal  husbandry,  dairying,  modern  farm- 
ing machinery,  animal  and  plant  foods,  maple  sugar  utensils,  fer- 
tilizers, injurious  insects,  grafting  exhibits,  veterinary  science, 
modern  rural  architecture,  barn  construction,  forestry,  and  so 
forth. 

Stops  of  40  minutes  were  made  at  nearly  every  important  agri- 
cultural town  in  the  State,  15  minutes  being  given  for  the  lectures 
and  the  remainder  to  the  explanation  of  exhibits.  It  was  a  fair 
estimate  when  it  was  said  that  fully  13,000  people  passed  through 
the  train  during  the  week  it  toured  New  Hampshire. 

The  party  accompanying  the  special  in  New  Hampshire  was 
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made  up  of  President  W.  D.  Gibbs  of  New  Hampshire  College ; 
ex-Gov.  N.  J.  Bachelder,  H.  0.  Hadley,  master  of  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Grange;  Prof.  H.  A.  Harwood,  of  the  Massachusetts 
Dairy  Bureau;  Profs.  F.  W.  Taylor,  F.  W.  Morse,  F.  W.  Rane,

UNDERGRADUATE  ATTENDANCE  AT 

MENT  EXERCISES. 


COMMENCE- 


It  is  a  fact  that  a  part  of  our  undergraduate  students  look  upon 
commencement  exercises  as  routine  affairs,  and,  regarding  them  as 
such,  do  not  attend  all  the  exercises,  as  they  should.  At  some  of 
the  exercises  the  attendance  is  compulsory.  These  are  well  at- 
tended. At  other  exercises,  as,  for  example,  the  class-day  exer- 
cises, there  is  no  such  compulsion  to  attend,  and  many  are  not 
present. 

Urgent  work,  lack  of  interest,  and  "  spring  tiredness  "  are  causes 
of  this  non-attendance,  but  we  hope  that  time  will  overcome  such 
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difficulties,  so  that  in  the  future,  when  men  reach  their  senior 
year,  they  will  not  have  to  say,  as  some  few  of  this  present  senior 
class  have  said,  "  I  have  never  yet  attended  class-day  exercises." 


A  MISUNDERSTANDING. 

In  the  April  issue  of  the  Monthly  we  published  an  article  on 
the  rating  of  students  here  who  are  taking  work  other  than  the 
work  laid  down  in  the  four-year  courses  in  mechanical,  electrical 
or  chemical  engineering,  agriculture  or  general  science. 

Concerning  this  article  there  has  been  considerable  misunder- 
standing on  the  part  of  the  students  taking  short  courses,  and,  as 
these  students  look  at  the  matter  in  the  light  of  an  injustice  done 
them,  we  here  publish  the  explanation  which,  we  trust,  may  put  a 
different  light  on  the  case. 

The  point  of  the  article  in  question  was  that  some  of  the  stu- 
dents who  have  taken  short  courses  here  have  tried  to  be  known 
to  people  as  four-year  students,  and  these  people,  also,  knowing 
that  the  students  never  attended  a  high  school  (or,  perhaps,  spent 
only  a  short  time  there),  have  been  led  to  form  an  incorrect  idea 
of  our  four-year  courses,  which,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  college 
is  so  much  misunderstood  about  the  State,  obviously  reflected 
seriously  on  the  high  standards  of  scholarship  maintained  in 
college  work. 

In  our  desire  to  make  perfectly  clear  the  work  that  students  here 
are  doing,  we  make  two  classifications  which  we  designate  as  "  col- 
lege students  "  and  as  "  students  in  schools  attached  to  the  col- 
lege." By  the  former  we  meant  four-year  students,  and  the 
latter  those  students  who  are  not  taking  four-year  courses.  This 
is  a  distinction  which  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion makes  in  the  rating  of  students  in  each  of  the  49  agricultural 
and  mechanical  colleges  in  the  United  States,  and  as  a  means  of 
making  clear  the  ivork  of  various  students,  there  should  certainly 
be  no  grievance  felt  at  such  a  classification. 

At  the  present  time,  by  the  catalogue,  and  by  student,  faculty 
and  trustee  action,  the  short-course  students  are  rated  as  students 
of  New  Hampshire  College ;  this  everyone  admits,  but,  by  the 
meaning  that,  in  our  article,  we  put  on  the  word  college  student 
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(one  having  completed  a  four-year  course  in  a  secondary  school 
and  who  is  here  studying  for  a  bachelor's  degree),  they  might, 
properly,  come  under  a  different  heading. 

In  our  editorial  we  tried  to  show  that  mistakes  concerning  the 
college  are  doing  it  its  greatest  injury.  The  mistake  in  the  inter- 
pretation of  our  article  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  manner  in 
which  such  misunderstandings  may  work. 


TRAINING  TABLE. 

The  matter  of  running  a  training  table  for  the  football  team 
next  fall  naturally  comes  before  the  manager  at  this  time.  There 
is  much  to  be  said  on  both  sides  of  the  question. 

In  favor  of  the  training  table,  we  can  say  that  it  should  develop 
a  spirit  of  wholesome  endeavor  among  the  men  who  are  connected 
with  it.  It  is  not  a  question  of  the  food  received,  but  of  develop- 
ing the  spirit  of  training  which  will  keep  the  men  from  indulging 
in  anything  detrimental  to  their  best  physical  development. 

Is  this  enough  to  offset  the  disadvantages  which  we  experience 
here  at  New  Hampshire  in  attempting  to  run  a  training  table  ? 

Some  of  the  disadvantages  are:  that  it  is  apt  to  be  an  addi- 
tional burden  of  expense  ;  there  is  no  convenient  place,  at  present, 
in  which  to  run  a  training  table  ;  the  food  received  is  not  materi- 
ally different  from  that  received  at  the  fraternity  and  boarding 
houses,  at  which  the  boys  live.  At  these  houses,  I  believe  it  is 
generally  admitted,  there  exists  a  more  congenial  atmosphere  for 
each  man,  which  has  a  more  or  less  beneficial  effect  upon  a  man's 
digestive  capacity,  so  to  speak. 

Asa  player  who  has  tried  and  observed  both  systems,  I  would 
like  to  answer  my  own  question  regarding  the  advisability  of  run- 
ning a  training  table :  The  training  table  is  a  failure.

"  That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
"be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

ALUMNI   MEETING. 

The  annual  alumni  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3  p.  m. 
June  6,  by  Pres.  E.  H.  Hancock  in  the  chair  and  W.  E.  Hunt  as 
secretary  pro  tern.     The  alumni  met  in  the  college  clubroom. 

The  committee  on  constitution  and  by-laws  reported  through 
its  chairman,  E.  H.  Forristall.  The  report  was  accepted  as  read. 
The  part  of  the  new  constitution  concerning  the  election  of 
officers  was  suspended  so  that  the  present  officers  hold  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  in  June,  1907.  The  treasurer's  report  was 
read,  accepted  and  placed  on  file.

But,  in  a  sense,  if  we  have  suc- 
cessfully completed  our  college  course  we  have  all  become  engineers,  for  from 
now  on  we  are  engineers  of  our  own  destiny.  The  thought  is  an  old  one,  but 
it  has  lost  none  of  its  fascination. 
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Tomorrow  is  commencement  day,  and  we  are  about  to  commence  upon  our 
new  careers.  With  this  thought  before  us  the  occasion  is  despoiled  of  its 
solemnity,  and  we  are  simply  celebrating  the  entering  in  upon  a  new  life. 

The  class  of  1906  fully  appreciates  your  presence  here  today  to  enjoy  with  us 
the  pleasures  of  this,  our  commencement  week. 


CLASS  HISTORY. 
By  Wallace  F.  Purrington. 

"  Venimus,  Vidimus,  Vicimus.'''1 

This  adaptation  from  Caesar's  "Commentaries"  covers  the  college  course  of 
the  class  whose  history  I  have  the  honor  to  portray  to  you  this  afternoon. 

In  the  first  place  We  Came. 

On  a  bright  day  in  September,  1902,  36  young  men  and  one  young  lady  came 
to  Durham  town  in  the  quest  of  knowledge,  their  heads  encircled  by  a  halo  of 
green. 

Vidimus.     Here  begins  our  college  career. 

The  sturdy  group  of  exuberant  youth  was  confronted  at  the  outset  with  a 
serious  barrier  to  their  physical  happiness.  They  were  athletic.  They  had 
been  accustomed  to  three  square  meals  a  day;  consequently  they  were  not 
able  to  brook  the  one-slice-of-toast  and  one-cup-of- coffee  bill  of  fare  allotted  to 
them.  Accordingly  they  started  various  eating  clubs.  Prominent  amony; 
these  was  that  distinct  organization  whose  fame  or  notoriety — whichever  yon 
will—  made  such  an  impression  on  the  college  life  of  that  day. 

The  "Old  Ladies'  Home"  was  composed  of  11  freshmen.  This  meant,  as 
one  may  surmise,  a  stronghold  for  rough-house,  riots,  plots  and  counter-plots. 
These  rooms  were  the  rendezvous  for  all  class  and  college  schemes. 

Here  originated  the  habit  of  painting  Silas  Jenkins'  door.  With  our  hearts 
in  our  mouths,  how  well  we  remember  "Prexy"  Murkland  calling  us  before 
him,  and  pointing  out  to  us  that  for  this  deed  we  had  become  morally  de- 
praved. In  order  to  cleanse  ourselves,  he  advised  us  to  remove  our  colors 
from  this  door.  I  don't  think  this  worried  us  half  as  much  as  it  did  him,  but 
we  removed  it.     Possibly  it  was  the  best  for  our  health. 

In  our  mad  career,  however,  we  made  one  serious  mistake.  Our  illustrator 
was  an  expert  with  the  brush,  and  the  faculty  detective  force  soon  had  us 
cornered,  for  only  a  Fuller  could  letter  so  well. 

The  most  prominent  of  our  scenic  decorators  was  "Windy"  Johnson. 
"  Windy  "  has  been  made  famous  in  song  and  story,  for  he  was  reckless.  He 
painted  in  broad  daylight,  and  the  camera  gave  to  the  faculty  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  his  guilt. 

Before  I  consign  the  "Old  Ladies'  Home"  to  tradition,  let  me  give  a  little 
anecdote  for  the  benefit  of  one  person  in  particular,  Professor  Pettee. 

Professor  Pettee,  possibly  much  to  his  regret,  was  our  landlord.  At  various 
times  for  excitement,  we  put  loaded  cartridges  into  the  stove,  and  explosions 
naturally  followed.  This  did  not  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  stove.  So, 
after  awhile,  it  began  to  bulge  in  an  upward  direction.  With  tears  and  lamen- 
tations our  cook  went  to  Professor  Pettee,  and  asked  him  to  give  us  a  new  top 
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to  the  stove,  explaining  that  the  kettle  being  full  of  water  caused  it  to  warp. 
After  considerable  deliberation  on  the  "  strength  of  materials,"  the  dean, 
probably  inoculated  that  year  for  the  first  time  with  the  stove-pipe  idea,  gave 
us  a  new  top  for  the  stove.  What  struck  us  as  peculiar  was  the  fact  that  our 
landlord  did  not  notice  which  way  the  stove  was  bent. 

It  was  shortly  after  this  that  several  of  our  classmates  were  beguiled  by 
sophomores  to  Lee,  one  of  our  flourishing  suburbs.  After  getting  wind  of  this 
abduction,  the  freshmen  got  together  with  blood  in  their  eyes.  To  find  out 
whether  or  not  our  muscles  were  in  fighting  trim,  it  was  necessary  to  turn  over 
the  old  woodshed  which  was  near  the  little  schoolhouse  on  the  pike.  We  then 
decided  that  we  were  ready  to  meet  the  enemy.  As  Commodore  Perry  said, 
"We  have  met  the  enemy  and  they  are  ours,"  but  instead  of  battleships  we 
captured  several  '05  men,  including  Savage,  the  president,  our  most  valuable 
prize.  After  giving  our  victims  a  triumphal  march  to  the  reservoir,  we  urged 
them,  by  gentle  persuasion,  to  take  a  bath,  thinking  all  the  while  that  it  might 
be  their  first. 

Perhaps  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  explain  why  the  '06  freshmen  were  so 
strenuous  during  their  first  year. 

On  account  of  faculty  decree  the  annual  cane  rush  did  not  come  off.  The 
sophomores  and  freshmen  decided  that  three  events  should  take  its  place,  an 
athletic  meet,  a  football  game  and  a  debate;  '05  won  two  out  of  three  of  these 
events,  having  the  right  thereby  to  carry  canes  in  their  junior  year.  The  foot- 
ball game  was  never  played,  owing  to  the  fact,  as  the  '05  historian  said  last 
commencement,  "  to  peculiar  conditions  existing  in  college." 

Being  a  sturdy  class,  as  I  have  already  mentioned,  we  always  looked  out  for 
the  cravings  of  the  inner  man,  and,  as  freshmen,  we  decided  to  hold  a  banquet 
in  Dover.  By  this  means  a  precedent  was  established  which  has  been  kept  up 
since. 

"  Only  Just  One  Girl  "  can  be  seen  in  our  class  picture  which  we  had  taken 
about  this  time.  We  take  great  satisfaction  when  speaking  about  this  picture* 
for  in  it  can  be  seen  every  one  that  came  to  college  on  that  pleasant  September 
day. 

In  the  spring  of  our  freshman  year  a. great  game  of  baseball  was  played  on 
the  campus  in  which  nearly  every  man  in  both  classes  took  part.  It  is  almost 
a  crime  to  tell  the  score,  but,  as  I  must  have  my  sad  as  well  as  pleasant  duties 
in  giving  you  this  discourse,  I  will  only  mention  the  fact  that  when  the  nine 
innings  had  been  played,  the  result  stood:  '06,  55;  '05,  12. 

When  the  next  year  rolled  in,  the  cane  rush  came  off  without  any  interfer- 
ence. After  the  fight  was  over,  and  the  various  arms  and  legs  had  been 
removed  from  the  pile,  the  number  of  hands  stood:  '06,  15;  '07,  12. 

In  due  course  of  time  the  class  of  1907  decided  to  have  their  pictures  taken. 
This  meant  another  pugilistic  encounter.  The  two  classes  met  in  Dover,  and 
near  the  railroad  station  of  that  city  a  mighty  battle  came  to  pass.  By 
strategy,  four  freshmen  were  induced  to  accompany  a  detachment  of  sophs,  to 
Durham,  via  the  railroad  ties.  This  meant  an  incomplete  class  picture,  which 
in  common  parlance  is  considered  a  defeat. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  during  our  four  years  here.  It  has  taken 
three  presidents  to  get  us  to  the  position  in  which  you  see  us  this  afternoon. 
For  nearly  a  year  we  were  under  the  guiding  eye  of  Doctor  Murkland,  and  oft- 
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times  we  were  victims  of  his  satirical  remarks.  When  a  freshman  comes  to 
college,  the  first  appearance  of  things  takes  a  strong  hold  upon  him.  In 
Doctor  Murkland  we  were  greatly  impressed,  for  he  was  the  man  we  first  saw, 
and  his  influence  has  had  a  great  hold  upon  us. 

Then  Dean  Pettee  took  the  position  temporarily,  but  gasoline  was  just  com- 
ing into  use  as  an  adulterant  of  drinking  water.  Consequently  the  dean  could 
not  bother  with  looking  after  us,  as  his  time  was  occupied  elsewhere. 

College  athletics  were  always  patronized  and  helped  by  '06.  We  had  four 
men  on  the  football  team  for  the  four  years.  The  basket-ball  squad  has  nearly 
always  been  composed  of  this  class,  we  having  put  from  four  to  five  men  on 
the  'Varsity  each  year.  In  our  freshman  year  New  Hampshire  had  a  'Varsity 
baseball  team,  composed  almost  entirely  of  '00  men.  Although  not  being  pri- 
marily influenced  by  us,  still  we  furnished  the  material  for  the  first  basket- 
ball team. 

The  class  of  1906  cannot  be  called  models  for  "  plugging,"  for  a  good  many 
times  they  had  rather  get  mixed  up  in  a  rough-house  than  turn  gray-haired 
worrying  over  examinations.  "Don't  let  your  studies  interfere  with  your 
regular  college  course"  seemed  to  be  the  idea  until  the  fellows  realized  what 
they  were  here  for.  But  "  'wild  oats  '  must  be  sowed  at  some  time,"  as  Mac- 
donald  told  his  nephew  in  Bey  Bibliotheca,  and  we  started  in  to  have  a  first- 
rate  crop.  But,  as  it  always  happens,  time  changed  our  views,  and  we  are  now 
ready  to  battle  with  life,  having  seen  some  of  its  lights  as  well  as  its  shades. 

To  keep  up  the  honor  of  our  class  we  had  many  strong  and  influential  men, 
both  in  athletics  and  things  military. 

Representing  the  athletic  side  in  football  are:  Hardy,  made  captain  in  his 
senior  year,  Campbell,  Fuller,  Jenness,  Franklin  and  Johnson. 

Basket-ball  representatives  are:  Hardy,  Fuller,  Johnson  and  Barnes,  Hardy 
being  captain  for  two  years  and  Fuller  one  year.  Fuller  is  the  remaining 
representative  of  the  baseball  team. 

Military  honors  are  held  by  Campbell,  Converse,  Franklin  and  Roberts. 

The  military  was  always  a  department  of  this  institution  of  deep  concern  to 
the  occupants  of  the  chairs  behind  me.  We  had  Captain  Caldwell  to  direct  us 
in  the  manners  and  modes  of  West  Point.  The  whole  thing  about  it  was  that 
we  could  n't  see  things  at  all  as  he  did,  and  if  there  was  a  possible  chance  for 
horse  play  you  need  not  be  afraid  to  surmise  that  these  men  were  at  the  bot- 
tom of  it.  Finally,  some  of  the  leaders  were  detailed  by  the  captain  to  do 
signal  corps  work.  Several  of  our  politicians  are  considered  as  grafters,  but 
no  greater  graft  ever  existed  than  the  signal  corps.  After  becoming  proficient 
in  this  work,  it  was  feared  by  President  Gibbs  that  we  would  take  up  drilling 
again,  and,  rather  than  have  the  discipline  broken  up  by  our  presence,  he 
detailed  us  to  choir  duty,  another  graft  that  has  its  equal  yet  to  be  found  in 
the  annals  of  history,  either  ancient,  medieval  or  modern.  At  the  beginning 
of  this  year,  when  it  became  necessary  for  officers  to  be  taken  from  the  senior 
class,  the  powers-that-be  had  a  difficult  job.  When  an  '06  man  carries  a  sword, 
well — he  wants  to  be  an  officer,  that's  all. 

Fraternities  have  had  a  great  influence  on  this  class,  for  nearly  all  of  our 
men  belong  to  one  or  another  of  the  Frats.  here.  It  was  due,  partially,  to  '06 
that  the  Delta  Xi  Society  is  now  in  so  flourishing  a  condition.  When  college 
opened  in  September,  1903,  President  Gibbs  took  the  helm  and  has  piloted  us 
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well  in  the  straight  but  narrow  path.     Under  his  guidance  we  have  sailed 
with  a  fair  wind,  with  all  sheets  taut. 

Vicimus.  We  have  conquered.  At  last  we  reach  the  point  where  we  await 
our  sheepskins.  We  have  come  and  we  have  seen  and  been  duly  impressed 
with  the  thoughts  of  specialists,  and,  as  we  leave  these  halls  of  our  alma 
mater  when  the  last  strains  of  music  come  after  the  promenade,  we  can  scatter 
to  the  different  parts  of  the  world  with  a  feeling  that,  thus  far,  we  have 
conquered. 


CHOOSING. 

Address  to  Undergraduates,  by  E.  L.  Converse. 

Our  chief  business  this  week  is  to  have  a  good  time,  and  rightly  so,  since  we 
have  successfully  completed  four  years  of  hard  work. 

However,  to  show  our  friends  that  life  is  not  one  long  lark  for  us,  and  that 
we  are  not  afraid  to  tackle  the  hard  problems  of  real  life,  we  have  determined 
to  have  one  paper  today  on  some  solid,  serious  subject.  Our  class  president 
has  given  you  all  a  cordial  welcome.  Mr.  Purrington  has  told  you  what  the 
mighty  class  of  1906  has  done  during  its  illustrious  career.  Since  you  have 
heard  it  I  feel  sure  that  you  do  not  wonder  that  we  wanted  to  tell  you  about  it. 
Mr.  Clark  will  read  you  our  will,  in  which  we  bequeath  our  possessions  to  those 
who  will  try  to  take  our  place  here  at  New  Hampshire.  Then  President  Gibbs 
will  give  us  a  few  words  of  advice  and  encouragement,  and,  if  we  have  not 
tried  him  too  much,  perhaps  of  praise. 

All  this  has  necessitated  planning;  in  other  words,  choosing.  And,  when  we 
think  of  it,  how  much  of  our  life  is  filled  with  choosing!  If  I  said  that  in 
class-room  Professor  Groves  would  look  up  quickly  and  say:  "So  you  believe 
in  the  freedom  of  the  will,  do  you?"  I  would  have  to  answer,  "yes."  Then 
he  would  say:  "You  think  a  person  can  choose  whatever  way  he  will?"  If  I 
said  "yes,"  he  would  point  to  the  window  in  the  second  story,  and  say: 
"Choose  to  jump  out."  But  today  the  students  have  the  say  and  the  Profes- 
sors keep  quiet;  so  we  will  show  the  freedom  of  the  will  by  believing  what  we 
want  to. 

Let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  the  development  of  this  inherent  faculty  of 
choosing,  as  it  advances  from  childhood  to  maturity.  At  first  the  infant  does 
just  what  it  feels  like,  and  there  is  no  conscious  choice.  But  soon  it  begins  to 
hesitate  before  acting,  and  to  give  other  evidences  of  choosing.  The  actions 
are  hard  to  predict  for  the  child  considers  very  few  reasons  either  way,  and 
does  not  know  the  relative  value  of  different  reasons.  The  minute  two  differ- 
ent courses  of  action  occurs  to  him  he  must  choose  between  them.  As  the 
child  matures  he  comes  to  have  a  broader  outlook.  Reasons  that  he  could  not 
have  understood  before  now  come  within  his  mental  grasp,  and  also  come  to 
have  power  with  him  which  they  would  not  have  had  before  even  if  he  could 
have  understood  them. 

The  small  child  must  have  immediate  results  to  appeal  to  him;  the  older  one 
may  work  for  something  a  year  ahead;  the  youth  may  work  for  something  the 
whole  of  which  he  may  not  get  until  the  very  last  day  of  his  life;  while  some 
of  the  very  wisest  consider  values  that  reach  into  eternity. 
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To  illustrate:  The  mother  promises  the  small  child  an  extra  piece  of  pie  if 
it  will  take  a  letter  to  the  postoffice;  a  little  later  the  boy  is  to  be  allowed  a 
week  on  the  farm  with  grandpa  if  he  does  well  enough  through  the  year  to  get 
his  promotion;  the  youth  will-  put  in  weeks  and  years  of  hard  work  or  study 
to  learn  a  trade  or  profession  so  that  he  can  get  a  good  living;  the  far-seeing 
man  will  build  strong  character  and  get  a  deep,  broad  education  in  order  to 
have  more  and  fuller  life. 

Thus  we  see  that  life  is  full  of  choices.  Every  clay  hundreds  of  them  come. 
But  they  are  not  all  of  equal  value.  The  decision  to  have  roast  beef  for  dinner 
rather  than  lamb  is  of  far  less  importance  than  the  decision  to  sell  a  certain 
business  rather  than  keep  it.  This  decision  to  sell  the  business  rather  than 
keep  it  is  less  important  than  the  decision  to  do  business  honestly  rather  than 
dishonestly.     Thus  we  find  all  degrees  in  value  of  decisions. 

Great  thinkers  have  always  been  looking  for  something  fundamental,  some- 
thing on  which  to  base  everything  else.  This  was  shown  in  the  early  times  by 
the  efforts  to  refer  all  matter  back  to  one  substance,  perhaps  to  water  or  to  air. 
Later,  this  same  tendency  was  shown  in  tracing  cause  and  effect.  Some  effect 
was  noted;  it  was  traced  back  as  far  as  man  could  follow  it,  then  what  caused 
that  last  cause?  The  answer  was,  God.  Then  some  had  the  temerity  to  say: 
"  Who  made  God?"  It  is  this  effort,  you  see,  to  get  something  fundamental  on 
which  to  build  everything  else  which  is  common  to  humanity,  especially  the 
thoughtful  portion  of  it. 

That  is  our  effort  today;  to  get  some  fundamental  choice  which  will  help  in 
all  other  choices. 

I  suppose  we  ordinarily  think  of  firms  and  partnerships  as  comparatively 
rare.  That  is  we  would  say  roughly  that  a  good  deal  less  than  half  of  the  peo- 
ple, as  a  whole,  are  ever  blessed  in  that  way.  But  when  we  think  it  over  care- 
fully we  are  pleased  to  find  that  nearly  everyoue  at  sometime  or  other  is  thus 
blessed.  It  may  be  it  was  a  partnership  when  the  boy  was  quite  small.  A 
partnership  with  another  small  boy  to  sell  papers,  or  collect  brown  tailed 
moths.  Or  perhaps  it  was  an  agreement  with  one  or  more  others  later  on  in 
life  for  what  then  seemed  a  more  serious  business.  Whenever  it  came  it  is 
certain  that  it  has  come  at  some  time.  If  this  small  boy  selects  as  his  partner 
a  boy  who  is  lazy,  or  who  cheats  so  that  either  the  earnings  are  small,  or  he 
does  not  get  his  share  of  them,  he  feels  it  very  keenly.  Keen  as  his  feelings 
are,  however,  they  will  not  likely  last  very  long.  He  will  simply  be  more  care- 
ful next  time  who  he  gets  to  help  him. 

The  man  when  he  chooses  his  partners  is  generally  thinking  of  entering  some 
undertaking  which  he  cannot  drop  immediately.  So  if  he  becomes  dissatisfied 
with  his  partners  he  must  endure  them  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time.  Thus  it 
appears  that  as  the  probable  length  of  the  partnership  increases,  with  it  in- 
creases the  importance  of  the  choice  of  partners.  Especially  is  this  true  of 
partnerships  intended  to  last  for  life  or  less. 

But  is  this  the  most  important  choice  of  all?  Xo;  for  we  have  known  men 
whose  choice  of  partners  was  most  unfortunate,  but  who  themselves  were  most 
happy,  most  influential,  or  most  helpful. 

A  choice  of  great  importance  to  everyone  of  us  is  what  we  are  going  to  do 
with  our  life.  If  we  had  as  Nathan  Hale  wished  for,  more  than  one  life  to  live, 
it  might  not  make  so  much  difference.     But  one  life  only  we  have  and  in  it  we 
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shall  find  time  to  fit  for  and  exercise  ourselves  in  very  few  different  occupa- 
tions. So  it  is  important  to  choose  the  right  one  first.  We  look  over  the  dif- 
ferent occupations  and  in  them  all  we  find  successful  and  unsuccessful  men. 
It  is  not  the  occupation  we  choose  then  that  will  make  us  successful  or  other- 
wise. It  is  ourselves  and  our  relations  to  that  occupation  that  settles  that 
question.     So  we  have  not  struck  rock  bottom  yet. 

People  tell  us  of  the  value  of  ancestors,  so  if  we  could  choose  our  ancestors 
that  might  be  the  most  important  choice  we  could  make.  But  since  we  cannot 
make  that  choice,  let  us  hunt  farther  for  our  most  important  choice. 

Without  further  delay  T  will  tell  you  what  I  believe  that  great  fundamental 
choice  is.  I  believe  it  is  the  acceptance  of  the  community  feeling.  The  adop- 
tion of  that  old  motto,  "  Not  for  ourselves  but  for  others."  The  determination 
to  make  one's  life  tell  for  the  best  good  of  humanity  as  a  whole. 

This  will  help  in  the  decision  of  many  of  the  most  important  subsequent 
questions.  It  may  help  in  deciding  one's  business,  and  will  be  very  sure  to 
help  in  deciding  how  it  shall  be  carried  on.  It  will  be  very  likely  also  to  have 
an  important  influence  in  the  selection  of  partners  and  associates. 

The  man  without  that  recognition  of  the  rights  and  demands  of  humanity  as 
a  whole  is  almost  sure  to  be  unreasonable.  He  has  nothing  to  which  one  can 
appeal  to  get  him  on  to  a  new  line  of  thought.  Anything  that  does  not  hit  him 
immediately  has  no  power  over  him. 

Who  is  more  pitiable  than  the  man  who  has  no  object  in  life?  The  man  who 
lives  simply  because  his  time  to  die  has  not  come  yet?  He  drifts  about,  working 
enough  to  get  something  to  eat,  if  he  is  a  poor  man,  and  killing  time  if  he  has 
plenty  of  money.  One  never  can  tell  what  he  will  do  next  for  he  follows  what- 
ever whim  happens  to  have  possession  of  him  at  the  moment.  Every  choice 
he  makes  is  independent  of  every  other  for  he  has  nothing  definite  and  decided 
to  help  him.  Even  his  best  friends  cannot  please  him,  for  what  he  likes  one 
time  may  irritate  him  the  next. 

The  man  with  a  purpose  is  more  steady.  His  purpose  is  a  rudder  that  steers 
him.  He  may  gradually  change  his  course  as  he  sees  farther  away  in  all  direc- 
tions and  understands  himself  better,  but  he  goes  somewhere.  He  isn't  drift- 
ing back  and  forth  forever,  never  getting  any  distance  in  any  direction. 

The  man  who  has  a  purpose  may  have  either  one  of  two.  It  may  be  self- 
aggrandizement,  or  it  may  be  this  feeling  of  which  we  have  spoken  before, 
— this  purpose  to  make  the  lot  of  mankind  better.  The  former  of  these  two 
classes  it  is  useless  to  discuss,  for  a  person  of  that  class  is  detestable  to  every- 
one but  himself.  That  leaves  us  the  choice  of  being  the  drifting  straw  which 
amounts  to  nothing  to  itself  or  anyone  else,  or  to  have  the  unselfish  feeling 
toward  our  fellows. 

Perhaps  someone  might  suggest  the  father  of  a  family  who  was  trying  to 
bring  up  his  children  in  good  shape  as  another  alternative.  He  might  say  that 
that  father  was  not  living  for  himself,  neither  was  he  living  for  humanity.  We 
will  simply  ask  that  person  why  the  father  wants  his  children  to  do  well?  If  it 
is  simply  that  they  may  treat  him  well  in  return  and  care  for  him  after  they 
are  grown  up,  then  he  belongs  to  that  first  class  of  selfish  people.  But  if  he 
wants  them  to  do  well  that  they  may  make  something  of  themselves  and  fill  a 
useful  place  in  the  battle  of  life,  then  he  is  of  that  public-spirited  party  to 
whom  we  owe  everything  we  have  which  is  worth  having. 
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Everything  else  in  the  same  way  can  be  referred  back  to  one  or  the  other  of 
these  great  motives. 

The  man  who  has  decided  that  his  life  shall  make  for  the  general  good  and 
is  carrying  out  that  decision,  is  the  happiest  of  men.  There  is  nothing  which 
so  makes  for  lasting  happiness  as  the  contentment  in  the  feeling  that  one  is 
doing  all  he  can  to  make  things  better. 

Everyone  who  has  ever  done  anything  toward  making  our  civilization  what 
it  is  belongs  to  the  class  of  which  we  are  thinking.  That  we  live  in  comforta- 
ble houses  instead  of  holes  in  the  ground,  that  we  feel  a  good  measure  of  secu- 
rity„thatwe  enjoy  a  good  form  of  government  and  comparative  liberty, — for  all 
these  kind  of  things  we  have  to  thank  those  who  had  some  thought  for  others 
as  well  as  for  themselves. 

Likewise  the  ordinary  man  who  is  doing  the  ordinary  kinds  of  work,  may  be 
making  a  higher  form  of  civilization  possible.  If  he  is  doing  his  work  well, 
and  is  ready  to  do  the  other  fellow  a  favor  when  he  needs  it,  he  is  filling  his 
place  in  the  army  of  right. 

This  decision  to  work  for  the  common  good  helps  in  deciding  all  other  ques- 
tions. It  is  not  merely  the  minister  that  needs  to  work  along  this  line.  The 
lawyer  with  this  motive  will  not  fleece  every  possible  client.  He  will  make 
peace  when  possible,  and  will  be  satisfied  with  a  reasonable  fee.  The  doctor 
will  care  more  to  make  a  cure  than  to  make  a  big  haul.  The  teacher  will  con- 
sider the  development  of  character  in  the  pupil  first  and  salary  second.  The 
mechanic,  the  merchant,  the  farmer,  and  all  classes  will  give  some  thought  to 
good  government,  clean  morals,  and  all  those  things  which  make  for  the  good 
of  humanity. 

The  true  statesman  is  especially  strong  at  this  point.  It  is  just  here  that  we 
find  the  difference  between  the  statesman  and  the  politician.  The  politician  is 
pulling  the  governmental  wires  to  get  something  for  himself.  The  statesman 
is  working  to  give  his  people  something,  or  to  help  them  to  get  something  for 
themselves. 

This  difference  of  purpose  is  the  fundamental  difference  between  the  solid, 
substantial  man  and  the  flippant  useless  fellow.  The  latter  is  irritated  by  an 
appeal  to  anything  but  his  personal  comfort,  while  the  attention  of  the  former 
is  fixed  immediately  at  the  mention  of  anything  for  the  general  good. 

So  that  our  proposition  is  that  the  fundamental  choice  of  life  is  the  decision 
to  link  our  lives  with  the  onward  march  of  civilization.  This  is  so  first,  be- 
cause the  man  without  some  deeply  fixed  purpose  is  of  little  account,  a  drifter; 
second,  a  man  will  live  either  for  himself  or  for  others,  and  the  man  who  lives 
just  for  himself  is  not  worth  considering;  third,  all  the  great  men  of  the  past 
who  have  made  civilization  what  it  is  today  are  of  the  class  who  are  thinking 
of  others;  fourth,  the  best  and  most  valuable  men  of  today  are  of  the  same 
class;  and  fifth,  because  those  who  can  honestly  feel  that  they  have  made 
things  a  little  better  are  the  happiest  and  most  contented  people  in  the  world.

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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COLLEGE  OPENS. 

College  opened  this  year  Thursday,  September  6,  with  an  enter- 
ing class  which,  although  not  as  large  as  was  anticipated,  numbers 
75  men,  most  of  whom  are  taking  the  engineering  courses.  Dur- 
ing the  first  week  the  time  was  chiefly  taken  up  in  registering 
new  students,  buying  books  and  assigning  various  studies.  Since 
then,  with  the  exception  of  the  change  in  the  schedule,  the  regular 
college  routine  has  been  unbroken. 

During  the  summer  a  number  of  changes  and  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  buildings  and  in  their  surroundings.  One 
change  which  was  made  necessary  by  lack  of  space  was  the  com- 
bining of  the  mechanical  laboratory  with  the  machine  shop. 
Another  improvement  is  the  addition  to  the  electrical  laboratory 
of  the  apparatus  built  by  the  '06  candidates  for  theses. 

The  work  on  the  new  library  given  to  the  college  by  Andrew 
Carnegie  and  Mrs.  Hamilton  Smith  and  the  Durham  Library  Asso- 
ciation is  progressing  very  rapidly.  At  present  the  first  story 
has  been  bricked  up  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  walls  will  be  com- 
pleted before  cold  weather. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  number  of  changes  which  have  taken  place 
are  those  which  have  occurred  in  the  faculty.  John  M.  Brown, 
who  has  been  instructor  in  the  machine  shop  for  20  years,  has 
resigned  because  of  poor  health,  and  his  son,  Frank  R.  Brown,  '02, 
takes  his  place.  S.  T.  Adams,  '05,  has  become  instructor  in  phys- 
ics and  electrical  engineering.     Charles  Brooks,  who  was  last  year 
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instructor  in  botany,  is  now  associate  professor  and  assistant  ento- 
mologist at  the  experiment  station.  Charles  James  of  the  London 
Chemical  Institute  is  instructor  in  chemistry.  T.  J.  Hadley  of  the 
University  of  Indiana,  '03  and  '05,  and  Ph.  D.,  Cornell,  '06,  is 
assistant  entomologist  and  assistant  entomologist  at  the  experi- 
ment station.  In  the  English  department,  C.  H.  Harrison,  Dart- 
mouth, '03,  has  taken  the  place  of  Prof.  E.  R.  Groves,  who  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  at  Dartmouth.  Prof.  F.  W.  Putnam,  B.  S., 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  '99,  of  Connecticut  Mechanical 
and  Agricultural  College,  is  now  at  the  head  of  the  drawing  de- 
partment, filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Profes- 
sor Elson.  J.  D.  Clark,  '06,  is  student  assistant  in  chemistry.  To 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  H.  H.  Hall,  J.  K. 
Shaw  of  the  University  of  Missouri  has  been  chosen.  G.  S. 
Ham  of  Bennington  is  the  new  superintendent  of  the  college  farm. 
Prof.  F.  W.  Kane,  who  has  been  with  the  college  as  Professor 
of  Horticulture  and  Forestry  since  the  college  came  to  Durham, 
has  accepted  the  position  of  State  Forester  of  Massachusetts. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kane  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  student  body,  as 
they  both  took  an  active  part  in  the  social  life  here.  Mr.  I.  C. 
Weld,  instructor  of  dairying,  has  been  appointed  milk  inspector 
in  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 


NEW    HAMPSHIRE    NIGHT. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  held  Com- 
mencement Day  it  was  voted  to  delegate  the  executive  committee 
to  arrange  for  a  Xew  Hampshire  Night  for  the  alumni  and  all  former 
students  at  Durham  some  time  during  the  fall  term.  The  execu- 
tive committee  in  accordance  with  this  vote  have  considered  it 
advisable  to  appoint  Friday  evening,  November  9,  as  the  time  of 
meeting  at  the  College  Club.  The  object  of  the  meeting  will  be 
to  renew  old  acquaintances  and  to  have  a  rousing  good  time.  An 
endeavor  will  be  made  to  stir  up  the  present  student  body  to  the 
proper  enthusiasm  in  all  matters  affecting  New  Hampshire.  The 
time  will  be   appropriate  for  this,  in  that  it  will  be  the  eve  of  the 
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big  game  with  Vermont  at  Manchester.  All  the  alumni  and  former 
students  are  urgently  requested  to  make  this  attempt  to  establish 
a  New  Hampshire  Night  a  grand  success.  Make  the  effort  to 
spend  the  night,  at  least,  in  Durham  and  seethe  energy  and  fellow- 
ship that  we  do  have. 


THE   FOOTBALL    OUTLOOK. 

In  spite  of  the  discouraging  situation  which  confronted  New 
Hampshire  at  the  opening  of  college,  the  present  outlook  is  very 
good.  The  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  withdrawal  of  Captain 
Stockwell  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  H.  E.  Ingham,  '07. 
Captain  Ingham  played  three  years  at  Nashua  High  School,  where 
he  prepared,  and  made  the  position  of  right  tackle  on  the  'Varsity 
last  year.  E.  A.  Herr,  Dartmouth,  '06,  has  been  selected  for 
coach.  Mr.  Herr's  excellent  record  as  end  and  half  back  on  Dart- 
mouth teams  are  well  known  to  followers  of  the  sport.  The  very 
creditable  showing  of  the  team  in  the  Maine  and  Brown  games,  in 
spite  of  the  handicap  of  losing  six  men  from  last  year's  'Varsity, 
is  largely  due  to  the  earnest  and  thorough  manner  in  which  the 
team  has  been  coached. 

The  new  rules,  as  far  as  can  be  judged  from  results  of  the  earlier 
games,  favor  the  running  and  kicking  game  rather  than  ground 
gaining  by  line  plays.  The  forward  pass  in, its  present  state  does 
not  seem  to  be  very  successful  as  a  ground  gainer.  Under  these 
circumstances  a  light,  quick  team  has  a  very  favorable  chance. 
It  seems,  therefore,  that  New  Hampshire's  chances  are  better  this 
year  than  ever  before.  We  have  already  met  our  two  most  for- 
midable competitors,  Brown  and  Maine,  and  while  we  still  have  to 
reckon  with  teams  much  heavier,  we  should  be  able  to  make  a  very 
creditable  showing.  The  important  game  of  the  season  is,  of 
course,  the  Vermont  game  in  Manchester,  and  this  should  be  a 
battle  royal,  as  the  teams  will  be  more  nearly  matched  than  any 
other  game  on  our  schedule.

No  time  was  taken  out  in  either  period  and  no  one  was  injured. 
Maine  received  the  only  penalty  during  the  game,  and  that  was 
for  offside  play.  During  the  second  half,  Higgins  ran  90  yards 
for  a  touchdown  around  New  Hampshire's  left  end. 

Both  teams  showed  up  well,  although  the  game  was  too  short  to 
give  a  good  idea  of  the  new  rules.

"  I  hope  that  the  coach  is  instilling  the  right  kind  of  spirit  into 
the  players,  for  that  is  a  good  share  of  the  game.  Dartmouth  is 
famous  for  football  men  of  nerve,  and  if  he  can  develop  some  of 
her  spirit,  New  Hampshire  will  have  a  team  of  which  we  may  well 
be  proud." 

When  the  alumni  begin  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  doings 
of  their  alma  mater,  New  Hampshire  will  soon  have  the  spirit  that 
the  writer  of  the  above  displayed  as  a  student  in  Durham.

u  Perseverance,  courage  and  determination  were  qualities  that 
were  absolutely  necessary  in  the  early  days  of  the  automobile  in- 
dustry in  this  country,  and  a  young  man  who  possessed  these  requi- 
sites was  L.  H.  Kittredge,  president  of  the  Peerless  Motor  Car 
Company,  of  Cleveland.  Mr.  Kittredge,  who  made  a  flying  visit  to 
his  local  branch  house  last  week,  was  one  of  the  first  men  to  real- 
ize the  great  possibilities  of  the  motor  car,  and  in  a  modest  way 
he  began  by  manufacturing  De  Dion  motorettes  under  license  from 
the  De  Dion  company,  and  in  1902  he  advanced  a  step  farther  by 
turning  out  a  tonneau  car  with  motors  in  front,  sliding  gear  trans- 
mission and  shaft  drive.  The  then  Peerless  car  was  one  of  the 
first  of  its  type  in  America  and  its  success  was  assured  from  the 
start.  In  1901  the  Peerless  company  went  into  the  industry  of 
producing  modern   touring  cars   on   a  more  extensive  scale  than 
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ever,  and  in  placing  the  American  made  automobile  on  a  par  with 
the  best  world's  product ;  no  small  share  of  the  credit  is  due  to 
the  foresight  and  business  acumen  of  Mr.  Kittredge.  The  Peer- 
less car  now  enjoys  an  international  reputation  and  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  in  the  United  States.  J.  L.  Snow,  local  manager  for 
the  company,  will  leave  for  Cleveland  today  to  look  over  the  1907 
models  which  will  soon  arrive  in  this  city." 

Mr.  Harry  Baker,  '99,  one  of  our  great  football  and  baseball 
players,  is  making  remarkable  progress  in  electrical  engineering. 
The  following  clipping  was  taken  from  Journal  of  Elect7*icity, 
Poiver  $  Grcis  : 

"  The  Crocker-Wheeler  Company,  manufacturers  and  electrical 
engineers  of  Ampere,  N.  J.,  have  located  their  San  Francisco  office 
at  208  First  Street,  near  Howard.  The  office  is  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Baker,  who  has  recently  come  from  the  East  to  take  the 
position  as  San  Francisco  manager  of  the  company. 

"  Mr.  Baker  is  an  engineer  of  wide  experience,  and  comes  to  his 
new  position  exceptionally  well  fitted  to  take  up  the  work  on  the 
Pacific  coast.  He  graduated  from  New  Hampshire  State  College 
in  1899,  his  course  being  in  the  mechanical  and  electrical  engineer- 
ing departments.  For  three  and  a  half  years  he  was  connected 
with  the  General  Electric  Company,  starting  in  the  testing  room, 
and  working  in  the  engineering,  construction  and  repair  depart- 
ments. 

"  After  mastering  the  technical  details  of  manufacture,  Mr. 
Baker  became  associated  with  the  sales  department  of  the  com- 
pany, being  employed  in  the  Pittsburg  office,  when  in  June,  1903, 
he  resigned  to  take  a  similar  position  with  the  Crocker- Wheeler 
Company.

THROUGH  the  generosity  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith  of  Durham,  the 
sum  of  $10,000  has  been  given  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  to  establish  the  Valentine  Smith 
scholarships  under  these  conditions  : 

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"  That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the.  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

DOVER.  N.  H. 
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GEORGE    B.   WILLIAMS. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  New  Hampshire  College  suffered 
a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  George  B.  Williams,  who  died 
at  his  home  in  Walpole,  August  19.  He  was  appointed  as 
trustee  on  July  23,  1895,  and  was  always  an  earnest  and 
efficient  worker  on  the  board.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  chairman  of  the  real  estate  committee.  In  spite  of  his 
advanced  age  of  82  years  and  a  wearing  disease,  from  which 
he  had  suffered  for  a  number  of  years  and  which  had  impaired 
his  strength,  he  was  always  present  at  the  board  meetings, 
where  his  wise  counsel  and  clear  judgment  exerted  a  strong 
influence  in  shaping  the  policy  of  the  college. 

Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  Petersham,  Mass.,  August  13, 
1824,  where  he  lived  and  worked  on  a  farm  until  he  became 
of  age.  He  then  became  a  merchant  in  Worcester,  Mass., 
and  later  in  Boston,  with  the  firm  of  Macullar,  Williams  & 
Parker.  His  health  failing,  in  1871  he  purchased  a  fine 
estate  in  Walpole.  His  Maple  Grove  farm  soon  became 
known  far  and  wide  for  its  fine  herd  of  registered  Jerseys 
and  for  the  superiority  of  its  products.  Several  years  since 
Mr.  Williams  disposed  of  his  farm  and  removed  to  the  vil- 
lage, where  he  had  taken  an  active  part  in  public  and  social 
affairs.  He  lived  an  active,  unselfish  and  useful  life,  render- 
ing distinct  service  to  his  home  community  and  to  the  state. 
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EDITORIAL. 

The  following  editorial  was  taken  from  the  Manchester  Union  of 
November  1 2 : 

New  Hampshire  College. 

The  young  men  who  came  up  from  Durham  to  play  football 
with  the  young  men  from  Burlington,  Saturday,  lost  the  game. 
There  are  bound  to  be  accidents  in  the  make-up  of  any  elevenr 
and  there  is  a  wide  difference  in  the  number  of  men  the  two  col- 
leges have  to  select  from.  But  the  students  from  both  institutions 
won  golden  opinions  by  their  gentlemanly  conduct,  on  the  gridiron 
and  during  their  visit  in  the  city.  The  appearance  of  the  student 
body  of  the  New  Hampshire  College,  as  it  marched  through  the 
streets,  was  widely  and  favorably  commented  on.  To  many  peo- 
ple the  number,  as  well  as  the  bearing  of  the  students,  was  a  sur- 
prise, for  while  it  is  generally  known  that  the  institution  has  been 
growing  rapidly,  comparatively  few  people  realize  the  extent  to 
which  it  has  increased,  both  in  attendance  and  in  relative  rank  as 
a  college.  It  was  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  students  to 
attract  favorable  attention  to  their  prosperous  institution  of  learn- 
ing, and  they  fully  improved  it  by  their  gentlemanly  conduct 
while  in  Manchester. 


The  recent  contest  with  Vermont  did  a  great  deal  to  overcome 
the  prejudice  against  football.  It  was  clearly  shown  that  good,, 
clean  football  is  not  the  man-killing  sport  that  we  are  led  to  believe 
by  alarmists.  The  spirit  shown  by  both  teams,  and  entire  absence 
of  roughness  or  dirty  play,  was  the  subject  of  much  comment  by 
spectators.  Vermont  won  in  a  clean,  square  game,  and  New 
Hampshire  was  a  "game  loser."  The  cheering  for  Vermont, 
before  and  after  the  game,  by  the  New  Hampshire  supporters, 
showed  the  spirit  of  the  sportsman,  not  the  mere  "  rooter." 


The  many  courtesies  shown  the  New  Hampshire  supporters  dur- 
ing their  stay  in  Manchester  were  deeply  appreciated.  This  was 
the  first  appearance  of  a  New  Hampshire  College  team  in   that 
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•city,  and  the  hearty  support  accorded  to  the  team,  and  the  kindly 
spirit  universally  displayed  toward  the  wearers  of  the  blue  and 
white,  leads  us  to  hope  that  this  game  at  Manchester  may  be  an 
.annual  feature  of  our  schedule. 


FOOTBALL. 
New  Hampshire,  0;  Mass.  Age.  College,  0. 

New  Hampshire  held  the  Massachusetts  "Aggies  "  to  a  0  to  0 
score  at  Amherst,  October  6.  The  game  was  a  hard-fought  con- 
test throughout  and  was  characterized  by  much  punting  on  both 
sides.  In  the  first  half  Batchelder  got  the  ball  on  a  fumble  and 
ran  30  yards,  landing  the  ball  safely  behind  Massachusetts'  goal, 
but  the  referee  brought  the  ball  back,  claiming  that  he  had  blown 
his  whistle  before  Batchelder  got  the  ball.  New  Hampshire's  goal 
was  in  serious  danger  but  once  throughout  the  contest,  when  New 
Hampshire  held  Massachusetts  for  downs  on  her  four-yard  line. 
The  work  of  Cobb,  Peters  and  Crosby  excelled  for  Massachusetts, 
Captain  Ingham  gained  much  ground  for  New  Hampshire  on  the 
tackle-back  formations  and  Ryan  handled  the  team  and  ran  back- 
punts  in  excellent  style.

Kingston,  R.  I..  Oct.  21. — Yesterday  Xew  Hampshire  made  up 
for  the  defeat  she  received  at  Colby's  hands  a  week  ago,  by  scor- 
ing  a   clean  victory  over  Rhode    Island  with   a    score   of  20  to   0. 
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This  score  was  made  in  two  15-minute  halves,  which  made  a  short 
game,  considering  the  advancement  of  the  season. 

Captain  Ingham  of  Xew  Hampshire  tried  hard  to  make  it  a 
longer  game,  bnt  to  no  avail.  It  was  owing  only  to  the  short 
game  that  saved  Rhode  Island  from  a  much  more  overwhelming 
defeat. 

The  game  was  called  at  10.45  o'clock  in  a  drizzling  rain,  which 
made  more  or  less  fumbling  excusable.  Xew  Hampshire  kicked 
off  to  Rhode  Island  and  Sanborn,  right  end  of  Xew  Hampshire, 
got  away  fast  and  secured  the  ball  on  a  fumble,  well  down  in 
Rhode  Island's  territory.  From  then  on  Xew  Hampshire  was 
never  in  danger  of  being  scored  on,  the  ball  being  in  their  hands 
most  of  the  time.  Two  touchdowns  were  made  in  the  first  half, 
one  by  Captain  Ingham  and  one  by  Cone. 

In  the  second  half  Cone  made  another  touchdown  and  Ryan 
made  a  drop  kick  and  kicked  one  goal. 

Xew  Hampshire  outweighed  Rhode  Island  about  three  pounds 
to  the  man. 

The  features  of  the  game  were  Xew  Hampshire's  excellent  team 
work,  offensive  and  defensive,  also  the  fighting  spirit  with  which 
they  entered  the  game  did  much  to  pull  out  a  victory.

The  team  representing  Connecticut  State  College  was  over- 
whelmingly defeated  by  New  Hampshire  on  the  college  campus, 
October  27,  by  the  large  score  of  40  to  0.  The  teams  were  evenly 
matched  in  weight,  but  the  lightning  speed  with  which  New 
Hampshire  handled  themselves  took  the  Connecticut  boys  off 
their  feet,  the  first  touchdown  being  scored  after  three  minutes  of 
play.  The  rest  of  the  scoring  was  done  with  as  much  ease.  New 
Hampshire  worked  the  forward  pass  successfully  time  and  again, 
while  the  same  play  netted  large  losses  for  Connecticut,  who  lost 
the  ball  every  time  a  forward  pass  was  tried.

Bates  defeated  New  Hampshire  on  a  field  of  mud  and  water  at 
Garcelon  Field,  Lewiston,  on  Saturday,  November  3,  by  the  score 
of  11-0.     The  scoring  was  all  done  in  the  second  half. 

In  the  first  period  New  Hampshire  outplayed  Bates  in  every 
way,  and  but  for  receiving  the  worst  end  of  some  rank  decisions 
by  the  referee  would  have  settled  the  game  in  that  half. 

New  Hampshire  received  the  kick-off  and  worked  the  ball  up  to 
Bates'  45-yard  line,  where  a  forward  pass  was  tried,  Ryan  making 
a  perfect  pass  to  Batchelder,  who  made  the  most  sensational  run. 
of  the  game  through  the  entire  Bates  team  for  a  touchdown,  but 
the  officials  ordered  the  ball  back,  claiming  that  it  did  not  go  the 
required  distance  aside  of  centre.

In  a  very  spectacular  game  New  Hampshire  was  defeated  by 
University  of  Vermont  at  Varick  Park,  Manchester,  before  a  crowd 
of  over  two  thousand  people,  among  whom  were  Governor  and  Mrs. 
MeLane  and  members  of  his  staff  and  ladies.  The  entire  student 
body  and  faculty  were  present  at  the  game,  leaving  Durham  on  a 
special  train  at  12.15,  arriving  at  Manchester  about  1.30.  Headed 
by  the  college  band,  the  students  and  a  large  number  of  alumni 
marched  from  the  depot  to  the  New  Manchester  House,  the  head- 
quarters of  the  team,  there  giving  the  college  yells  and  an  individ- 
ual yell  for  each  member  of  the  team,  when  they  marched  to  the 
New  City  Hotel,  the  headquarters  of  the  Vermont  team,  and  gave 
the  Green  Mountain  boys  a  cheer.  The  procession  then  headed 
for  Varick  Park,  arriving  there  a  little  before  3,  when  it  broke  up 
and  the  students  took  their  places  in  the  cheering  section  of  the 
grandstand. 

The  Vermont  team  was  the  first  to  arrive  upon  the  field,  receiv- 
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ing  a  good  cheer  from  the  entire  grandstand,  and  went  through 
signal  practice  for  a  short  time.  The  New  Hampshire  team  came 
on  the  field  a  few  minutes  later  amidst  rousing  cheers,  and  after 
a  few  minutes'  signal  practice  the  final  arrangements  for  the  game 
were  made.  Vermont  received  the  kick-off  and  in  a  few  min- 
utes the  contest  was  on  in  real  earnest.  Vermont  used  this 
year's  rules  to  good  advantages  as  all  three  of  their  touchdowns 
were  made  by  the  use  of  them.  New  Hampshire's  line  was  firm 
mid  Vermont  had  to  resort  to  trick  plays  and  end  runs  entirely. 

Throughout  the  entire  game  the  cheering  and  singing  of  the 
New  Hampshire  section  was  constant.  Although  the  contest  did 
not  result  favorably  for  New  Hampshire,  the  students  showed  the 
best  kind  of  spirit  after  the  game,  when  they  marched  back  in  a 
body  to  the  team  headquarters  and  gave  each  individual  a  yell. 
The  game  was  a  clean  contest  throughout,  there  being  only  three 
penalties  during  the  entire  fifty  minutes  of  play.  The  spirit  of 
the  people  of  Manchester  toward  the  college  was  of  the  best  qual- 
ity and  the  team  received  their  most  hearty  support  at  all  times. 
As  for  the  players,  Watkins,  H.  Wright  and  Ferrin  excelled  for 
Vermont,  and  Ryan,  Cone  and  Wilkins  did  the  best  work  for 
New  Hampshire.     New  Hampshire's  line  also  played  a  fine  game. 

FIRST    HALF. 

Vermont  received  kick-off.  Vermont  tried  a  line  play  and  was 
held.  In  their  second  attempt  to  buck  the  line  Vermont  fumbled 
and  the  ball  went  to  New  Hampshire.  New  Hampshire  made  first 
■down  by  bucking  the  line,  which  brought  the  ball  on  Vermont's 
10-yard  line.  The  ball  was  then  carried  over  in  two  plays,  Ryan 
scoring  the  touchdown.  Only  four  minutes'  time  had  elapsed 
before  the  first  touchdown  was  made.  Ryan's  attempt  for  a  goal 
failed.  New  Hampshire  then  kicked  to  Vermont,  who  advanced 
the  ball  but  a  short. distance.  The  teams  lined  up  on  Vermont's 
15-yard  line.  H.  White  carried  the  ball  20  yards  on  an  end 
run.  Vermont  was  then  held  for  downs  and  made  to  punt.  Ryan 
ran  the  ball  back  in  fine  style.  After  trying  Vermont's  line  for 
two  downs  New  Hampshire  had  to  punt.  The  ball  landed  out 
of  bounds  and  went  to  Vermont.  Then  came  two  of  the  longest 
runs  of  the  game,  resulting  in  a  touchdown  for  Vermont,  H.  White 
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carrying  the  ball  over  the  line.  Watkins  kicked  the  goal.  Ver- 
mont kicked  to  New  Hampshire,  Wilkins  carrying  the  ball  in  20  • 
yards.  After  several  line  plunges,  New  Hampshire  tried  a  for- 
ward pass,  which  fell  short,  Vermont  getting  the  ball.  The  ball 
was  lost  by  Vermont  on  a  fumble  after  trying  some  line  plunges. 
Ryan  then  made  a  sensational  run  of  40  yards.  After  a  few 
downs  a  drop  kick  was  tried  by  Ryan,  but  it  fell  short.  White 
tried  an  end  run  and  was  thrown  for  a  loss  of  two  yards.  At  this 
time  Vermont  was  penalized  15  yards  for  an  offside  play.  Ver- 
mont punted.  Ryan  ran  thk  ball  in  five  yards.  Here  the  first 
half  ended. 

SECOND    HALF. 

Vermont  kicked  off  to  New  Hampshire,  Cone  running  the  ball 
in  20  yards.  After  several  plays  Ryan  punted.  After  trying  a 
line  plunge  A^ermont  sent  H.  White  around  right  end  for  70  yards 
for  a  touchdown.  This  was  the  longest  run  of  the  game.  Wat- 
kins  kicked  the  goal.  New  Hampshire  received  the  kick-off  and 
Wilkins  ran  the  ball  in  for  a  short  distance.  New  Hampshire  was 
gaining  consistently  by  bucking  the  line  and  then  tried  a  forward 
pass,  which  resulted  in  a  failure,  Vermont  getting  the- ball.  Ver- 
mont then  tried  some  line  plunges  and  was  held.  Vermont  punted. 
Ryan  ran  the  ball  in  10  yards.  New  Hampshire  then  made  first 
down  twice  by  good  line  plunges,  and  then  worked  a  triple  pass  for 
a  gain  of  20  yards.  New  Hampshire  again  tried  some  line  plunges 
but  was  held  and  forced  to  punt.  Vermont  got  the  ball  and  worked 
the  forward  pass  for  about  20  yards.  H.  White  then  made  another 
long  end  run,  advancing  the  ball  35  yards,  to  New  Hampshire's 
five-yard  line.  After  trying  two  line  plunges  without  a  gain,  Ver- 
mont again  worked  the  forward  pass,  Ferrin  carrying  the  ball  over 
for  a  touchdown.  Watkins  tried  for  a  goal  but  failed.  Vermont 
kicked  off  to  New  Hampshire,  Wilkins  running  the  ball  in  for  10 
yards.  New  Hampshire  then  worked  a  forward  pass  for  a  gain  of 
10  yard's.  A  line  buck  was  tried  and  the  ball  was  fumbled.  New 
Hampshire  got  the  ball  again.

Battalion  inspection  is  now  held  every  Friday. 

Professor  Pufnam  has  moved  into  Mr.  Edgerly's  house. 

H.  C.  Read,  '10,  has  returned  to  college  from  his  home,  where 
lie  has  been  very  ill. 

After  an  illness  extending  over  two  weeks,  President  Gibbs  was 
again  able  to  lead  chapel  Tuesday,  October  23. 

The  new  catalogue  will  indicate  important  changes  in  the  shop 
work  courses  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  mechanical  engineering 
students. 

Professor  Sanderson  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations,  November  10-16, 
at  Louisiana. 

A  series  of  lectures  on  "  Drafting-Room  Organization  and 
Methods,"  with  explanations  of  several  cost  system  methods,  is 
soon  to  be  given  by  Professor  Putnam  to  the  engineering  Juniors. 

At  the  present  time  the  mechanical  engineering  department  has 
on  hand,  for  testing,  fifteen  brands  of  Portland  cement.  Each 
engineering  Senior  will  make  the  complete  tests  as  recommended 
by  the  committee  for  testing  cement  on  at  least  one  of  these  brands. 
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Freshman  students  in  the  agricultural  course  are  soon  to  start 
in  with  a  practical  set  of  problems  on  the  design  and  construction 
of  farm  buildings ;  the  horticultural  course  students  on  green- 
house design  and  construction ;  and  forestry  students  on  air  and 
steam  kilns  for  lumber. 

A  change  in  the  schedule  of  the  engineering  drawing  is  being 
•contemplated  whereby  the  entire  Junior  year  is  to  be  given  to 
elementary  machine  design  and  engine  and  valve  design.  This 
strengthening  of  the  design  course  will  be  of  material  advantage  to 
the  engineering  students. 

A  very  enthusiastic  mass  meeting  was  held  at  the  "  Club," 
Thursday,  November  1.  President  Gibbs,  Professor  Parsons, 
■Coach  Herr  and  Captain  Ingham  spoke  on  the  various  phases  of 
the  football  situation,  after  which  the  cheering  section  held  a 
rousing  rehearsal  led  by  Langelier  and  Tucker  of  '09. 

The  department  of  drawing  is  shortly  to  have  a  set  of  working 
engine  models  for  use  with  the  engineering  students  of  the  Sopho- 
more, Junior  and  Senior  years  consisting  of  a  one-horse  power  ver- 
tical engine,  a  one-half  horse  power  horizontal  engine,  Corliss  type ; 
a  1  J-horse  power  four-cycle  gasoline  engine,  marine  type ;  and  a 
two-horse  power  four-cycle  gasoline  engine,  stationary  type. 

Saturday  evening,  October  21,  a  smoker  and  enthusiasm  meet- 
ing was  held  at  the  College  Club.  The  members  of  the  club  met 
the  football  team  upon  its  arrival  from  Kingston,  R.  I.,  and  gave 
them  a  rousing  cheer.  During  the  evening  the  following  gave 
short  talks :  Coach  Herr,  Prof.  A.  F.  Nesbit,  Prof.  E.  H.  Hancock 
and  J.  D.  Clark,  '06.  Singing  and  cheering  took  up  the  remainder 
of  the  evening. 

Wednesday  evening,  November  7,  the  last  enthusiasm  meeting 
before  the  Manchester  game  was  held  at  the  College  Club.  The 
College  Band  gave  several  popular  selections,  after  which  short 
talks  were  given  by  the  following :  Pres.  W.  D.  Gibbs,  Professor 
Headley,  Coach  Herr,  Professor  Whoriskey  and  L.  D.  Batchelor, 
'07.  After  this  the  songs  and  cheers  were  rehearsed  for  the  Ver- 
mont-New Hampshire  game. 
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Professor  Sanderson  has  recently  had  placed  in  the  college 
reading  room  a  large  set  of  photographs  and  drawings  showing 
the  devastation  caused  by  the  brown-tail  moth.  Besides  the  pho- 
tographs showing  how  the  moth  is  being  destroyed  in  many  places 
there  are  also  specimens,  and  books  written  by  Professor  Sander- 
son which  tell  how  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  moth.  This  col- 
lection is  to  be  exhibited  in  every  library  in  the  state. 

An  interesting  set  of  tests  is  being  made  at  the  college  power 
plant  on  various  kinds  of  fuels  and  devices  for  furnishing  draft 
for  burning  the  cheaper  grades  of  fuel.  Analyses  of  the  flue  gases 
are  made  at  frequent  intervals,  and  flue  temperatures  are  ascer- 
tained by  means  of  the  new  Bristol  byrometer.  A  great  deal  of 
this  work  is  made  possible  by  the  great  interest  of  the  Senior  engi- 
neering students,  who  have  volunteered  their  services.  Within  a 
few  weeks  complete  boiler  tests  will  be  made,  including  analysis  of 
the  coal  and  measuring  the  quantity  of  air  used  per  pound  of  coal 
burned.  Although  boiler  testing  has  always  formed  a  part  of  the 
regular  mechanical  engineering  laboratory  work,  the  tests  of  this 
year  are  to  be  much  more  complete  than  in  former  years.

THROUGH  the  geuerosity  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith  of  Durham,  the 
sum  of  $10,000  has  been  given  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  to  establish  the  Valentine  Smith 
scholarships  under  these  conditions  : 

"The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

11  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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IMPRESSIONS  OF  A  RECENT  TRIP  TO  LOUISIANA. 

The  thing  which  most  impresses  one  in  a  trip  South  today  is  the 
unbounded  prosperity  of  the  cotton  belt.  Especially  is  this  true 
had  one  seen  conditions  there  five  years  ago,  when  almost  everyone 
was  in  debt  and  times  were  hard.  Such  is  the  result  of  a  few 
years  of  ten  cent  cotton.  The  daily  press  tells  us  that  this  year 
the  cotton  crop  will  be  the  most  valuable  of  all  the  crops  grown 
the  past  season.  With  cotton  at  ten  cents  there  is  a  handsome 
profit  in  its  culture,  a  profit  which  has  put  many  a  grower's  ac- 
counts from  the  debit  side  to  the  credit  side  of  his  ledger  in  tire 
past  two  or  three  years.  At  Memphis,  the  city  seemed  to  be  filled 
with  warehouses,  which  were  bursting  with  bales.  Memphis  is  the 
chief  distributing  point  between  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans,  the 
terminus  for  numerous  packet  lines  which  ply  on  the  Mississippi 
and  tributary  rivers,  and  a  great  railroad  centre.  It  has  a  large 
wholesale  trade  and  bears  every  evidence  of  prosperity.  As  a 
result  of  the  new  prosperity  and  industrial  development  in  the 
South,  and  the  consequent  large  amount  of  railroad  construction 
and  improvement,  there  has  been  a  remarkable  dearth  of  labor. 
Negro  labor  cannot  be  secured  and  is  not  dependable.  The  high 
prices  frequently  paid  for  labor  seem  to  have  the  effect  of  encour- 
aging the  negro  to  less  work  and  more  idleness  and  the  negro  prob- 
lem seems  to  grow  more  serious  rather  than  less  so.  One  hardly 
appreciates  this  until  he  gets  in  a  county  where  there  are  twenty- 
five  blacks  to  one  white.  Then  he  commences  to  do  some  think- 
ing. As  a  result  the  South  is  now  looking  to  foreign  immigration 
for  its  labor  supply.  The  Italians  from  northern  Italy  are  rapidly 
supplanting  the  negroes  in  many  localities,  as  they  have   already 
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largely  done  in  some  sections  of  the  sugar  country  of  Louisiana,  and 
I  heard  only  good  words  for  them. 

At  the  Association  of  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment 
Stations  which  met  at  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  November  14-16,  there 
were  a  few  things  which  were  impressed  upon  all  in  attendance 
and  which  are  of  general  interest.  First,  possibly,  was  the  demand 
for  well-trained,  capable  men  to  fill  college  and  experiment  station 
positions.  Never  before  has  there  seemed  to  be  greater  demands, 
nor  a  greater  dearth  of  the  best  class  of  workers.  "  Only  the  best 
need  apply,"  is  the  announcement  of  those  seeking  a  man.  In  all 
lines  of  agricultural  science  opportunities  seem  to  be  opening  up 
for  the  highest  type  of  scientific  ability.  Such  a  condition  should 
certainly  be  an  encouragement  to  every  young  man  who  has  the 
ambition  to  do1  something  in  the  world  worth  while. 

This  demand  for  men  arises  very  largely  from  the  recent  act  of 
Congress  known  as  the  Adams  Act,  which  increases  the  appropri- 
ation to  each  state  experiment  station  $7,000  this  year  and  $ 2,000 
more  each  year  until  it  amounts  to  $  15,000,  doubling  the  appropri- 
ation previously  given  to  the  stations  by  the  federal  government. 
This  act  provides  that  the  work  under  it  must  be  original  research, 
and  it  is  being  construed  to  mean  research  work  of  the  very  best 
type  along  agricultural  lines.  There  seems  to  be  a  widespread 
appreciation  of  the  need  of  a  better  class  of  investigation,  research 
work  which  shall  be  more  exhaustive  and  which  shall  serve  to  bring 
to  light  new  principles  underlying  the  agricultural  sciences,  rather 
than  experiments  based  upon  principles  already  known.  This  em- 
phasizes the  need  for  thorough  training  in  all  the  fundamental 
sciences  for  one  who  is  to  engage  in  any  line  of  college  or  experi- 
ment station  work.  One  of  the  leading  station  directors  even 
stated  that  he  was  not  sure  but  that  better  investigators  might  be 
secured  from  universities  where  the  men  had  not  had  agricultural 
training,  but  had  had  the  very  best  scientific  work. 

Equally  insistent  was  the  demand  voiced  by  many  speakers  for 
what  is  known  as  "extension  work."  ruder  this  term  may  be  in- 
cluded farmers'  correspondence  courses,  cooperative  experiments, 
field  demonstrations,  the  encouragement  of  agricultural  studies  in 
the  common  rural  schools,  and  all  those  agencies  which  bring  the 
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farmer  into  direct  touch  with  everything  which  will  make  for  his 
success  and  the  happiness  of  country  life.  It  is  felt  in  all  parte  of 
the  country  that  there  are  large  numbers  of  farmers  young  and  old 
who  cannot  attend  even  a  short  course  at  college,  who  do  not  get 
as  much  as  they  might  from  the  large  amount  of  investigation 
which  has  been  and  is  being  conducted  throughout  the  country 
for  their  benefit.  Many  of  our  better  farmers,  especially  the 
younger  men,  are  feeling  this  from  their  own  standpoint  and  are 
eager  to  cooperate  in  demonstration  experiments,  to  take  up  read- 
ing courses,  and  in  other  ways  learn  of  the  improved  methods 
whereby  they  may  make  a  better  profit  and  enjoy  life  more  than 
their  fathers.  It  was  urged  that  every  agricultural  college  should 
have  associated  with  it  upon  the  same  basis  as  the  experiment  sta- 
tions now  connected  with  it  a  department  of  Agricultural  Exten- 
sion, to  bring  the  work  of  the  college  and  station  to  the  attention 
of  their  constituents,  the  farmers,  and  to  relieve  the  station  and 
college  workers  of  much  of  this  sort  of  work.  This  is  the  next 
step  in  agricultural, education. 

At  the  meetings  were  Prof.  F.  William  Kane,  Prof.  C.  W.  Bur- 
kett,  director  of  the  Kansas  Experiment  Station,  and  Prof.  Harry 
Hay  ward,  director  of  the  Delaware  Experiment  Station,  formerly 

professors  of  agriculture  at  this  institution.

FOOTBALL    REVIEW. 

In  the  season  of  1906,  N.  H.  maintained  the  standard  of  clean, 
fast  football  established  in  previous  years,  and  in  spite  of  hard  luck 
and  adverse  decisions,  the  result  of  the  season  is  very  encourag- 
ing. 

Coach  Herr,  although  handicapped  by  the  loss  of  six  men  of  the 
'05  "  Varsity,"  did  splendid  work  in  developing  a  fast  team  in  the 
short  period  before  the  first  game.  Except  for  the  inevitable  slump 
which  comes  to  all  teams,  the  men  showed  a  great  deal  of  speed 
during  the  entire  season. 

The  team  showed  remarkable  defense  against  Brown  and  Maine, 
in  view  of  the  difference  in  weight  and  experience  of  the  players. 
Adverse  decisions  prevented  X.  H.  from  winning  the  Massachu- 
setts game  at  Amherst,  where  Batchelder's  touchdown  was  ruled 
out.  Then  came  the  Colby  game  with  the  team  in  bad  shape  from 
injuries,  and  although  the  weakened  team  fought  hard,  the  result 
was  rather  discouraging,  but  the  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut 
games  showed  the  same  dash  and  spirit  of  the  earlier  games.  In 
the  game  with  Bates  at  Lewiston,  N.  H.  outplayed  their  opponents 
and  should  have  won  but  for  poor  decisions  by  the  referee. 

The  Vermont  game  at  Manchester  was  one  of  the  hardest-fought 
games  of  the  season.  Vermont  won  by  superior  knowledge  of  the 
open  game,  especially  in  forward  passes.  X.  H.  played  a  strong 
game  but  was  weak  in  defense  against  trick  plays.

THROUGH  the  generosity  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith  of  Durham,  the 
sum  of  $10,000  has  been  given  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  to  establish  the  Valentine  Smith 
scholarships  under  these  conditions  : 

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e.^ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will^be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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NEEDS    OF     THE    COLLEGE. 

Undoubtedly  the  greatest  need  of>  the  College  is  more  money 
for  running  expenses.  In  this  connection  the  following  table  is 
of  interest :

Since  1902  the  number  of  students  has  doubled  and  five  new 
buildings  have  been  erected,  while  the  available  funds  for  running 
expenses  have  remained  practically  the  same,  having  been  increased 
only  $2,500  for  each  of  the  last  two  years.  It  will  be  observed  also 
that  24  instructors  are  teaching  twice  the  number  of  students  that 
20  instructors  taught  in  1902.  Many  classes  contain  30  to  50, 
and  some  as  high  as  70  students,  which  is  too  many  for  efficient 
work.  It  is  of  urgent  necessity,  therefore,  that  more  teachers  be 
provided  before  another  school  year  begins.  We  especially  need  a 
librarian,  assistant  librarian,  an  instructor  in  mathematics  and  elec- 
trical engineering,  an  assistant  in  English  and  modern  languages, 
and  an  instructor  in  shop  work.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  salaries  of  some  of  our  instructors  in  order  to  retain  them. 
Competition  between  colleges  for  efficient  men  grows  keener  every 
year,  and  salaries  have  increased  accordingly.     During  the   past 
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year  we  have  lost  six  instructors,  mainly  because  we  were  unable 
to  pay  salaries  offered  elsewhere. 

Laboratory  Equipment. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  thorough  instruction  in  agriculture, 
engineering,  chemistry  and  the  natural  sciences  without  well- 
equipped  laboratories.  This  equipment  is  expensive.  Our  labo- 
ratory in  electrical  engineering,  mechanical  engineering,  and  the 
blacksmith  shop,  foundry  and  wood  shop  must  be  provided  with 
additional  apparatus  if  we  are  to  do  creditable  work  and,  accom- 
modate our  increased  number  of  students. 

General  Repairs. 

Many  repairs  are  needed  to  prevent  deterioration  of  college 
property.  The  steam-pipe  lines  from  the  power  house  to  Thomp- 
son Hall  and  to  Nesmith  Hall  must  be  relaid  before  another  win- 
ter; several  breaks  in  the  lines  have  already  occurred,  seriously 
interrupting  college  work. 

The  creamery  building  is  in  very  bad  condition,  but  with  exten- 
sive repairing  may  be  made  to  last  a  few  years. 

New  Boilers. 

With  the  addition  of  drill  shed,  greenhouses  and  library,  the 
old  boilers  are  no  longer  adequate  for  heat  and  power.  Two  new 
ones  must  be  installed  before  another  winter. 

Labor  and  Supplies. 

With  the  addition  of  new  buildings  come  heavier  expenses  for 
coal,  light,  janitor  service,  as  Avell  as  for  equipment,  insurance  and 
repairs.  A  night  watchman  is  badly  needed,  and  also  additional 
labor  on  campus,  walks  and  drives. 

New  Buildings — Library  Equipment. 

The  new  ¥-32,000  library  will  be  erected  free  of  cost  to  the  state. 
It  will  be  necessary  for  the  College  to  equip  the  building,  and  this 
will  cost  -^10,000,  which  should  be  provided  by  legislative  appro- 
priation. 
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Woman's  Building. 

This  is  the  only  college  in  the  state  which  opens  its  doors  to 
women,  but  before  we  can  seriously  encourage  them  to  take  our 
courses  of  study  we  must  provide  a  suitable  place  for  them  to  live. 
Our  present  arrangements  in  this  respect  are  most  unsatisfactory. 
We  are  compelled  to  rely  upon  a  few  private  families  in  the  vil- 
lage to  furnish  rooms  and  board  for  all  of  our  students,  except 
tliose  who  live  in  fraternities  or  clubs.  This  method  of  living  is 
especially  undesirable  for  young  women  students.  The  College 
is,  therefore,  in  great  need  of  a  suitable  building  to  be  used  as  a 
woman's  hall.  This  building  now  seems  assured  through  the  gen- 
erous offer  of  £10,000  for  the  purpose  by  Mrs.  Shirley  Onderdonk 
of  Durham.  It  seems  desirable,  however,  that  our  Legislature  be 
asked  for  an  appropriation  of  £10,000,  to  put  with  this  sum,  to 
erect  a  20,000-dollar  building,  which  can  be  administered  practi- 
cally as  cheap  as  a  £10,000-structure,  and  will  house  more  than 
twice  as  many  students.  It  will  also  be  necessary  that  money  be 
provided  for  furnishing  the  building. 

The  College  has  reached  a  critical  point.  It  can  no  longer  be 
conducted  efficiently  on  its  present  income,  of  which  the  National 
Government  gives  £47,000,  and  the  State  only  £13,000  annually, 
outside  of  special  appropriations  for  buildings.  The  institution  is 
no  longer  an  experiment.  It  has  demonstrated  its  usefulness 
beyond  doubt,  as  shown  in  the  great  increase  in  students,  the  addi- 
tion of  many  buildings,  and  in  the  important  work  done  by  its 
graduates.  The  institution  is  a  power  for  good  in  the  state,  and 
its  work  should  not  be  crippled  for  lack  of  funds.

ALUMNI    BANQUET. 

That  one  of  the  best  things  the  Alumni  Association  ever  did 
was  to  vote  a  year  ago  to  invite  the  trustees,  faculty,  former  stu- 
dents and  their  wives  was  abundantly  proven  at  Hfltel  Buckmin- 
ster,  Boston,  Friday  night,  February  1,  where  and  when  the  largest 
and  most  enthusiastic   banquet  of  the  loyal  sons  and  daughters  of 
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old  New  Hampshire  assembled  to  renew  friendships  and  cement 
the  common  bond  of  loyalty  to  their  alma  mater. 

A  short  business  meeting  was  held  in  the  hotel  parlors  while 
the  guests  assembled.  Only  routine  business  was  transacted,  as 
the  annual  meeting  comes  in  June,  at  the  college,  on  Commence- 
ment Day.  At  8  p.  m.  the  line  was  formed,  and  all  marched  to 
the  dining  room,  where,  instead  of  the  conventional  long  tables, 
smaller  tables  were  placed  artistically  to  seat  the  65  alumni  and 
guests  present.  The  menu  was  excellent  and  well  served.  Dur- 
ing the  courses  the  College  Mandolin  Club,  consisting  of  Broggini, 
'07,  Lane,  "07,  Huse,  '08,  Cory,  '08,  French,  ?08,  and  Langelier, 
'09,  furnished  delightful  music  and  received  many  deserved 
encores. 

After  the  last  course,  E.  H.  Hancock,  '98,  acting  as  toastmaster, 
introduced  as  the  first  speaker  Mr.  Edward  H.  Wason,  '86,  of 
Nashua,  alumni  trustee,  who  discussed  "  State  College  Education 
as  it  Affects  Civic  Life,"  calling  attention  to  the  broad  lines  of 
instruction  leading  to  the  wide  range  of  professions  filled  by  our 
graduates,  as  shown  by  the  catalogue  to  include  not  only  practical 
farmers,,  agriculturists,  horticulturists  and  business  men,  but  elec- 
trical, mechanical  and  chemical  engineers,  lawyers,  etc. 

Mr.  C.  X.  Stone,  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  was  the 
next  speaker,  and  gave  a  very  interesting  resume  of  the  ups  and 
downs  of  New  Hampshire  College  since  he  became  identified  with 
it  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  1878,  at  which  time  it 
was  overshadowed  by  Dartmouth.  In  hard  sledding  until  1893, 
it  then  began  its  present  era  of  individual  growth  and  power  in 
the  state  as  an  educational  institution. 

Mr.  John  I).  Clark,  '06,  here  read  what  purported  to  be  the 
records  of  a  faculty  meeting  held  in  chapel,  at  7  a.  m.,  Saturday, 
January  20,  to  consider,  among  other  things,  the  petition  of  the 
student  body  that  more  time  be  given  to  military  drill  and  chapel 
be  held  every  day  in  the  week. 

President  Gibbs  was  the  next  speaker,  taking  for  his  subject, 
*4  The  Need  of  Technical  Education  in  New  Hampshire."  Presi- 
dent Gibbs  was  at  his  best  and  his  ringing  speech  brought  forth 
rounds  of  applause. 
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Professor  Scott  was  most  interestingly  reminiscent  in  relating 
anecdotes  and  descriptions  of  college  incidents  while  this  institu- 
tion was  at  Hanover. 

Dean  Pettee  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  success  of  our  alma 
mater  is  largely  due  to  the  liberal  ideas  and  thorough  understand- 
ing of  students,  and  the  best  methods  of  guiding  them,  as  exem- 
plified in  our  presidents,  Murkland  and  Gibbs,  and  before  them  to 
Professors  Dimond  and  Blanpied,  who,  under  the  Dartmouth 
regime  were  practically  the  head  of  this  college,  and  it  was  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  dean  that  Mr.  R.  C.  Chapin,  '79,  the  next  speaker, 
started  the  movement  to  have  a  suitable  memorial  to  Professor 
Blanpied  placed  on  our  college  walls. 

Hon.  R.  W.  Pillsbury,  of  the  board  of  trustees,  was  the  next 
speaker,  and  emphasized  the  need  of  a  liberal  agricultural  educa- 
tion for  the  young  men  in  the  state. 

Telegrams  were  read  from  absent  members  of  the  faculty,  and 
a  letter  was  read  from  H.  E.  Barnard,  '99,  now  state  chemist  of 
Indiana,  expressing  regrets  at  their  inability  to  be  present.

MISSTATEMENTS    PUNCTURED. 

A  letter  sent  to  the  Manchester  Union,  February  5,  by  Pres. 
W.  D.  Gibbs: 

Editor  of  The  Union  : 

The  dispatch  to  the  Boston  Herald  of  January  30  from  Concord, 
under  large  headlines  of  "  Durham  College  Big  Beneficiary,"  con- 
tains so  many  misleading  statements  that  it  ought  not  to  remain 
unanswered.  The  dispatch  says  "  The  state  owes  today  on  account  of 
the  Agricultural  college  $917,627.86."  In  no  proper  sense  is  this 
true.  The  sum  mentioned,  with  the  exception  of  $200,000,  repre- 
sents college  trust  funds  turned  over  to  the  state  in  cash  or  in 
securities  listed  at  a  low  appraisal.  The  securities  have  constantly 
returned  to  the  state  more  than  the  state,  under  the  law,  has  allowed 
the   college  for  their  use.     The  securities  still  remaining  unsold 
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would  bring  into  the  state  a  handsome  premium  if  disposed  of  at 
this  time. 

The  sum  of  ft  200, 000,  mentioned  above,  was  appropriated  by 
the  Legislature  in  1891  and  1893  to  provide  for  the  immediate 
removal  of  the  New  Hampshire  College  to  Durham.  About  $70,- 
000  of  this  sum  has  never  been  paid,  but  remains  as  a  debt 
created  as  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  receipt  by  the  state,  of  the 
Thompson  fund.  The  Thompson  bequest  amounted  at  a  low 
appraisal  at  the  time  it  was  given,  in  1890,  to  about  8350,000  and. 
as  stated  above,  has  returned  to  the  state  a  large  surplus. 

The  article  quoted  says  that  "  the  college  receives  $45,000  annu- 
ally from  the  general  government  and  still  asks  for  aid  from  the 

i 

state."  This  statement  is  also  misleading.  The  college  receives 
only  $25,000  from  this  source  for  college  purposes.  The  balance 
is  for  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  The  truth  is  that  the 
college,  after  1910,  when  the  Thompson  fund  becomes  available, 
will  have  its  running  expenses  well  provided  for.  However,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  state  to  provide  for  buildings  and  their 
repair,  since  none  of  the  college  funds  will  be  available  for  that 
purpose.  This  will  not  fall  as  a  severe  burden  upon  the  state,  for 
in  1910  there  will  be  a  fund  of  some  890,000  accumulated  in  the 
treasury  to  meet  this  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  state. 

For  three  years  more  the  college  must  be  liberally  assisted  by  the 
state.  In  four  years  it  has  doubled  its  numbers,  and  as  a  result  is 
working  today  under  serious  disadvantages  for  lack  of  sufficient 
teaching  force.  Additional  buildings,  which  are  answering  long- 
felt  needs,  require  additional  fuel,  additional  labor  and  additional 
furnishings.  Other  states,  without  hope  of  a  reduction  of  the 
burden,  are  cheerfully  supplying  largely  increased  appropriations 
for  their  state  colleges.  The  institution  is  no  longer  an  experi- 
ment. It  has  demonstrated  its  usefulness,  as  shown  in  the  great 
increase  in  students,  the  addition  of  many  buildings,  and  in  the 
important  Avork  done  by  its  graduates.  The  institution  is  an  influ- 
ence for  good  in  the  state,  and  its  work   should  not  be  crippled  for 

lack  of  funds.

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AGRICULTURAL   DEPARTMENT   NOTES. 

Prof.  E.  L.  Shaw  has  just  received  an  appointment  as  sheep 
expert  in  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  at  Washington.  He 
will  leave  Durham  to  assume  the  duties  of  his  new  position 
July  1. 

The  milking  machine  which  was  installed  in  the  dairy  barn  last 
fall  has  been  doing  very  satisfactory  work.  The  results  of  the  test 
which  is  to  extend  over  a  period  of  one  year,  are  to  be  published  in 
bulletin  form. 

A  living  room  has  just  been  fitted  up  in  the  southeast  corner  of 
the  dairy  barn  for  the  accommodation  of  the  herdsman.  The  advan- 
tage of  this  room  is  to  have  a  man  in  the  barn  at  all  times  in  cases 
of  fire  or  sickness  of  cattle. 

On  account  of  the  extremes  of  weather  conditions  during  the 
winter  some  interesting  results  have  been  obtained  in  the  poultry 
colony  houses  erected  last  fall  with  regard  to  the  inside  tempera- 
ture as  affected  by  glass  and  canvas  windows. 

The  total  farm  sales  for  the  year  1906  including  hay,  milk,  wool, 
beef,  pork  and  livestock,  approximate  83,000.  This  is  the  largest 
amount  that  the  farm  has  yet  produced  in  any  one  year  and  goes  to 
show  that  it  is  gradually  being  restored  to  its  original  fertility. 

Several  changes  were  made  in  Morrill  Hall  during  the  holidays. 
A  room  was  partitioned  off  in  the  livestock  judging  room  for  the 
assembling  of  poultry  supplies  and  the  storage  of  lumber.  An 
apparatus  room  and  workshop  was  also  partitioned  off  from  the 
soil  room. 

The  sheep  breeding  work  initiated  last  year  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  the  question  of  early  lamb  production,  is  proving  of  much 
interest.  A  recent  visitor  who  had  just  inspected  the  flocks  of  the 
various  agricultural  colleges  and  stations  reports  that  he  found 
none  better  than  those  of  New  I  f ampshire  College. 

Since  last  September  between  8900  and  $1,000  has  been  expended 
for  an  increase  in  the  farm  livestock,  the  additions  being  two  head 
of   Holstein  cows,   an    Ayrshire  and  Guernsey  bull   calf   and  forty 
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head   of  sheep,  among  the  latter  being    some    fine    thoroughbred 
Dorset  Horns,  Shropshires,  Southdowns  and  Ilampshires. 

Prof.  J.  W.  Sanborn  of  Pittsfield  addressed  the  agricultural 
students  on  Friday,  February  1,  on  the  subjects  of  " Animal  Nutri- 
tion "  and  "A  System  of  Farming  for  Success."  These  two  were 
the  first  of  a  series  of  special  lectures  which  are  to  be  given  by 
outside  speakers  during  the  term,  and  were  much  appreciated.

"That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e^ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

Faculty-Seniob   Basket-Ball  Game. 

The  long  anticipated  Senior-Faculty  basket-ball  game  came  to 
pass  upon  the  evening  of  March  o,  resulting  in  a  victory  lor  the 
seniors  by  a  score  of  25  to  5.  That  it  was  a  farce  so  far  as  scien- 
tific basket  ball  is  concerned  is  indicated  by  the  score,  but  the  fact 
does  by  no  means  detract  from  the  story  that  tells  of  what  was  one 
of  the  most  laughable  and  enjoyable  times  of  the  year. 

The  faculty  was   represented  by  the  University  of  Indiana  foot- 
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ball  star.  Dr.  Headlee,  the  tennis  crack.  "  Pa  "  Taylor,  the  track 
man  John  Clark,  the  old  Lafayette  lacrosse  captain,  uArt"  Nesbit, 
••  Sam  "  Adams,  the  old  cheer  leader,  Ham,  the  farmer,  Curry,  the 
modest  Westerner,  and  Tinkham,  our  old  football  star.  That  these 
men  tried  to  sustain  their  former  records  as  athletes  goes  with- 
out saying,  but  their  lack  of  team  work  placed  them  at  a  dis- 
advantage before  the  far  better  trained  team  of  seniors. 

The  large  crowd  present  were  attracted  to  the  gymnasium  by 
the  very  attractive  posters  placed  in  the  different  buildings  and  in 
the  stores  about  town  a  week  before  the  game.  The  posters  were 
contributed  by  French,  '08,  Kidder  and  Knapp  '10.  Promptly  at 
eight  o'clock  the  gallery  began  to  fill  with  the  faculty  supporters 
while  the  student  body  occupied  the  seats  on  the  floor  about  the 
cage  singing  college  songs,  accompanied  by  the  college  band. 

The  Pettee  block  crowd  of  some  thirty  men  turned  out  in  cos- 
tume headed  by  a  hobo  drum  corps  carrying  illuminated  signs  stat- 
ing that  they  were  for  "  Pa  ''  Pet,  and  the  faculty.  After  the  game 
began  it  was  easily  seen  that  the  famous  faculty  team  was  to  be 
the  trailers  in  the  match,  and  at  the  close  of  the  first  half  Randall? 
the  senior  captain,  had  thrown  three  baskets  with  Broggini  fol- 
lowing with  two  baskets  and  one  goal  from  foul.  "  Cap"  Xesbit 
of  the  faculty  had  made  one  basket  and  one  goal  from  foul.  This 
period  ended  with  a  score  of  ten  to  three.  Between  the  first  and 
second  period  '07  supporters  in  costume  paraded  with  hobo  drum 
corps.  This  opposition  to  the  Pettee  Block  crowd  was  the  cause  of 
much  merriment,  as  it  showed  their  sentiments  against  the  faculty. 
After  this  parade  Professor  Putnam  made  a  short  speech  stating 
that  candy  was  on  sale  in  the  club  rooms  by  the  young  lady  students 
of  the  college.  He  then  introduced  Professor  YVhorisky  as  the 
auctioneer  of  the  evening.  Professor  Whorisky  proceeded  to  auc- 
tion off  two  of  the  posters  which  brought  over  ten  dollars.  The 
three  remaining  posters  were  sold  at  auction  at  the  end  of  the 
second  period  thus  bringing  the  price  of  the  entire  lot  to  something 
over  twenty  dollars. 

The  second  period  ended  with  a  score  of  17  to  4,  the  former 
score  being  added  to  by  Ingham's  two  baskets,  Randall's  basket, 
and   Xesbit's  goal  from  foul.     In  this  period  Taylor  had   substi- 
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tuted  Clark  at  left  guard,  and  Adams  had  gone  into  Ham's  posi- 
tion at  left  forward. 

The  third  period  opened  with  a  fast  pace  set  by  the  senior  five. 
Lane  had  taken  Captain  Randall's  position  at  left  forward  ;  Little- 
field  went  into  Ingham's  position  at  center  during  the  last  few 
minutes  of  play,  while  Woodward  substituted  Powers  at  left 
guard.  In  this  same  period  the  faculty  made  further  substitutions 
by  placing  Morse  and  Ham  respectively  in  Headlee's  position  at 
right  guard  while  Tinkham  replaced  Curry  at  right  forward. 

The  only  point  made  in  the  third  period  by  the  faculty  was  a 
goal  from  foul  made  by  "  Cap  "  Xesbit.  Their  opponent's  score, 
however,  was  added  to  by  Ingham's  two  baskets,  and  one  basket 
each  by  Xoyes  and  Woodward.

His  topic,  "The  Turpentine  Industry,"  was  pre- 
sented in  an  unusually  lucid  manner,  which  all  could  readily 
understand,  and  brought  forth  clearly  the  great  saving  of  both 
material  and  cost  made  by  the  careful  application  of  scientific 
methods.  A  practical  revolution  in  the  process  of  turpentine  pro- 
duction has  been  brought  about  by  the  researches  of  Doctor 
Herty.  The  lecture  was  beautifully  illustrated  and  was  greatly 
enjoyed  by  all. 


AGRICULTURAL    DEPARTMENT    NOTES. 

Mr.  Ham,  farm  foreman,  now  has  an  office  in  the  storage  room 
recently  partitioned  off  in  the  livestock  judging  room. 

Professor  Taylor  is  now  preparing  a  new  descriptive  and  illus- 
trative circular  of  the  two-years'  course,  which  is  to  be  sent  out 
during  the  spring  term. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Benedict  &  Livingston,  Boston  wool 
merchants,  the  department  recently  received  fourteen  samples  show- 
ing the  classification  of  the  different  grades  of  wool  on  the  Boston 
market. 
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Prof.  F.  W.  Taylor  was  called  to  Ohio  in  the  middle  of  Febru- 
ary on  account  of  the  sickness  and  death  of  his  mother.  Presi- 
dent Gibbs  conducted  the  recitations  in  Soil  Physics  during  his 
absence. 

A  "  Kelly  "  duplex  feed  grinder  was  recently  installed  in  the 
dairy  barn.  This  machine  is  being  used  for  grinding  oats  and  bar- 
ley and  corn  and  cob  meal.  About  400  bushels  of  ear  corn  grown 
on  the  farm  last  season  are  to  be  ground  up. 

Prof.  William  H.  Caldwell,  secretary  of  the  American  Guern- 
sey Cattle  Club,  who  was  to  lecture  here  February  21  on  "  Milk 
Production  in  Xew  Hampshire,' '  was  forced  to  cancel  his  date  on 
account  of  sickness.  The  lecture  has  been  postponed  until  the 
latter  part  of  April. 

Dr.  Lemuel  Pope,  veterinarian,  of  Portsmouth,  gave  a  lecture 
and  demonstration  on  caponizing,  before  the  class  in  poultry,  on 
Thursday,  February  28.  The  raising  of  capons  for  the  summer 
hotels  is  becoming  an  important  and  immensely  profitable  industry 
in  certain  sections  of  the  state. 

Professor  Rane,  now  Massachusetts  state  forester,  gave  the  last 
of  the  winter  course  series  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  department, 
Friday  evening,  March  8.  The  subject  of  "  Reforestation  of  our 
Woodlands "  was  treated  in  a  practical,  scientific  manner,  and 
showed  what  savings  and  profits  can  accrue  under  a  rational  sys- 
tem of  forestry. 

Ex-Gov.  N.  J.  Bachelder  addressed  the  agricultural  students  in 
Morrill  Hall,  Friday  evening,  March  l,on  the  subject  of  "  Summer 
Homes  and  Summer  Boarding  Industry  in  the  State."  The  lecture 
brought  out  some  new  phases  of  rural  economy  in  our  state,  and 
was  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who  heard  it.  The  governor  attended 
the  informal  given  by  the  Casque  and  Casket  Society  later  in  the 
evening. 

A  small  poultry  show  was  arranged  by  Professor  Shaw  in  the 
livestock  judging  room,  for  the  class  in  poultry,  on  February  14. 
About  forty  birds  were  on  exhibition,  representing  seven  different 
breeds.     Mr.  Charles   Flanders  of  Concord,    who  is  considered  an 
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expert  judge  of  poultry,  was  present  and  gave  a  demonstration  in 
scoring.  He  also  gave  a  general  talk  upon  leading  topics  con- 
cerning the  poultry  business,  bringing  out  many  valuable  points 
which  were  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the  class.

OFFERED  BY  THE 

New  Hampshire  College 

To  Graduates  of  High  Schools  and  Academies 


THROUGH  the  generosity  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith  of  Durham,  the 
sum  of  $10,000  has  been  given  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  to  establish  the  Valentine  Smith 
scholarships  under  these  conditions  : 

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e^ch 
succeeding  class. 

.    Examinations   for   admission  will  be   held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

Tennis,  baseball,  golf,  swimming  and  track  meets  between  the 
different  colleges  are  enjoyed  during  the  afternoons,  and  on  the 
Fourth  of  July  a  celebration  is  held  which  is  never  forgotten  by 
those  who  witness  it. 

This  year  the  conference  is  to  be  in  session  from  June  28  to 
July  7,  and  any  student  who  can  possibly  attend  will  be  amply 
repaid  for  his  time. 
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EDITORIAL 


It  has  recently  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  MONTHLY, 
more  forcibly  than  ever,  that  the  student  body  shows  a  careless 
spirit  in  handling  the  publications  in  the  reading-room  at  Thomp- 
son Hall. 

Oftentimes  interesting  articles,  perhaps  pertaining  to  college 
affairs,  such  as  accounts  of  games,  class  affairs,  etc.,  are  clipped 
from  the  papers,  and  thereby  many  students  are  deprived  of  the 
use  of  them.  Sometimes  newspapers  are  entirely  destroyed  a  few 
hours  after  being  placed  on  file. 

Without  doubt  most  of  these  offences  are  committed  in  a 
thoughtless  and  careless  manner,  but  surely  such  things  do  not 
reflect  credit  on  college  men. 

The  publications  are  placed  in  the  reading-room  by  the  college, 
for  the.  benefit  of  the  entire  student  body,  not  for  any  special  few, 
and  therefore  each  student  should  feel  a  personal  responsibility  in 
the  matter. 

It  does  not  require  any  great  effort  to  stop  and  think  and  exert 
a  little  care  in  the  matter,  and  if  we  all  adopt  this  method  and 
have  regard  for  our  fellow-students,  it  will  surely  result  in  the 
protection  of  the  publications. 


The  Casque  and  Casket,  believing  that  uniformity  in  the  size 
and  style  of  college  letters  and  class  numerals  is  desirable,  sug- 
gests  the  following  changes  in  the  present  regulations: 

That  members  of  the  college  football  team  be  awarded  the  right 
to  wear  the  six-inch  block  letters  X.  II. 

That  members  of  the  college  baseball  team  be  awarded  the  right 
to  wear  the  four-inch  block  letters  X.  II. 

That  the   members  of  the  college   basket   ball  team   be  awarded 
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the  right  to  wear  six-inch  block  letters  N.  H.  overlapped  with  3£ 
inch  block  letter  B  on  either  side. 

That  members  of  class  teams  be  awarded  the  right  to  wear  four- 
inch  block  numerals  of  class  represented. 

That  all  letters  and  numerals  shall  be  white  in  color  and  worn 
only  on  blue. 

These  suggestions  will  be  placed  before  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion at  an  early  date,  and  the  support  of  the  student  body  is 
desired  in  bringing  about  such  changes. 


A    COLLEGE    FIELD    DAY. 

The  matter  of  an  annual  Field  Day  has  several  times  suggested 
itself  to  the  mind  of  the  writer  in  connection  with  our  athletic 
sports.  Such  an  event  is  a  fixture  in  many  colleges  and  is  looked 
forward  to  by  the  students  with  great  enthusiasm.  There  is  noth- 
ing that  will  broaden  out  and  develop  a  young  man  like  good,  keen 
competition.  Competition  always  brings  out  the  best  there  is  in 
us,  whether  it  be  in  our  studies,  our  social  affairs  or  in  our  athletic 
pursuits.  It  is  on  the  ground  of  the  advantages  which  competition 
affords  that  the  matter  of  an  Annual  Field  Day  for  Xew  Hamp- 
shire College  is  suggested. 

The  event,  as  it  is  customarily  carried  out,  consists  of  a  series  of 
athletic  field  contests  participated  in  by  any  and  all  students  eligible 
to  represent  their  class  or  the  college  in  contests  of  any  kind.  The 
usual  contests  of  the  day  are  the  50,  100  and  220  yard  dashes; 
the  quarter,  half  and  mile  run ;  the  220  yard  low  and  high  hurdle 
race :  the  standing  broad  jump  ;  the  running  broad  jump  :  the 
hop-step  and  jump  ;  the  pole  vault ;  the  shot-put :  the  hammer 
throw ;  the  baseball  throw ;  class  relay  races,  etc.  Occasionally, 
for  a  little  novelty  and  comedy  combined,  three-legged  races,  sack 
races,  obstacle  races  and  potato  races  are  introduced. 

The  names  of  the  winners  of  the  various  contests  could  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Commencement  number  of  the  Monthly.  Records 
for  each  contest  would  be  established  the  first  Field  Day  meet,  and 
the  holders  of  these  records  would  continue  to  have  that  distinction 
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until  their  records  were  broken  and  captured  by  some  other  stu- 
dent in  subsequent  years.  We  would  thus  have  a  New  Hampshire 
College  record  for  athletic  prowess  along  certain  lines  which  every 
student  ought  to  take  pride  in  holding  if  he  can. 

( )ne  of  the  great  advantages  of  Field  Day  contests  is  that  the 
nature  of  the  contests  is  so  varied  that  most  any  student,  unless  he 
is  physically  disabled,  can  take  part  in  some  one  of  them.  Tins 
cannot  be  said  to  the  same  extent  of  the  games  of  football,  basket 
ball  and  baseball,  in  which  each  player  must  have  a  certain  natural 
and  specialized  proficiency.  Of  course,  no  student  should  be 
debarred  from  entering  any  or  all  the  contests  if  he  chooses,  and 
the  one  winning  the  greatest  number  of  total  points  during  the  day 
would  have  the  record  of  being  the  best  all-around  athlete. 

In  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  contests  the  committee  in 
charge  should  secure  prizes  to  be  offered.  I  think  our  local  mer- 
chants, some  of  the  Dover  merchants,  certain  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty, perhaps  the  athletic  association  and  other  student  organiza- 
tions would  be  willing  to  offer  or  donate  prizes  of  limited  value, 
say  from  fifty  cents  to  one  dollar.  The  writer  recalls  with  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  the  success  of  field  day  contests  in  his  college 
days,  and  of  how  he  won  such  prizes  as  a  pair  of  suspenders,  a 
fountain  pen,  ten  dozen  bananas,  a  box  of  soap,  a  league  baseball 
and  a  half  bushel  of  potatoes. 

In  such  an  enterprise  the  students  themselves  must,  of  course, 
take  the  initiative,  and  the  success  of  it  all  will  depend  largely  upon 
the  interest  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  take  hold  and  push. 
The  meet,  if  we  wish  to  call  it  such,  could  be  held  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  or  college  exercises  might  be  suspended  for  a  half  day 
to  give  every  one  an  opportunity  to  attend  and  see  what  their  favor- 
ites can  do.  Let  us  have  a  Field  Day,  and  let  us  have  it  this  year 
just  for  a  trial.      What  do  you  say?

REVIEW  OF  THE  BASKET-BALL  SEASON. 

The  season  just  closed  has  been  very  satisfactory  to  the  support- 
ers of  Xew  Hampshire,  not  alone  from  the  showing  of  the  team 
but  in  the  brilliant  prospects  of  the  future.  The  steady  improve- 
ment of  the  team  during  the  season  promises  well  for  next  season, 
and  with  every  hope  of  beginning  next  season  with  the  team  intact, 
it  would  seem  that  next  year  should  be  a  banner  one. 

The  work  of  this  season  has  been  remarkable  in  view  of  the 
changes  of  coaches  and  the  handicap  of  learning  a  new  style  of  play 
during  the  season.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  spectator  the 
change  to  the  intercollegiate  rules  was  well  made.  The  game  is 
much  more  interesting  and  permits  of  a  more  continuous  play. 

( hie  feature  of  the  season  has  been  the  excellent  work  of  Mr. 
Killourhy  as  referee.  His  knowledge  of  the  game  and  extreme 
fairness  has  been  commented  on  favorably  by  every  visiting  team. 

The  work  of  the  team  shows  several  rather  inconsistent  games, 
but  these  are  accounted  for  by  the  changes  in  rules  and  in  the 
makeup  of  the  team.  The  Vermont  and  Maine  games  at  Burling- 
ton and  Orono  were  played  under  the  intercollegiate  rules  without 
the  team  having  had  any  previous  training  in  this  style  of  play. 
In  the  Rhode  Island  game,  the  team  was  handicapped  by  the  lack 
of  Rolfe,  who  had  been   playing  the  star   game  at  forward,  and   in 
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the  Tufts  game  the  absence  of  Ryan  was  keenly  felt.  The  record 
made  against  the  strong  Tufts  team  was  very  creditable  in  consid- 
eration of  the  weakened  condition  of  the  team  and  the  strength 
shown  by  Tufts  against  several  of  the  strongest  college  teams. 

The  annual  game  between  the  sophomores  and  freshmen  was  a 
well-fought  game,  resulting  in  a  victory  for  the  freshmen  again 
demonstrating  that  "young  blood  must  be  served." 

The  sophomores  missed  Rolfe  and  Snow,  last  year's  stars,  and, 
although  Tucker  and  Kennedy  played  a  very  strong,  aggressive 
game,  the  universal  superiority  of  the  freshmen  counted.  Ryan's 
work  in  this  game  marks  him  as  a  tit  mate  for  Captain  Cone  of 
the  "  Varsity."

Professor  Pettee  did  have  one  windmill  blowTn  over, 
but  it  was  not  accompanied  by  such  disastrous  results  as  men- 
tioned above. 


LITERAKY    NOTE. 

The  Macmillan  Company  is  about  to  publish  "  Individual  T rain- 
ing in  Our  Colleges,"  by  Clarence  F,  Birdseye,  the  well-known 
legal  author,  who  for  five  years  has  been  thoroughly  investigating 
the  student's  problem  in  our  colleges  from  the  unique  standpoint 
of  the  student  himself.  Fortunately  this  first  thorough  investiga- 
tion from  this  standpoint  has  been  made  by  a  careful  lawyer  of 
thirty  years'  experience,  who  takes  nothing  for  granted  but  is  a 
believer  in  the  college  course,  and  whose  sympathies  are  entirely 
with  the  undergraduates. 
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Mr.  Birdseye  discusses,  from  the  business  and  professional 
standpoint,  the  handicaps  of  the  student  before,  during  and  after 
his  college  course,  and  the  failures,  wastes  and  lack  of  economies 
in  our  colleges,  and  gives  a  masterly  analysis  of  the  strong  and 
weak  points  of  college  athletics,  and  the  reasons  why  the  one- 
horse-power  professional  coach  often  has  so  much  more  influence 
with  the  student  body  than  the  fifty-horse-power  faculty,  with  its 
archaic  marking  system. 

Mr.  Birdseye's  article  in  The  Outlook  of  July  28,  1906,  on  the 
"  Greek-Letter  Fraternities  as  an  Educational  Influence,'"  attracted 
much  attention.  In  the  present  book,  the  true  meaning  of  the 
fraternities  has  been  worked  out  and  their  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties to  their  members  and  colleges  have  been  set  forth  with  start- 
ling clearness.  At  Harvard  only  five  per  cent,  of  a  student's 
whole  year  is  spent  in  the  lecture  or  recitation  room. 

Mr.  Birdseye  demonstrates  that  it  is  the  ninety-five  per  cent. 
away  from  the  direct  influence  of  his  professors  which  dominates 
the  other  five  per  cent.,  and  hence  the  student's  course  at  college 
and  thereafter.  His  discussion  of  the  student's  home  life,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  his  college  community  life,  is  entirely  novel  and 
unlocks  many  mysteries  as  to  failures  in  college  and  thereafter. 
He  pays  a  fine  tribute  to  the  ordinary  college  student,  considering 
his  unfortunate  environment  arising  from  the  failures  of  college 
authorities,  alumni  and  parents. 

The  book  abounds  with  anecdote  and  illustration.  The  discus- 
sion of  the  present  evils  of  college  life  is  complete  and  convincing, 
and  evidently  made  by  one  who  knows  his  subject  thoroughly 
from  the  student's  standpoint.  The  introduction  is  by  Dr.  Elmer 
Ellsworth  Brown,  United  States  commissioner  of  education,  and 
the  book  has  received  the  warm  approval  of  many  other  leading 
educators  as  the  most  important  contribution  thus  far  made  to  the 
discussion  of  the  constantly  recurring  question,  What  is  the  mat- 
ter with  our  colleges?

THROUGH  the  generosity  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith  of  Durham,  the 
sum  of  $10,000  has  been  given  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  to  establish  the  Valentine  Smith 
scholarships  under  these  conditions  : 

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  each 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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FIELD    DAY    SUGGESTION. 

Apropos  of  the  thought  suggested  by  "  F.  W.  T."  in  the  last 
number  of  The  Monthly,  why  would  it  not  be  a  good  scheme  to 
have  a  general  holiday  at  Xew  Hampshire  at  the  time  and  on  the 
date  of  the  annual  inspection  of  the  military  department  in  May 
which  is  required  by  the  War  Department  ?  This  date,  while  not 
fixed  or  permanent,  always  occurs  in  this  month,  and  usually  about 
the  10th  to  the  loth,  the  inspecting  officer  usually  informing  the 
president  of  the  college  a  month  or  so  in  advance.  The  hour  for 
such  inspection  would  not  interfere  with  the  games,  sports,  field 
or  track  events,  as  suggested  in  the  article  to  which  reference  is 
made  above,  and  the  remainder  of  the  day  (the  inspection  would 
not  take  over  an  hour  and  a  half)  would  be  devoted  to  the  annual 
Field  Day  for  Xew  Hampshire.  A  full  and  free  discussion  now 
will  bring  this  matter  into  shape  for  next  year,  and  in  that  way 
another  custom  will  be  instituted  here  that  will  place  us  along 
athletic  lines  in  the  same  category  as  are  all  other  colleges  in  the 
country.  Have  prizes  by  all  means,  but  let  us  have  a  holiday  for 
the  purpose  ;  also,  make  the  events  so  varied  that  all  students  can 
participate  and  rivalry  be  kindled.  Agitate  this  scheme.  We 
hear  the  students  already  discussing  it  on  the  streets,  but  let's  do 
more  than  that.  Bring  it  up  before  the  Athletic  Association;  let 
the  Faculty  knowr  that  we  really  desire  such  a  field  day,  and  begin 
training  as  soon  as  college  opens  next  September.      Get  busy  ! 
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INSPECTION    OF    THE    MILITARY    DEPARTMENT. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  military  department  of  the  college, 
as  required  by  the  War  Department  orders,  took  place  on  Wednes- 
day, May  8,  at  11  a.  m.,  and  lasted  an  hour  and  a  half.  The 
inspecting  officer  was  Capt.  M.  J.  Lenihan  of  the  General  Staff 
Corps,  United  States  .Army,  he  being  one  of  the  four  officers 
detailed  this  year  to  inspect  all  institutions  of  learning  at  which 
officers  of  the  army  are  on  duty  as  instructors.  His  assignments 
includes  all  such  colleges  along  the  Atlantic  coast  states  from 
Florida  to  Maine. 

Captain  Lenihan  arrived  during  the  forenoon  from  his  inspec- 
tion at  University  of  Maine,  at  Orono,  and  before  the  battalion 
formation,  spent  the  time  in  conference  with  President  Gibbs ; 
inspecting  the  books  and  returns  of  the  department  and  the  rifle 
range. 

The  battalion  was  formed  by  Adjutant  Croghan  and  Sergeant- 
Major  Cone,  with  Major  Broggini  in  command,  who  presented  the 
battalion  to  Captain  Lenihan.  Passing  around  the  lines,  the 
inspecting  officer  was  accompanied  by  President  Gibbs  and  Lieu- 
tenant Hunt.  The  battalion  passed  in  review  in  both  quick  and 
double  time,  the  lines  being  equally  good  both  times  as  they  passed 
the  reviewing  officer.  Battalion  inspection  followed,  questions 
being  asked  regarding  the  name,  caliber  and  nomenclature  of  the 
rifles  now  used  by  the  cadets. 

Major  Broggini  took  charge  of  the  battalion  in  close  order  drill, 
followed  by  company  drills  in  close  and  extended  order  by  each 
company  under  Captains  Randall  and  Lane.  The  normal  attack 
formation  was  next  required,  and  Major  Broggini  moved  across 
the  athletic  field  in  an  attack  on  the  Experiment  Station.

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towards  making  drill  a  success.  In  recognition  of  the  excellent 
inspection,  Lieutenant  Hunt  excused  the  battalion  from  all  drills 
for  two  weeks. 


ONE  OF  THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  COLLEGE,  A  BOYS' 

DORMITORY. 

One  of  the  first  questions  asked  by  a  stranger  when  he  visits 
the  college  is,  "Where  are  the  dormitories?"  We  reluctantly  tell 
him  that  the  college  owns  none,  but  that  a  dormitory  for  young 
women  will  be  built  next  year.  The  need  of  such  a  building  is 
indeed  great,  but  the  need  of  a  dormitory  for  young  men  is 
greater. 

One  reason  why  we  need  a  dormitory  is  that  there  are  practically 
no  accommodations  suitable  for  students  in  Durham.  Most  of  the 
rooms  are  in  private  houses,  which  were  not  primarily  intended 
for  the  purpose  of  renting  rooms.  Consequently  they  are  small 
and  ill-suited  to  the  purpose.  The  landlord  usually  keeps  the  door 
locked,  so  that  if  one  student  wishes  to  visit  another,  he  has  to 
disturb  the  family  in  order  to  be  let  in.  This  arrangement  is  very 
inconvenient.  Pettee  Block  is  almost  the  only  place  where  we  do 
not  meet  with  these  conditions.  There  life  is  a  terror  to  the  fresh- 
man during  the  first  part  of  the  fall  term,  on  account  of  the  near- 
ness of  his  sophomore  friends.  After  he  has  roomed  there  for  a 
short  time,  however,  he  cannot  be  persuaded  to  leave.  The  need 
of  better  accommodations  is  obvious. 

Convenience  is  a  great  advantage  of  the  dormitory.  It  would 
be  near  the  college  buildings,  a  fact  which  would  make  it  easy  for 
the  student  to  go  back  and  forth  to  recitations.  During  a  full 
period,  many  students  do  not  have  time  to  go  to  their  rooms  on 
account  of  the  distance,  and  consequently  the  time  is  spent  in 
idleness,  while  if  their  rooms  were  nearby,  they  would  spend  the 
time  to  better  advantage. 

Not  only  its  location,  but  its  superior  arrangement  of  rooms, 
recommends  the  dormitory.  It  is  built  for  the  purpose  of  housing 
students,  and  consequently  it  would  be  laid  out  so  as  to  be  more 
convenient  than  the  ordinary  dwelling  house. 
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The  cost  of  such  rooms  would  not  be  great.  If  the  college 
received  the  same  price  for  them  which  the  townspeople  receive. 
the  investment  would  pay.  ( )n  the  other  hand,  if  the  rooms  were 
rented  at  actual  cost,  the  expense  to  students  would  be  less.  On 
account  of  the  better  arrangement  of  rooms  and  the  lower  ex  [tense, 
more  students  would  be  attracted  to  the  college.  The  time  is 
coming  when  we  must  have  a  boys*  dormitory,  and  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  student  body  that  that  time  may  not  be  far  away.

THE    TIMBER    SUPPLY. 

THREE     TIMES     AS     MICH    TIMBER      USED     EACH      VKAK     As      THE 

FOREST    GROWS. 

Every  person  in  the  l/nited  States  is  using  over  six  times  as 
much  wood  as  he  would  use  if  he  were  in  Europe.  The  country 
as  a  whole  consumes  every  year  between  three  and  four  times  more 
wood  than  all  of  the  forests  of  the  United  States  grow  in  the  mean- 
time. The  average  acre  of  forest  lays  up  a  store  of  only  ten  cu hit- 
feet  annually,  whereas  it  ought  to  be  laying  up  at  least  30 
cubic  feet  in  order  to  furnish  the  products  taken  out  of  it. 
Since  1880  more  than  700,000,000,000  feet  of  timber  have  been 
cut  for  lumber  alone,  including  80,000,000,000  feet  of  coniferous 
timber  in  excess  of  the  total  coniferous  stumpage  estimate  of  the 
census  in  1880. 

These  are  some  of  the  remarkable  statements  made  in  Circular 
97,  of  the  Forest  Service,  which  deals  with  the  timber  supply  of  the 
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United  States  and  reviews  the  stumpage  estimates  made  by  all  the 
important  authorities.  A  study  of  the  circular  must  lead  directly 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  rate  at  which  forest  products  in  the 
United  States  have  been  and  are  being  consumed  is  far  too  lavish, 
and  that  only  one  result  can  follow  unless  steps  are  promptly  taken 
to  prevent  waste  in  use  and  to  increase  the  growth  rate  of  every 
acre  of  forest  in  the  United  States.  This  result  is  a  timber  famine. 
This  country  is  today  in  the  same  position  with  regard  to  forest 
resources  as  was  Germany  150  years  ago.  During  this  period  of 
150  years  such  German  states  as  Saxony  and  Prussia,  particularly 
the  latter,  have  applied  a  policy  of  government  control  and  regu- 
lation which  has  immensely  increased  the  productivity  of  their  for- 
ests. The  same  policy  will  achieve  even  better  results  in  the 
United  States,  because  we  have  the  advantage  of  all  the  lessons 
which  Europe  has  learned  and  paid  for  in  the  course  of  a  century 
of  theory  and  practice. 

Lest  it  might  be  assumed  that  the  rapid  and  gaining  depletion 
of  American  forest  resources  is  sufficiently  accounted  for  by  the 
increase  of  population  it  is  pointed  out  in  the  circular  that  the 
increase  in  population  since  1880  is  barely  more  than  half  the 
increase  in  lumber  cut  in  the  same  period.  Two  areas  supplying 
timber  have  already  reached  and  passed  their  maximum  production 
— the  Northeastern  states  in  1870  and  the  Lake  states  in  1890.  To- 
day the  Southern  states,  which  cut  yellow  pine  amounting  to  one 
third  the  total  annual  lumber  cut  of  the  country,  are  undoubtedly 
near  their  maximum.  The  Pacific  states  will  soon  take  the  ascen- 
dency. The  state  of  Washington  within  a  few  years  has  come  to 
the  front  and  now  ranks  first  of  all  individual  states  in  volume  of 
cut. 

At  present  but  one  fifth  of  the  total  forest  area  of  the  United 
States  is  embraced  in  national  forests.  The  remaining  four  fifths 
have  already  passed  or  are  most  likely  to  pass  into  private  hands. 
The  average  age  of  the  trees  felled  for  lumber  this  year  is  not  less 
than  150  years.  In  other  words,  if  he  is  to  secure  a  second  crop 
of  trees  of  the  same  size,  the  lumberman  or  private  forest  owner 
must  wait,  say,  at  least   one   hundred  years  for  the  second  crop  to 
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grow.  As  a  rule,  such  long-time  investments  as  this  waiting  would 
involve  do  not  commend  themselves  to  business  men  who  are  accus- 
tomed to  quick  returns.  But  the  states  and  the  nation  can  look 
much  farther  ahead.  The  larger,  then,  the  area  of  national  and 
state  control  over  woodlands,  the  greater  is  the  likelihood  that  the 
forests  of  the  country  will  be  kept  permanently  productive.

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?>ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.

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OUR    NEW    LIBRARY. 

The  dedication  of  our  new  library  took  place  Monday  afternoon 
of  Commencement  week  in  Thompson  Hall.  The  library  is  to  be 
a  joint  library  of  the  town  and  college  and  was  obtained  through 
the  generous  gift  of  Mrs.  Onderdonk,  together  with  that  of  Andrew 
Carnegie,  and  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Durham  Public  Library 
Association  and  Durham  Public  Library.

NEW    HAMPSHIRE    COLLEGE    LIBRARY. 

During  this  Commencement  season  of  1907  a  good  deal  is  being 
said  about  library  matters.  There  are,  perhaps,  some  people  who 
may  be  interested  to  know  something  about  the  college  library  pre- 
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vious  to  the  college  migration.  Some  have  parodied  the  celebrated 
chapter  on  snakes  in  Ireland,  and  written,  "There  was  no  college 
library."  They  have  looked  upon  the  college  as  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  town  for  intellectual  pabulum  in  the  book  form.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  however,  the  college  had  had  a  library  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ;  and  when  the  first  recitation  was  held  in  Durham, 
the  college  library  was  nearly  as  large  as  the  public  library  of  Durham. 
It  is  my  opinion,  based  upon  thirty-four  years  of  practical  library 
experience,  that  the  money  value  of  the  college  library  was  about 
twice  that  of  the  other. 

The  college  started  with  a  professor  of  chemistry  for  a  centre. 
He  was,  I  think,  a  Concord  man.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Middle- 
bury  College  and  spent  some  time  in  Europe  previous  to  the  begin- 
ning of  instruction  in  Hanover.  This  man,  Professor  Dimond, 
was  the  starter  of  the  library  and  it  is  specially  appropriate  that 
his  portrait  is  in  the  library.  In  the  Dartmouth  catalogue  for  186  8 
is  the  following  statement :  "  The  library  of  the  department  con- 
tains five  hundred  volumes  of  valuable  scientific  works  purchased 
in  Europe ;  about  one  hundred  of  which  are  from  the  private 
library  of  the  late  Professor  Farady." 

Three  years  later  the  first  class  was  graduated  from  New  Hamp- 
shire College.  At  that  time  the  catalogue  gave  credit  for  a  thou- 
sand volumes.  Three  years  later  there  were  thirteen  hundred 
volumes. 

About  that  time  a  catalogue  of  the  library  was  printed.  It  was 
a  splendid  illustration  of  just  what  a  library  catalogue  ought  not 
to  be. 

By  virtue  of  the  contract  between  the  two  colleges  those  con- 
nected with  New  Hampshire  College  had  the  free  use  of  the  library 
of  Dartmouth  College.  By  some  accident,  perhaps,  in  the  con- 
tract there  was  no  provision  giving  those  connected  with  Dart- 
mouth College  the  right  to  use  the  library  of  the  younger  institu- 
tion. The  distinguished  American  astronomer,  Professor  Charles 
Young,  told  me  that  there  were  books  in  that  library  which  the 
Dartmouth  faculty  would  like  to  use. 

By  the  end  of  the  college  year  1881-'82  there  were,  according 
to   the  college  catalogue,  about  two  thousand  volumes.     During 
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that  year  they  were  classified  according  to  the  Dewey  decimal  sys- 
tem, which  was  then  a  few  years  old  and  had  probably  not  been 
adopted  by  any  other  library  in  New  Hampshire. 

Some  time  later  the  books  were  placed  in  the  new  library  build- 
ing of  Dartmouth  College.  The  library  of  New  Hampshire  Col- 
lege thus  became  one  of  the  six  libraries  which  were  united  in 
administration  but  not  in  ownership.  The  students  of  all  the 
undergraduate  departments  paid  certain  library  fees  and  a  certain 
part  of  the  money  thus  paid  went  for  new  books  which  were  divided 
among  four  of  the  libraries. 

The  students  of  New  Hampshire  College  also  supported  a  liter- 
ary society  which  gradually  collected  a  library  of  several  hundred 
volumes. 

When  the  law  had  been  passed  for  the  removal  of  the  State  Col- 
lege to  Durham  the  books  of  the  college  were  removed  from  the 
library  building  of  Dartmouth  College.  With  them  were  united 
the  volumes  belonging  to  the  literary  society.  Then  certain  addi- 
tions were  made, — in  particular  well-bound  sets  of  several  English 
and  American  periodicals.  An  accession  book  was  used  and  a 
type  written  card  catalogue  was  made.  The  report  to  the  trustees 
before  the  beginning  of  the  college  year  1893— "94  showed  three 
thousand  volumes  valued  at  thirty-five  hundred  dollars. 

During  one  of  the  early  years  after  the  migration  to  Durham, 
an  attempt  was  made  to  induce  a  legislative  committee  to  make 
some  appropriation  for  additions  to  the  library.  The  response  of 
one  of  the  members  of  the  committee  was  that  there  was  a  library 
at  Dover  and  the  students  could  use  that.  It  must  be  added  that 
those  immediately  interested  were  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the 
happy  solution  proposed  by  the  Concord  Solon.  A  few  of  the  pro- 
fessors, however,  had  been  paying  fees  to  the  Dover  library. 

Since  1893  the  two  libraries, — the  one  of  the  college  and  the 
other  of  the  town, — have  increased  rapidly  in  value.  Any  town 
that  lias  a  small  library,  and  desires  a  large  one,  should  secure  a 
librarian  like  Miss  Mary  Smith.  At  the  Durham  library  a  book 
asked  for,  generally  appeared  in  a  week  or  two.  She  had  a  charm- 
ing habit  of  buying  long  lists  of  books  at  her  own  expense.  The 
college  library,  however,  soon  became  the  larger  of  the  two  and  it 
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came  to  contain  far  more  expensive  books.  At  present  it  contains 
about  thirteen  thousand  volumes  and  more  than  three  thousand 
pamphlets.  Its  estimated  value  based  upon  cost,  with  allowance 
for  depreciation,  is  fourteen  thousand  dollars.

CLASS    HISTORY.

In  reviewing  the  history  of  any  great  event,  whether  it  be  an 
account  of  a  battle,  the  growth  of  a  nation,  or  the  development  of 
a  class ;  the  written  history  is  bound  to  be  more  or  less  tinged  by 
the  personal  prejudice  of  the  historian.  For  example,  if  any  one 
of  you  were  to  write  up  the  history  of  the  United  States,  you 
would  no  doubt  make  this  country  appear  much  greater  and 
grander  than  would  a  natural-born  Frenchman,  if  reviewing  the 
same  facts.  You  would  no  doubt  both  confine  yourselves  to  the 
truth,  but  with  that  granted,  I  fancy  that  the  history  written  by 
the  loyal  son  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  would  come  more  nearly  to 
our  own  ideas  than  the  same  facts  written  by  a  foreigner.  Bearing 
these  facts  in  mind,  and  knowing  that  the  history  of  the  class  of 
1907  was  written  by  a  member  of  that  class,  I  trust  you  will  par- 
don me  if  my  ideas  do  not  coincide  exactly  with  your  own. 

Now,  I  will  ask  you  to  imagine  yourselves  back  nearly  four 
years,  for  in  the  fall  of  1903  we  entered  this  college  as  freshmen 
with  a  total  membership  of  60. 

Among  the  most  noted  members  of  the  entering  class  was  our 
honored  and  beloved  President  Gibbs,  and  it  has  been  indeed  the 
source  of  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  have  had  him  with  us  during 
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our  entire  course.  And  we  most  sincerely  hope,  that  on  our 
return  visits  to  the  college  in  years  to  come,  we  will  ever  find  our 
most  honored  member  at  the  helm. 

My  modesty  won't  permit  me  to  say  we  were  not  green,  for  like 
all  other  freshmen,  the  tinge  of  the  Emerald  Isle  was  the  predom- 
inating shade  in  our  midst. 

Gradually,  however,  this  wore  off  and  before  long  we  could  walk 
upon  the  grass  and  still  be  seen  by  our  friends. 

After  the  opening  day  of  college  things  began  to  move  rapidly, 
and  our  first  real  coming  out  party  was  at  the  event  of  the  cane  rush. 
Just  about  this  time  there  was  an  anti-cane-rush  sentiment  preva- 
lent among  the  faculty.  In  consequence  of  this  feeling,  our  pre- 
decessors and  superiors,  the  sophomores,  were  warned  not  to  chal- 
lenge us  to  a  rush.  However,  the  sporting  blood  of  '05  came  to 
the  front,  for  they  advised  us  to  challenge  the  sophomores,  as  we 
had  received  no  warning  suggestions  from  the  faculty. 

Although  we  were  defeated  in  the  rush  by  two  hands,  much  of 
the  credit  for  the  good  showing  we  did  make  is  due  to  the  '05  class  ; 
for,  as  we  were  all  strangers  to  each  other  and  therefore  seriously 
handicapped,  the  loyal  juniors  provided  us  all  with  white  overalls 
that  we  might  more  easily  distinguish  friend  from  foe. 

Closely  following  this  event  was  another  of  a  little  different 
nature  but  equally  enjoyable ;  this  was  in  the  form  of  a  reception 
given  by  the  Congregational  Society. 

Here  we  met  for  the  first  time,  not  the  sophomores  for  we  met 
them  the  night  before,  but  many  of  the  members  of  the  upper 
classes  and  faculty,  who  have  since  developed  into  our  dearest 
friends. 

As  time  wore  on  it  soon  developed  from  the  sophomores'  view 
point  that  certain  members  of  the  '07  class  were  what  they  termed 
too  fresh. 

Consequently,  several  of  our  members  were  introduced  into  the 
deep  mysteries  of  the  town  watering  tub,  and  some  were  thor- 
oughly baptized  in  the  river,  while  still  others  entertained  mem- 
bers of  the  '06  class  in  their  rooms  at  all  times  of  the  night,  even 
being  so  polite  as  to  arise  and  receive  company  after  they  had 
once  retired  for  the  night. 
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But  during  the  last  four  years  this  custom  of  washing  a  fresh- 
man's sins  away  in  the  river  has  gradually  disappeared,  due  largely 
to  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  faculty  to  put  a  stop  to  hazing. 
Leaving  the  merits  of  the  case  alone,  as  to  the  advisability  of  haz- 
ing men,  the  fact  remains  that  there  are  fewer  students  indulging 
in  that  pastime  at  the  present  than  there  were  four  years  ago. 

During  the  football  season,  '07  had  two  men  win  their  letters  on 
the  'varsity  team.  The  game  between  the  sophomores  and  fresh- 
men ended  in  a  tie,  0-0  played  in  four  inches  of  snow. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  a  new  class  entered  col- 
lege, the  ten  weeks'  agricultural  students.  Here  was  an  opportu- 
nity for  the  sophomores  to  have  a  hazing  expedition,  and  make  us 
directly  responsible  for  it.  It  happened  like  this  ;  the  sophomores 
came  to  us  with  a  little  confidential  advice ;  they  were  always  very 
kind  about  such  things,  and  they  told  us  that  it  became  our  sol- 
emn duty  to  make  up  for  the  hazing  we  had  received  at  their  hands, 
by  taking  our  vengeance  on  the  short-course  men. 

We,  of  course,  took  up  with  the  idea  very  readily,  and  one  par- 
ticularly disagreeable  night  held  the  last  of  a  long  series  of 
annual  Cheeser  Parades  which  have  taken  place  at  this  college. 
But  this  custom  has  likewise  fallen  by  the  wayside,  and  although 
we  claim  the  honor  of  holding  the  last  grand  parade,  we  must 
admit  that,  for  the  welfare  of  the  college,  such  gatherings  should 
not  be  too  frequent. 

Three  notable  events  took  place  during  our  spring  term  ;  having 
a  class  picture  taken,  our  banquet  and  our  baseball  game  with  the 
sophomores.  In  making  plans  for  our  trip  to  Dover  where  the  pic- 
ture was  to  be  taken,  it  was  definitely  decided  not  to  invite  the 
'06  class  to  accompany  us. 

But  as  this  took  place  during  the  latter  part  of  the  spring  term, 
and  we  had  been  fellow-students  for  nearly  a  year,  it  was  not  sur- 
prising that  the  sophomores  had  become  very  much  attached  to 
us,  as  was  clearly  shown  by  this  eventful  day. 

As  twenty-eight  of  us  boarded  the  afternoon  train  for  Dover, 
about  an  equal  number  of  *06  men  suddenly  decided  to  accompany 
us  on  our  journey.  The  trip  was  rather  uneventful  until  we 
alighted  from  the  train,  when  their  affection  toward   us  began  to 
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be  manifested  in  a  most  strenuous  manner  ;  collars,  neckties,  hats, 
coats,  etc.,  were  torn  to  bits,  in  the  effort  to  make  us  entirety 
unpresentable  to  the  photographer. 

If  you  have  never  seen  a  so-called  "  class  scrap,"  you  have  little 
idea  what  an  intensely  interesting  and  sociable  pastime  it  is,  for 
fifty  men  nearly  evenly  matched,  as  we  were,  engaged  in  pugilistic 
encounter,  with  no  rules  whatsoever  to  govern,  make  quite  a  siza- 
ble and  novel  contest.  Such  it  seemed  to  the  people  of  Dover,  for 
they  were  soon  gathered  around  us  in  a  circle  three  or  four  deep, 
with  more  hurrying  to  the  scene,  and  among  the  very  last  to  arrive 
were  the  police.  This  put  an  end  to  our  fun,  and  Ave  then  went 
in  peace  to  the  photographers. 

During  the  evening,  unmolested  by  the  sophomores,  we  had  our 
first  class  banquet,  after  which  many  of  us  counted  the  ties  for  the 
first  time,  but  not  the  only  time,  between  Dover  and  Durham. 

The  last  event  of  our  freshman  year  was  our  overwhelming 
victory  over  '06  at  baseball.  Thus  ended  our  first,  and  in  some 
ways  most  eventful,  year  of  our  course. 

In  the  fall  of  1904  we  returned  as  sophomores,  with  a  total  of 
twenty-six.  To  go  into  the  details  of  all  the  events  of  our  last 
three  years  in  college  would  take  too  much  time  and  would, 
indeed,  be  infringing  upon  your  good  nature  to  detain  you  so 
long.  I  will,  therefore,  only  endeavor  to  point  out  the  changes 
which  have  taken  place  in  this  college,  due  partially  or  wholly  to 
the  influence  which  our  class  has  had. 

During  the  fall  term  two  of  our  number,  Lane  and  Broggini, 
formed  the  nucleus  around  which  the  Mandolin  Club  developed, 
and  today  we  point  to  it  with  pride,  for  it  is  nearly  indispensable 
at  our  social  gatherings. 

Again,  we  were  the  first  class  to  design  and  own  class  pipes,  a 
custom  which  has  been  readily  picked  up  by  our  successors. 

During  our  junior  year  another  musical  organization  was  started 
with  '07  at  the  foundation,  this  time  in  the  form  of  a  military 
band.  This  not  only  adds  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  mili- 
tary ceremonies,  but  is  a  decided  attraction  at  our  athletic  contests. 

The  attitude  of  '07  toward  the  faculty  has  always  been  the  best ; 
only  once  has  there  been  the  least  sentiment  of  antagonism,  and 
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this  came  during  our  senior  year,  but  it  is  in  no  wise  to  be  regretted, 
for  purely  sportsmanship  feeling  prevailed. 

The  event  to  which  I  have  reference  is  the  faculty  and  senior 
basket  ball  game.  Each  team  practised  faithfully  one  night  before 
the  game,  which  was  governed  only  by  prize  ring  rules.  Close 
observers  of  both  teams  declared  that  the  odds  were  decidedly  in 
favor  of  the  faculty ;  in  fact,  some  even  went  so  far  as  to  say  that 
the  faculty  had  the  best  basket  ball  team  that  had  ever  been  seen 
on  our  gymnasium  floor. 

But,  to  make  a  long  story  short,  we  defeated  this  most  skilful 
team  by  a. score  of  25 — 5. 

During  our  senior  year  we  have,  of  course,  endeavored  to  main- 
tain the  dignity  of  our  position,  although  it  has  been  extremely 
difficult,  on  certain  occasions  such  as  clambakes,  banquets,  etc. 
We  have  been  too  busy  this  past  year  striving  to  assure  the  faculty 
that  we  desire  to  be  present  at  this  very  ceremony,  to  make  any 
spectacular  class  history.  As  our  course  has  advanced,  we  have 
been  more  closely  confined  to  the  serious  side  of  college  life,  and, 
although  we  have  enjoyed  life  fully  as  much  during  the  latter  part 
of  our  course,  we  have  stepped  back  from  the  center  of  attraction 
to  make  way  for  our  successors,  for  most  of  the  rivalry  and  con- 
tests are  waged  between  sophomore  and  freshmen. 

Although  we  have  not  the  honor  of  being  the  largest  class  that 
ever  entered  college  or  ever  left  its  halls,  and  although  we  have 
made  no  world's  records  while  here,  we  do  believe  that  we  have 
covered  a  very  creditable  amount  of  work  compared  with  our  pre- 
decessors, and  have  ever  endeavored  to  have  the  welfare  of  New 
Hampshire  College  at  heart. 

During  our  four  years'  course,  which  has  not  been  entirely  a 
bed  of  roses,  we  have  enjoyed,  with  the  grinding  which  necessa- 
rily accompanies  a  man  through  college,  also  the  fellowship  of 
some  of  the  dearest  friends  we  will  ever  know. 

In  addition  to  our  class-room  relations  with  the  facult}^,  it  has 
ever  been  a  pleasure  to  mingle  with  them  at  the  social  events,  and 
when  we  have  met  them  in  their  homes  it  has  always  been  with  a 
feeling  of  welcome ;  thus  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  realize  we 
are  soon  to  be  beyond  their  ever  cordial  greeting. 
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Therefore,  knowing  that  we  have  just  completed  the  happiest 
four  years  of  our  entire  life,  it  is,  indeed,  with  reluctance  and 
regret  that  we  close  this  history  of  the  class  of  1907,  with  a  fond 
farewell  to  the  members  of  New  Hampshire  College. 


ADDRESS    TO    FACULTY.

When  the  class  of  1907  entered  college  there  was  a  new  man  at 
the  helm,  President  William  D.  Gibbs.  He  entered  upon  his 
work  with  us,  and  we  were  the  first  to  receive  his  good  advice 
and  ever-ready  smile  for  four  years.  He  has  done  his  work  nobly, 
and  as  he  looks  back  over  the  past  four  years  he  cannot  but  feel 
proud  of  the  advance  the  college  has  made  during  that  time.  In 
looking  over  President  Gibbs'  biennial  report,  we  see  that  the 
number  of  students  has  nearly  doubled  since  he  came  here.  Mor- 
rill Hall,  the  greenhouses,  president's  house,  the  gymnasium  and 
library  have  been  erected,  the  standard  has  been  materially  raised 
and  the  entrance  requirements  have  been  made  more  rigid.

He  has  always  been  willing  and  ready  to  give 
us  advice  and  help  us  in  any  way  he  could,  and  has  never  failed 
to  give  us  chapel  excuses  when  we  asked  for  them. 

We  wish  to  pay  our  respects  to  the  other  members  of  the  faculty 
who  have  been  here  during  part  or  all  of  our  college  course,  and 
to  thank  them  for  their  good  advice,  wise  counsel  and  timely  sug- 
gestions to  us  at  all  times. 

In  thinking  over  the  theme  assigned,  it  has  occurred  to  me  that 
a  few  observations  coupled  with  suggestions,  the  result  of  our 
four  years  at  New  Hampshire  College,  would  not  be  amiss,  and 
the  following  are  presented  on  behalf  of  the  class  of  1907:

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We  would  like  to  see  a  few  elective  subjects  placed  in  the 
engineering  courses,  so  that  a  man  taking  those  courses  can 
broaden  out  more,  having  a  chance  to  take  a  few  subjects  that  do 
not  pertain  exclusively  to  engineering  work.  The  agricultural 
courses  have  more  or  less  elective  subjects,  but  the  engineering 
men  have  to  stick  to  a  prescribed  course.  We  fully  understand 
that  it  is  necessary  for.  engineering  men  to  follow  their  course 
closely  if  they  are  to  get  anything  worth  while  out  of  it,  but  it 
does  seem  as  though  the  engineers  could  have  a  few  electives, 
since  more  of  the  preliminary  work  has  been  put  in  the  freshman 
instead  of  the  sophomore  year,  as  it  was  when  we  entered. 

We  have  learned  that  the  salaries  received  here  by  the  faculty 
are  much  less  than  other  institutions  offer.  There  is  no  reason, 
from  our  point  of  view,  why  the  faculty  should  not  receive  as 
high  salaries  here  as  they  do  in  other  colleges.  Many  good  men 
whom  we  get  here  will  not  stay  because  they  can  get  more  pay 
elsewhere,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  good  men  we  have  here 
now  receive  so  little  recompense  for  their  services.  We  hope 
that  at  an  early  date  the  state  will  see  fit  to  increase  the  appro- 
priation so  that  this  may  be  brought  about. 

In  looking  over  diplomas  given  by  other  colleges  we  notice  that 
the  degree  of  "  B  of  S  "  is  given  in  the  courses  taken,  while  here 
the  degree  is  given  without  stating  in  what  course  it  was  received. 
Now  New  Hampshire  stands  for  just  as  much  as  any  college,  and 
why  should  we  not  be  given  our  degree  in  the  course  taken  ?  We 
respectfully  submit  to  the  honored  faculty  this  suggestion  for 
your  consideration. 

One  thing  that  the  college  must  have  is  a  boys*  dormitory,  and 
the  sooner  we  have  one  the  better.  As  things  are  now  there 
are  very  limited  accommodations  for  the  incoming  class.  All  the 
rooms  in  town  that  are  available  are  taken,  and  with  those  leaving 
college  this  commencement — so  few  in  number  as  compared  with 
the  entering  classes,  what  will  they  do  for  rooms?  There  is  but 
one  place  in  town  that  can  go  by  the  name  of  dormitory  and  that 
is  hardly  a  fitting  name  for  it.  Another  question  along  this  line 
is:  Where  are  the  students  going  to  board?  True,  there  are 
boarding  houses  in  town,  but  they  are  overcrowded. 
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When  any  student  has  friends  or  relatives  come  to  visit  him  he 
is  at  a  loss  to  know  where  to  have  them  stay.  The  townspeople 
and  faculty  have  been  very  kind  at  such  times  and  have  come  to 
the  students  offering  the  best  they  have,  but  would  it  not  be  far 
better  if  we  had  a  hotel  here  where  we  could  take  our  friends  ?  It 
seems  so  to  us.  It  is  high  time  we  had  a  boys'  dormitory  and  that 
there  be  a  hotel  here  for  the  accommodation  of  our  guests.  We 
do  not  like  to  be  told  we  are  behind  the  times  and  are  not  improv- 
ing along  these  lines  when  the  college  has  improved  so  much 
along  other  lines.  In  order  to  have  a  college  we  must  have  stu- 
dents, and  when  we  have  the  students  we  must  have  places  for 
them  to  room  and  board. 

As  we  have  changed  professors  one  time  after  the  other  we  have 
noticed  the  different  ways  of  handling  the  courses  of  study.  In 
some  courses  we  have  been  able  to  gain  a  great  deal  of  knowledge, 
while  in  others  we  have  seen  where  we  could  have  gained  more 
had  the  surrounding  conditions  been  different.  Perhaps  we  went 
to  sleep  when  the  lectures  seemed  dry,  and  did  not  pay  the  best 
of  attention  to  them  as  we  should,  but,  although  we  did  not  get 
all,  perhaps,  we  could  have  gotten  from  our  studies,  we  feel  that 
our  time  has  been  well  spent,  and  here  let  me  say  one  word  to  the 
undergraduates.  Take  the  advice  of  the  class  of  1907  and  do 
better.  We  are  in  a  position  where  we  see  we  might  have  paid 
closer  attention  in  lectures  and  classes  and  have  gained  more 
knowledge. 

One  of  the  many  changes  that  the  faculty  has  made  is  that  of 
having  chapel  exercises  three  times  a  week.  This  has  met  with 
the  universal  approval  of  the  student  body,  and  a  decided  increase 
in  their  attendance  has  been  noted,  but  we  regret  we  have  been 
deprived  of  the  presence  of  the  faculty.  The  short  talks  given 
by  President  Gibbs  at  these  noon-day  services  have  always  been 
pleasing  to  us,  and  on  behalf  of  the  class  of  1907  I  wish  to  thank 
you,  President  Gibbs,  for  the  helpful  advice  and  suggestions  you 
have  given  us  at  these  meetings,  and  we  wish  that  they  might 
have  come  more  often. 

Studies  and  marks  are  not  the  only  things  that  a  man  in  college 
is  after.     He  should  have  social  life,  so  that  he  can  appear  at  ease 
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in  public  and  not  feel  out  of  place.  We  realize  that  we  have 
fallen  short  in  our  social  obligations  regarding  calls  and  attendance 
at  social  functions,  and  we  hope  that  in  the  future  the  under- 
graduates and  succeeding  classes,  as  well  as  all  those  connected 
with  the  college,  will  profit  and  participate  more  in  the  college 
social  functions. 

During  our  four  years  here  we  have  seen  a  decided  advance  in 
the  different  courses.  We  have  gained  more  than  our  prede- 
cessors, and  those  following  us  will  receive  more  than  we  have 
received.  One  of  the  most  pleasing  changes  is  that  the  students 
who  drill  now  receive  credit  for  it  and  also  credit  in  military  sci- 
ence, which  they  never  had  before  Lieutenant  Hunt  took  charge 
of  that  department. 

There  has  always  been  more  or  less  said  about  the  name  of  this 
institution  being  changed  to  New  Hampshire  College.  We  are  in 
hopes  before  many  years  we  can  read  of  the  New  Hampshire  Col- 
lege, for  this  sounds  a  great  deal  better  than  the  present  name. 

Perhaps  we  may  have  a  peculiar  view  as  regards  final  examina- 
tions, but  there  is  nothing  that  a  student  dislikes  more  than  to 
have  a  week  of  examinations.  This  week  has  been  called  "  Black 
Week,"  and  that  is,  we  think,  a  fitting  name  for  it.  If  tests  were 
held  every  two  or  three  weeks  and  the  students  required  to  pass 
them  they  would  get  more  out  of  their  course  and  would  not  let 
their  studies  go  until  the  end  of  the  term,  then  spend  two  or  three 
hours  plugging  them  and  barely  pass  them. 

In  conclusion :  Rest  assured  that  we,  the  members  of  the  class 
of  1907,  will  always  hold  you,  honored  Faculty  of  the  New 
Hampshire  College,  in  highest  respect,  and  that,  as  we  go  out  into 
the  world,  with  its  difficulties  and  perplexities,  we  shall  always  feel 
that  we  can  still  communicate  with  you  for  assistance.  We  hope 
that  what  has  just  been  said  will  be  taken  in  the  spirit  it  has 
been  given. 

We  are  in  no  way  able  to  criticize,  nor  do  we  wish  to  criticize. 
The  preceding  are  in  the  nature  of  suggestions,  and  we  do  feel 
that  there  are  certain  things  that  could  be  done  here  that  will 
benefit  those  that  follow  us,  Rnd  we  are  sure  that  sooner  or  later 
what  we  have  lost  others  will  receive.

COLLEGE    CLUB    MEETING. 

Saturday  evening,  May  25,  the  College  Club  held  a  meeting  at 
its  room  in  the  gymnasium.  President  Randall  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  8.15.  The  reports  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  were 
read.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  a  quorum,  no  officers  were  elected. 
The  meeting  assumed  the  nature  of  a  smoke  talk.  Professor  Har- 
rison was  called  upon  to  say  a  few  words.

He  pronounced  the  club  a  useful  institution 
and  said  it  ought  to  take  a  greater  place  in  college  life  here. 

Professor  Taylor  was  announced  as  faculty  member  of  the  ath- 
letic committee.     His  name  was  received  with  applause. 

Then  John  Clark  spoke  in  warm  praise  of  Professor  Nesbit,  and 
moved  that  he  receive  a  vote  of  thanks  and  appreciation  for  his 
efforts  on  behalf  of  athletics  in  this  college.  This  vote  was 
accorded  with  a  will  by  all  present. 

Mr.  Croghan,  *08,  then  said  a  few  words  about  the  club.  He 
wished  that  there  might  be  more  entertainments  to  liven  up  the 
club.  It  should  have  an  object.  There  should  be  a  committee  on 
entertainments. 

After  this,  all  gathered  around  the  piano  and  sang  college  songs. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  ten  o'clock.

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KEMICAL    KLUB  MEETING. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Kemical  Ivlub  for  this  year  was  held  in 
Thompson  Hall,  Thursday  evening,  May  23.  Several  chemical 
journals  were  reviewed  by  different  members. 

Perley,  '08,  found  an  article  which  disputed  the  hitherto  ac- 
cepted atomic  weight  of  beryllium.  Professor  Parsons  was  able 
to  shed  a  good  deal  of  light  on  the  matter.  French,  '08,  explained 
a  recent  research  made  under  the  phase  rule.  Professor  Parsons 
recounted  his  recent  trip  to  Schenectady,  X.  Y.,  where  Carl  Fuller, 
'06,  has  a  special  department  in  the  chemical  works,  with  several 
men  under  him.  The  process  for  making  tungsten  filaments  for 
incandescent  lamps  was  described.  The  tungsten,  after  having 
been  purified,  is  alloyed  with  a  soft  metal  and  squeezed  through  a 
tiny  hole  drilled  in  a  diamond.  The  wire  thus  produced  is  then 
cut  in  short  lengths  and  placed,  one  piece  at  a  time  in  a  vacuum 
where  the  soft  metal  is  volitalized  from  the  tungsten  by  means  of 
a  strong  direct  current.  These  filaments  have  been  found  to  be 
much  better  than  any  other  yet  made. 

Officers  for  the  coming  year  were  then  elected.  Evans,  '08,  and 
French,  *08,  were  unanimously  elected  president  and  secretary,  re- 
spectively.    The  meeting  then  adjourned. 


BASEBALL.

DAVE    DURWARD    DROWNED. 

All  New  Hampshire  men  will  be  shocked  to  hear  of  the  drown- 
ing on  July  2,  of  Dave  Durward,  ex-'Oo,  Cornell  '06.  Durward, 
who  was  instructor  in  agriculture  at  the  Moody  school  in  Mt. 
Hermon,  Mass.,  and  a  colleague,  Philip  K.  Greene,  Bowdoin  '04, 
were  planning  to  leave  Mt.  Hermon  within  a  few  days  and  their 
trip  on  the  Connecticut  was  taken  as  a  final  one  before  their  return 
home,  for  their  vacation.  Borrowing  a  canoe  from  a  fellow  teacher, 
they  started  off  a  little  below  the  school  buildings,  in  a  spot  where 
the  water  is  supposed  to  be  safe. 

Some  farmers  who  were  fishing  on  the  bank  of  the  river  saw 
them  cross  the  river  and  start  to  paddle  on  the  other  side.  Sud- 
denly the  canoe  was  seen  to  capsize  with  both  men  clinging  to  one 
side  as  it  floated  down  stream  bottom  side  up. 

While  the  fishermen  were  running  to  get  help,  the  two  men  sank, 
probably  sucked  in  by  one  of  the  many  eddies  in  the  river.  The 
canoe  with  paddles  and  cushions,  was  soon  picked  up  but  the 
bodies  have  not  yet  been  found. 
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Durward  was  25  years  old  and  a  native  of  Clareniont,  X.  H. 
After  graduation  from  the  Claremont  High  school,  he  entered  the 
2  years'  course  at  New  Hampshire.  At  the  end  of  his  first  year  lie 
became  a  member  of  the  class  of  "05.  After  one  more  year  he 
entered  Cornell.  While  at  New  Hampshire  he  was  a  member  of 
New  Hampshire's  great  football  team  that  made  such  a  good  re- 
cord during  the  fall  of  1902.  This  same  year  he  won  the  track 
contest  for  his  class  against  ?06.  His  specialties  were  the  high 
and  low  hurdles  and  the  pole  vault.  As  a  member  of  our  first 
gymnasium  committee  he  did  most  effective  work.  Throughout 
his  athletic  career,  Durward  was  the  highest  type  of  athlete.  He 
never  treated  an  opponent  unfairly,  although  his  whole  energy  was 
concentrated  into  making  his  teams  win.  As  a  man  he  was  broad 
minded  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  religious  affairs,  being  a 
member  of  the  college  Y.  M.  C.  A.  At  Cornell  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Lacrosse  team  and  will  be  remembered  for  his  great 
work  against  Harvard. 

He  had  planned  to  take  his  vacation  beginning  next  week,  dur- 
ing which  he  intended  to  have  charge  of  his  father's  farm,  while 
his  parents  traveled  in  Europe.  He  was  an  only  son.  His  sister, 
a  Cornell  graduate,  is  a  teacher  in  Massachusetts. 

As  soon  as  the  news  reached  Durham,  Durward's  Zeta  brothers 
sent  a  committee  to  Mt.  Hermon  to  assist  in  recovering  the  body.

New  Hampshire  College 

To  Graduates  of  High  Schools  and  Academies 


THROUGH  the  generosity  of  the  late  Hamilton  Smith  of  Durham,  the 
sum  of  $10,000  has  been  given  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  to  establish  the  Valentine  Smith 
scholarships  under  these  conditions  : 

"  The  income  thus  accruing  to  the  college  shall  be  given  to  the  graduate 
of  an  approved  high  school  or  academy,  who  shall,  upon  examination,  be 
judged  to  have  the  most  thorough  preparation  for  admission  to  the  college, 
provided, 

"  That  this  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  student  to  whom  it  is  awarded, 
in  eight  semi-annual  payments,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
term  bills,  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  at  any  time  prove 
unworthy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  reason  of  defective  scholarship 
or  character,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  the  student  most  deserving  ;  and, 

"  That  if  the  student  receiving  this  scholarship  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  college,  the  income  from  this  fund,  for  the  unexpired  term,  shall 
be  awarded  to  the  student  most  deserving,  in  character  and  scholarship." 

These  scholarships,  yielding  about  $400  each,  are  available  for  one 
member  of  the  class  entering  in  September,  1905,  and  to  one  student  in  e?ch 
succeeding  class. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  the  days 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.
